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THE MICHAEL F. FRITZ, MEMBER OF THE ORDER OF THE RED SPOT. 


. 100 PER CENT. M. F. FRITZ. 


Running between Honesdale and 
Lackawaxen, Pa., seven days of the 
week, is a 100 per cent. locomotive 
with a 100 per cent. man in the cab. 
The locomotive—it is in the fast pas- 
senger service—is named “Michael F. 
Fritz.” It’s the only Erie locomo- 
tive on the above run bearing a 
personal name. Michael F. Fritz is 
no railroad président, no war hero, 
no poet. He’s the man in the cab of 
the locomotive that bears his name. 
Recently the government officials in- 
spected this locomotive and _ pro- 
nounced her 100 per cent. There 
is an understanding between Michael 


F. Fritz and the locomotive. One 
seems to know the other. They are 
never out of harmony. Mr. Fritz 


loves the engine as a mother loves 
her child. He keeps her shining. 
He looks her over morning and night. 
He sees she gets the best treatment. 
His care of this engine is so pro- 
nounced that it was recognized by 
the Erie officials several years ago 
and that is why this particular loco- 
motive bears the name of the manin 
the cab. 


Mr. Eritz o1s*a--Gorhing hoya nes 
was born in Corning, N. Y., Septem- 
ber 14, 1853,” he said. “At the age 
of sixteen I was a brakeman on the 
Delaware Division of the Erie. At 
the age of eighteen I was a flagman 
and extra conductor. At twenty I 
was a fireman. At twenty-six I made 
my first trip as an engineer. At the 
age of thirty-six I was a passenger 


engineer, and that is what I have been 
since. I have pulled passenger trains 
for a little over a quarter of a cen- 
tury. My pleasure is keeping my 
engine neat and tidy, so nicely dolled 
up that people will take notice. 
Michael F. Fritz, the engineer, has 
personal letters from general mana- 
gers, superintendents and directors 
congratulating him on the neatness 
and efficiency of his engine. Mr. 
Fritz is proud of his locomotive, but 
in all other things he is an extremely 
modest man. He’s one of the best 
known railroad engineers in the coun- 
try. He was personally acquainted 
with all the’ great men of the Erie. 
He knew James Fiske, Jay Gould and 
many other presidents of the Erie. 
He is an optimist of a very fine type, 
and one of the happiest men in all the 
world.—Elmira Telegram. 


ONE NEW YORK TINY STREET.

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ARE YOU MAKING FRIENDS FOR YOUR RAILROAD? 
By Roy V. Wright, Managing Editor, Railway Age Gazette. 


HE following extracts were taken 
from an address delivered by Mr. 
Roy V. Wright, before the New 

England Railroad Club, on January 


12, 1915, and reprinted in the Railway . 


_ Age Gazette of January 22d: 


President Rea, of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, in an address before the 
New York Chamber of Commerce 
last month, made this statement: 
“The railroads, as an act of self- 
preservation, will always endeavor to 
take their service and facilities satis- 
factory and rates reasonable, because 
only in this way can they make 
friends, encourage business and earn 
profits.” 

The business of the railroads is to 
sell transportation, and to carry on 
this work effectively they must fol- 
low the same fundamental principles 
that have made for the success of 
any other business which depends up- 
on successful salesmanship. 


The railway’s sole business is to 
give service to the public, and with 
its forces scattered over hundreds or 
thousands of miles, it must depend 
on the good will and friendship of 
the people along the line to even a 
greater extent than does the depart- 
ment store or other commercial busi- 
ness; and this is true even where 
there is no competition. 


The politician, for instance, stands 
ever ready to push himself into the 
limelight, and where the attitude of 
even a small part of the community 
is antagonistic to the railway, and 
the others are largely indifferent, un- 
told damage may be done almost 
thoughtlessly by the promotion of 
unwise legislation or regulation. We 
all know also of the unreasonable 
and often ridiculous jury awards 
which have been made against the 
railways in unfriendly communities. 


It therefore behooves railway 
executives to bend every energy to- 
ward making friends with the public. 
This is a stupendous task—a man’s 
job—and yet not an impossible one; 
nor can it be accomplished in a brief 
period of time. Every employe who 
comes at all in contact with the pub- 
lic in the discharge of his duties— 
and practically all of them do to a 
greater or less extent—must be made 
to feel a broad and, at the same time, 
intense interest in the work of the 
road and must realize the necessity of 
dealing courteously with those with 
whom he comes in contact, thus do- 


ing his part to develop a friendly 
feeling toward the road. If the em- 
ploye is unaccommodating or too 
busy to be courteous, or, as is true 
in some cases, is willing to criticise 
and abuse hjs employer, then the pub- 
lic is sure to develop a feeling of in- 
difference, an antagonism toward the 
road. We may express this in even 
stronger terms and say that ordinary 
acts are sure to cause friction unless 
courtesy is used as a lubricant. THE 
PUBLIC KNOWS THE SPIRIT OF 
THE RAILROAD ONLY AS IT IS 
REFLECTED THROUGH THE 
ACTION AND ATTITUDE OF 
ITS EMPLOYES. 
Courtesy as a Real Asset. 

It is a realization of this that has 
inspired the railway employes’ maga- 
zines to unceasingly preach courtesy 
and to draw attention to especially 
noteworthy acts of thoughtfulness or 
courtesy on the part of employes. 

Every employe in every department 
can help make friends for the rail- 
road, and the examples which follow 
are intended to be suggestive to that 
end. The field, however, is entirely 
too broad to be covered in any single 
article or discussion. My only hope 
is to bring out not so much the 
concrete methods which should be 
followed by the members of each de- 
partment, as the spirit which should 
dominate every one of the employes 
of a progressive railroad. 

The other morning, while crossing 
the Hudson River on a ferryboat, I 
met a fraend who is in business in 
New York City and receives a large 
amount of material in carload lots. 
He has always impressed me with his 
good business judgment and broad- 
minded views. Much to my surprise, 
when the question came up as to the 
railway situation, he expressed him- 
self strongly as being entirely out of 
sympathy with the roads. Question- 
ing soon developed the reason for 
this. Much of the material which he 
receives is shipped in standard size 
packages which are practically uni- 
form in weight. Because of errors 
which have been made in the past in 
the freight bills, it is the custom be- 
fore accepting a car to check over 
the bill carefully. If there is an over- 
charge it is the practice to refuse to 
accept the car, because if it is accepted 
and the freight is paid it requires 
many months, possibly more than a 
year, to secure the rebate, and even 
then it is not always paid. If the 
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car is refused, some one higher up 
sets busy and has the weights checked 
at once and the freight bill is cor- 
rected accordingly. Can you blame 
the merchant for looking at things as 
he does? 

The fence along the right-of-way 
of a certain railway became defective, 
and a cow strayed out on.the track 
and was killed. The station agent, 
-vho was authorized to settle the 
aim, interviewed the owner. It is 
the practice on this road in this par- 
ticular district to settle with the 
farmers on the basis of $75 a head for 
cattle thus killed. 


Much to the surpise of the agent the 
farmer made this proposition: He 
said that two or three years before 
he had had the opportunity of buying 
the cow at a big bargain, and that 
while he considered it to be worth 
from $75 to $100, he would be glad to 
call the deal square if the railroad 
would pay him $50, or the amount he 
had paid for the cow in the first 
place: this because the demonstrator 
for the railroad had assisted him 
greatly in securing better results from 
his land, and he felt that it was only 
fair to deal with the road in the same 
spirit. 

The Timid Traveler. 

Railroad men become so accus- 
tomed to traveling that it is difficult 
for them to realize the timidity and 
fear with which the occasional 
traveler starts out on a journey. The 
chief operating officer of one of the 
large systems, in speaking to a group 
of his subordinates, emphasized the 
necessity for keeping a lookout for 
these timid people, both in the sta- 
tions and on the trains, and trying to 
make them feel at home. A pleasant 
word or a little friendly advice to 
travelers of this kind may often be 
returned many times over in the 
friendly interest which may be created 
toward the railroads. 


A surly conductor or a grouchy 
station employe may often needlessly 
drive business away by a simple act of 
discourtesy—business which the traffic 
representatives can only regain at a 
considerable expenditure of time and 
energy, if at all. It is difficult to 
train and coach the thousands of em- 
ployes scattered over hundreds of 
miles of railroad to be courteous. It 
can only be done by making a distinct 
matter of policy and having it re- 
ligiously observed from the highest 
officer down. The employe in trying 
to deal courteously with the public 


often has his good nature strained 
near the breaking point, let alone the 
elastic limit. He must remember, 
however, that there are many small 
people in this world and that he can- 
ies pied to let himself drop to their 
evel. 


Regular Service Makes Friends. 


One way in which the operating 
officers can do much to hold the con- 
fidence of the public is to be very 
jealous. of anything which interferes 
with the giving of good service. 


Far greater care should be given to 
the selection and training of em- 
ployes. In the first place, men should 
be selected from the immediate terri- 
tory served by the railroad. |_Every 
employe should be carefully trained 
and his qualifications and progress 
should be a matter of record, so that 
he can have every opportunity for 
advancement and not be pushed aside 
to make way for a newcomer fro 
some other road. 

This will accomplish two things: 
Not only will it encourage the best 
type of young men to enter the ser- 
vice and strive for advancement, but 
the communities from which they 
come will watch their progress with 
constant interest and will naturally 
be more friendly to the railroad. 

Railroads have been known to place 
their medical staffs at the disposal of 
communities in efforts to drive out 
infectious diseases. We know also of 
their generosity when floods, earth- 
auakes or fires have come, in rescu- 
ing the imperiled people and their 
goods and bringing them to places of 
safety. All of these things have 
been influential in making good 
friends. 

Nothing is more annoying to a 
merchant than to receive a shipment 
of goods in a damaged condition, and 
this even if his claim is paid immedi- 
ately and in cash. Much of this dam- 
age is caused by the carelessness of 
employes in handling and loading the 
freight, rough handling in switching, 
or the use of defective cars. What 
a wonderful thing it would he from 
the standpoint of making and keeping 
friends for the road if all the em- 
ployes would co-operate to better these 
conditions. The St. Louis and San 
Francisco has already started a move- 
ment for the prevention of freight 
claims along the lines the safety first 
campaign. I am wondering whether 
the actual saving in money, much 
as it may be, will not be of less im- 
portance than the satisfied patrons 
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who will be protected from the an- 
noyance of useless delays and dam- 
age. 


The Maintenance of Way Man’s Part. 


Very little has been said in the 
foregoing as to how the employes of 
the maintenance of way and mechan- 
ical departments may lend their aid 
in making friends for the railroad. 
This does not mean, however, that 
these men cannot give very valuable 
service in that direction. For in- 
stance, the division engineer, road- 
masters, section foremen and section 
men continually come in contact with 
the people along the line, and by their 
attitude can do much to encourage 
a friendly feeling on the part of the 
public. 

Railway employes should also be 
encouraged to take an active interest 
in the welfare and upbuilding of the 
community in which they work and 
live. 

Have you ever had a glow which 
warmed you up all over when the 
man behind the stamp window at the 
post office said “Thank you,” or really 
acted as if he were human? Govern- 
ment employes can possibly afford to 
act like autocrats, but railway em- 
ployes cannot. What a shock it 
would be to some railroad officers if 
they could disguise themselves and 
drop into the reception rooms of their 
offices and try to call on themselves 
or secure information from their 
clerks and door tenders.

Business Friendship. 


In July, 1911, a large group of 
distinguished representatives of the 
iron and steel industry from all over 
the world met in Brussels to consider 
the formation of an organization to 
discuss the economical, ethical and 
sociological problems connected with 
their business. Judge Elbert H. 
Gary, Chairman of the United States 
Steel Corporation, was asked to pre- 
side over the meeting, and in an ad- 
dress in which he advocated the very 
highest ideals in business, and as a 
matter of business, he said: “There 
should be established and continuous- 
ly maintained a business friendship 
which compels one to feel the same 
concern for his neighbor that he has 
for himself. It is no less in princi- 
ple, than the Golden Rule applied to 
business.” 

One thing we must realize, and 
that is that the day of sharp practice 
in business is fast passing away—in 
fact, is already a matter of history 
with many of our better class insti- 
tutions and commercial organizations. 
There can be no question as to the 
handwriting on the wall. To my 
mind the really vital problems of our 
railroads today is a full realization of 
the necessity for “making friends” of 
the public by inspiring each one of 
the employes to follow the spirit of 
the slogan, “The Public be Pleased,” 
which, after all, is only a literal appli- 
cation of the Golden Rule to the 
transportation business.

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ERIE’S 250-CAR TEST TRAIN. 

On July 23, 1914, the Erie’s great 
engine “Matt H. Shay,” the largest 
in the world, was coupled to a train 
of 250 loaded coal cars, a dynomo- 
meter car and caboose and sent for- 
ward from Binghamton, N. Y. to 
Susquehanna, Pa. a distance of 23 
miles. 

This was a test run and was suc- 
cessful in not only breaking all previ- 
ous records for train loads hauled 
by one locomotive, but established a 
new record, which is destined to re- 
main unbroken, a is believed, for 
some time to com 

The train outod 35,824 Ms (17,- 
912), exclusive of locomotive. Its 
total length was 8,547 feet, or 1.6 
miles. 

The grade between the two stations 
is gradually ascending, the worst con- 
dition being a combination of .69% dg. 
grade and 5 dg. of curvature. 

Pushers were used to assist in get- 
ting the train under way. They 
pushed the slack forward until the 
Triplex lead locomotive had all the 
cars moving, after which they were 
uncoupled and followed the train, in 
case they should be needed again. 
This operation eliminated the danger 
of pulling out drawheads in starting, 
which otherwise would undoubtedly, 
have occurred with a train of such 
length. Portable telephones were 
used to communicate from the head 
end to the rear of the train, and this 
~ made it possible for the pushers to do 
their work in unison with lead en- 
gine in starting the train. 

A summary of this record-breaking 
haul, which appeared in the August, 
1914 issue of this magazine, is re- 
peated for the benefit of those who 
may not have seen it. 

Number of cars in train, 250; with 
caboose and dynomometer car, 252. 

Total weight of train (excluding 
locomotive), 35,874 Ms. 

Total length of train 1.6 miles. 
ce speed attained, 14 M. P. 
Maximum drawbar pull, 130.000 Ibs. 

Minimum drawbar pull, 67,000 Ibs. 

The photograph, from which the 
picture on opposite page was made, 
was taken about 214 miles east of 
Great Bend on the Susquehanna Di- 
vision, on what is known as “Red 
Rock Curve.” 

It will be noted, that the train when 
photographed, was on three curves, 
being on the “S” and part of another. 

The conditions were not as desired 
at the time the camera was at work, 


hence the photograph was somewhat 
blurred, which accounts for it not 
standing out sharp in the picture. 

Nevertheless, it is one of the most 
wonderful pictures appearing in this 
magazine, not only from a scenic 
standpoint, but as illustrating the 
actual performance of the greatest 
locomotive ever built for moving 
heavy tonnage.

THE PROPER HANDLING OF BRAKES. 
By Mr. J. Coots, Supervisor, Locomotive Operation, New. York Division. 


N modern times when everything 
| possible is done by the railroads 

to enhance the safety and comfort 
of passengers, and every breach of 
which, naturally, brings severe criti- 
cism upon their Management, it is 
essential that every engineer, especial- 
ly those running passenger trains, be 
well versed in “the proper operation 
of air brakes. 


With all brakes, valves, levers, con- 
nections, etc., in sood condition, there 
is no reason whatever why any train 
cannot be stopped without the least 
jar or jerk. Nevertheless, I have 
ridden on trains where the braking 
system was perfect, yet upon applica- 
tion of the brakes, the resultant jar 
was often sufficient to throw people 
from their seats. It is just such little 
incidents—an abrupt stop or a jerky 
start, that makes a trip on a railroad 
train uncomfortable, as well as placing 
the service in a bad light. It will 
be seen, therefore, that the improper 
or imperfect application of the brakes, 
is often due to the carelessness of the 
engineer. 


Sometimes the cause of fautly brak- 
ing is due to faulty brakes. Often 
brakes get out of proportion by a 
brake lever breaking and another 
lever being substituted, which looks 
similar, but when applied differs from 
the broken one so much that the 
power of the brake is changed and bad 
braking will result. This phase of 
the auestion should be watched by 
the Brake Inspection Department. 


Then, again, a “kicking” triple 


valve, due to the valve being dirty, - 


will often cause a sudden stop—the 
valve does not respond on the first 
reduction, and on the second reduction 
will “fly” into emergency, resulting in 
a bad jerk and usually stops the train 
before the point where it is intended 
to stop is reached. Releases should 
be made by raising the train pipe 
pressure above that in the auxiliary. 
The piston travel should, in all 
cases, be taken into consideration. 
Some cars will be found to travel 
5 in., some 7 in. and some as high as 


10 in., and reductions have to be made 
accordingly. Otherwise an uncom- 
fortable lurch is likely to occur. 


If an engineer finds he has a train 
with a “sticky” triple valve, resulting 
in poor stops, he should first see that 
the faulty valve is not on the engine; 
have the triple of both driver and 
tank brake cleaned; see that the feed 
valve works properly and is free from 
dirt and gum; see if the train pipe on 
the tank is not partially closed with 
sediment and ice (in winter) in the 
trap just ahead of brake pipe, where 
the crossover pipe connects to the 
triple valve. After all these precau- 
tions have been taken, and the brakes 
do not work perfectly, a report should 
be made immediately, to the proper 
officials upon arrival at the terminal. 
All reports should be as specific as 
possible, and if the car on which the 
faulty brake is located can be ascer- 
tained, it should be indicated on the 
report, as it will not only save un- 
necessary labor for the Inspection De- 
partment, but will also aid in getting 
the defect repaired as quickly as 
possible. 

If the engineer will make a careful 
examination and test of all brakes 
before leaving the terminal, use the 
utmost care and judgment in applying 
and releasing the brakes while on the 
road, and make immediate and proper 


report of all defects discovered, a 


great many of the evils resultant from 
bad braking, will be entirely elimin- 
ated.

A “SAFETY FIRST” GATEMAN. 


The “Star--Gazette,” Elmira, New 
York, received and published a re- 
‘sminder from Walter E. Thomas, who 
is a night gateman at one of the down- 
‘town railroad crossings where there is 
much travel and he takes up a point 
in connection with Safety First which 
is deserving of attention from the 
whole public, a dangerous practice 
which is altogether too common, that 
-of “ducking under” railroad crossing 


gates. Mr. Thomas says: 
Mr. Editor: : 

J am very much interested in the pictures 
-and writings on Safety First and would like 
to have a piece put in your paper on the above 
-subject. And that refers to Safety First on 
the railroad crossings in the city. 

I am a crossing watchman for the Erie 
Railroad and have noticed a number of times 
“how persons wishing to cross ahead of a train 
-will take chances. 

Now people do not stop to think that they 
-are violating a law and are subject to a fine or 
imprisonment by throwing the gates up while 
waiting for a train to pass. Not only do they 
injure the gates by so doing while gates are 
locked down but some child or grown person 
is apt not to notice a train coming in another 
direction as trains often pass on crossings. 

For instance, on the crossing where I am 
employed, I let the gates down for a train 
one evening going East. As the train was 
mearby some kind-hearted person who wished 
to save me a little work by throwing the 
gates and about a half dozen people ran on 
to the crossing and would have been struck 
by a west-bound train if I had not yelled to 
them to keep back. Some people who did’ not 
see the person who threw the gates up, blamed 
me for it. Now we are paid to protect the 
crossings and people using same, and are not 
paid to hold up traffic, and everyone of us 
will raise our gates when it is safe for the 
public to cross. But it is not safe for a per- 
son to take the chances some do by running in 


under the gates and then stop on the other © 


side to watch the entire train go by. 

Some peonle think that the gateman does 
not know his business and kick about having 
to wait, but_we always go by the order given 
us, “Safety First.” 

If some person or persons think they are 
held up longer than there is any need it is 
mot their duty to tamper with the gates and 
thereby lay themselves liable, but report us to 
the superintendent of the road, who will deal 
with us. The gates are always raised and 
lowered on the Safety First plan, and all 
reasonable people should realize and obey the 
law, and also stop, look and listen although 
the gates are down.

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ERIE ENGINES THAT WERE IN 


ERIE ENGINES 25 YEARS AGO. 


The group of engines shown in the 
above picture, represent a class, that 
were in favor on the Jefferson Di- 
vision of the Erie Railroad 25 years 
ago. It will prove of interest to 
Erie men in looking them over and 
enable them to make a comparison 
with the engines used on that division 
today. 

The photograph from which this 
picture was made, was taken at the 
Carbondale roundhouse by a_ local 
resident at the request of Elwood 
Regan, who at that time was Night 
Engine Dispatcher, but now an En- 
gineer on the Jefferson Division. 


Two different types of engines are 
shown in the group—the diamond 
stack, used in freight service and 
known as “Erie Modocs”; the straight 
stacks with netting in the front end, 
instead of the top, as in the diamond 
stack, and known as “Bootleg Stacks,” 
burning hard coal; the “Mother 
Hubbard” type, built at the Baldwin 
Works, Philadelphia and known as 
“Culm Burners,” were also used in 
1889. One is shown in the picture 
standing back of the engine on turn- 
table. The Erie purchased eight of 
the latter type, the first arriving in 
1888. They were the first Erie en- 
gines, so states Engineer Regan, that 
were equipped with Wootten boilers. 
They were used in freight service. 


In 1889 the Port Jervis men came 
through to Carbondale and there 
were from 10 to 12 engines kept at 
that point. The Carbondale round 
house, has long since been abandoned 
and both engines and crews have been 
transferred to Avoca, Pa.

BUNKER HILL PASSING. 


The anniversary of the battle of 
Bunker Hill which has just passed 
recalls one glory of that monument 


now gone forever. That is the dis- 
tinction which Webster set forth 


when he expressed the hope “that 


this column be the last object to the 
sight of him who leaves his native 
shore and the first to gladden him 
who re-visits it.” When Webster 
said this the age of skyscrapers had 
not come. -The “pointed spires of 
temples dedicated to. God’ then 
towered far above the buildings of the 
city, and it was but natural that he 
should think this column would for- 
ever hold supremacy. 


But Bunker Hill Monument was not 
destined to remain long the last ob- 
ject in the sight of those leaving 
Boston Harbor. First came the high 
buildings, forming more of a back- 
ground against the sky. Years fol- 
lowed and in time the monument itself 
was obscured behind the towering 
grain elevators of the Charlestown 
water front. And now the custom 
house tower rears its graceful lines 
far above all others. As the returning 
voyager now nears his native land 
the tower is the first object to show 
itself. At Boston Lightship, fifteen 
miles out, the pinnacle peers above 
the horizon. Slowly the full dimen- 
sions of the tower become more and 
more visible. It is seven miles be- 
fore any other evidence of the city 
itself comes into view. And it is far 
within the harbor before the monu- 
ment on Bunker Hill gets within range 
ei Nee voyager’s sight.—Boston Her- 
ald.

“The Picturesque Erie.” 


Ravenna is the county seat of 
Portage, the queen county of. the re- 
nowned Western Reserve, world famed 
for intelligence, culture, morality and 
prosperity. It is a superb little muni- 
cipality ot, approximately, six thousand 
inhabitants, modern and up-to-date, 
as respects churches, schools, libraries, 
places of amusement, spacious busi- 
ness. blocks, diversified industries, 
paved streets, water and light plants, 
a. grand courthouse, etc.,. etc, Les 
saloonless, hence crimeless, and not a 
culprit in its bastile. 

It-is the center of the richest agri- 
cultural. “and. “dairy “portion — of sour 
grand old “Buckeye” State, which we 
delight to regard as the paragon star 
of the 48, that illumine the blue field 
of our resplendent banner. It is ex- 
ceedingly rich in historical mental 
pabulum. 


Benjamin Tappan, Jr., of New Eng- 
land, was the first to settle here, in 
1799, when a solitary log cabin in each 
place marked the sites of Buffalo and 
Cleveland, which latter is now the 
sixth city of the nation. In 1808 Mr. 
Tappan laid the foundation of the 
town; Hon. Marvin Kent, tne pro- 
jector, promoter and first president of 
the A. & G. W. Ry., now the Meadville 
and Cincinnati divisions of the Erie, 
was born here Sept. 1, 1816. A tan- 
nery was conducted here in the early 
days by Mr. Jesse Grant, father of U. 
53 thee‘Hero of Appomattox” 


Judge Wm. Day, the *solon of the 
U.-S.:Supreme, Court, 4sYa Ravenia 
production, as was also Judge Rufus 
P. Ranney, the constitutional Lycur- 
gus, of Ohio. : 

Mr. D. C. Coolman, who was chief 
engineer of the staff that surveyed and 
constructed the A. & G. W. Ry., set- 
tled here on the completion of that 
road and is today one of our most 
honored citizens, and, though aged and 
stricken with blindness, he is'an alert 
participant. in any movement. for 
Ravenna’s betterment. 

Two-of the Erie’s most erudite at- 
tornies,-Hon. J. T. Siddall and Hon. - 
J. F. Hanselman, are also of us. 

The town was named after the City 
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of Ravenna in central Italy, noted for 
its educational proclivities, in which its 
namesake is analogous. The name, no 
doubt, was one attraction for the sons 
and daughters of “Sunny Italy,” who 
constitute a considerable portion of 
the inhabitants; they were readily as- 
similated, several are in business and 
all doing well. The foreman of our 
Section 47, East, is one of them, and 
as an evidence of his ability and adapt- 
ability, “Joe” St. John, as he is known, 
was recently awarded the prize for the 
best section on Supervisor Pierson’s 
division. 

Statuesque, jovial A. B. Walsh, is 
foreman of Section 48 West, and is also 
most capable, but is at a disadvantage, 
as for several miles, his East and West 
bound tracks are not contiguous. The 
proverbial antipathy between the Cel- 
tic and Latin races, does not hold good 
in this instance, for “Dinny” and. Joe 
are the best of friends and gladly co- 
operate at all times, and fortunate is 
the Erie in its possession of’two such 
faithful, efficient trackmen. 

The first regular passenger train on 
the Erie, to gladden and give impetus 
to Ravenna, entered its precints March 
7,71863, while now, even at this un- 
toward season of the year, passenger 
and freights, together, average 60 
every 24. hours, “with some of the 


freights containing 65 and 85 cars, a- 


marked contrast to the trains of the 
old “Broad Gauge,” when 18 loads, or 
30 empties, were thought wonderful, 
while today the “Mile of Cars,” is a 
mere matter of course. 

Ravenna’s transportation facilities, 
in addition to the Erie, are supple- 
mented by the Penna. Co., the B. & O. 
and the latest aspirant as a sharer of 
the Mahoning Valley traffic, the I. E. 
& P., but, nevertheless, the Erie is 
ee aed 

Our station is a large brick struc- 
ture of classic architectural lines, with 
all needful conveniences inside and out. 
The freight house, both commodious 
and spacious, stands opposite, across 
the tracks. The local force comprises 
Mr. A. G. Rice; who supervises as 
agent, the Erie’s destinies here, guards 
its interests and those of the patrons, 
as well. He is recognized by,all as a 
“live wire” and is of the material from 
which division and general freight 
agents are selected. 

Mr. Francis Boosinger is assistant 
clerk and bageage master, and, though 
young in years and experience, is 
rapidly measuring up to the Erie 
standard of loyalty and efficiency. 

The entire freight house is jubliant 


over the fact, that December and Janu- 
ary, just passed, show a large increase 
in tonnage and revenue over the same 
months a year ago, and with the raise 
to 2% cents per mile on tickets, which 
is hoped for, we will all be happy yet. 

The telegraph and ticket depart- 
ments, are in charge of three, 8-hour 
trick men, the first of whom is Mr. 
Fugene\) Tiss'Spencer, ~who-»+has a 
splendid record of 30 years with the 
Erie and is a most efficient employe in 
his line of work. 

The second trick man, Mr. A. E. 
Mosher, hails from Union City, the 
furniture town. He is a son-in-law of 
Mr. Spencer, and’ by ; reason’ of the 
intimate association he is absorbing 
the characteristics of ee respected 
father-in-law. 

The third trick man is one of the 
“old guard,” who lost his right arm 39 
years ago, when in the train service, 
which is one of the reasons he prefers 
the obscurity of night.

Deceased was a man of genial na- 
ture who had the respect of his sub- 
ordinates and was a good and popu- 
lar citizen of the town in which he 
resided and had his headquarters. 

Funeral services were held at Brad- 
ford; also interment, on ~ Monday, 
March 8th. 

The eight Division Superintendents 
of the Erie Division acted as pall- 
bearers. 

Vice-President Stone caused the 
following bulletin to be posted on the 
Erie Divisions: 

“Officers and Employes: With 
sorrow you are advised of the death 
at Bradford last evening of Frederick 
M. Hawley, Superintendent of the 
Allegheny and Bradford Divisions. 
Mr. Hawley’s entire railroad service 
was with this Company. He has 
served with distinction and merit on 
the Allegheny, Bradford, Susque- 
hanna and Delaware Divisions. The 
Company has lost a valued officer, 
and the officers feel keenly the loss 
of a friend and associate. 

This is Mr. Hawley’s railroad record: 

Entered the service June 21, 1879, 
as telegraph operator on the Western 
Division (now Allegheny Division), 
at Andover, N. Y. December, 1882, 
train dispatcher on Bradford Division.

March to Novem- 
ber, 1901, passenger trainmaster, 
Delaware, Susquehanna and Allegheny 
divisions, on account of Pan-American 
Exposition. November, 1901. to June, 
1906, chief dispatcher, Bradford Di- 
vision. June, 1906, to January, 1907, 
chief dispatcher, Allegheny and 
Bradford divisions. January, 1907, to 
October, 1907, trainmaster Allegheny 
Division. October, 1907, to May, 
1912, trainmaster of Delaware and 
Susquehanna divisions. May 16, 
1912, superintendent Allegheny Di- 
vision.

Martin Kuppler. 


Martin Kuppler died at his home, 
No. 710 North Park Avenue, Mead- 
ville, Pa., of Pneumonia. The death 
of Mr. Kuppler meant the passing of 
a man who to the .utmost did his 
duty as he saw it, and who filled his 
place in the world with fidelity year 
in and year out and clear down to the 
end; a man who tried to be guided by 
the faith of his church, his love for 
his home and family, his duty to his 
fellow men, and fidelity to the inter- 
ests of his employers. 


Mr. Kuppler was born in Moes- 
sengen, Wurtemberg, Germany, Sept. 
26, 1850. He came to America at the 
age of 18 and located in Meadville. 
He worked for the A. and G. W. Rail- 
road, continuing through changes 
which made it the Erie, for a period 
of 46 years. For many years and 
up to the time of his death he was 
foreman of a gang in the shops. A 
giant in strength in his active life and 
a man of unusually keen perception, 
he was a valuable man for the Erie, 
and because of his appreciation of the 
rights of others he was admired and 
esteemed by the men under his. direc- 
tion, and by all others who knew him. 

In his religious life, Mr. Kuppler 
was a faithful member of Trinity 
Lutheran Church for many years. 


In the early days he was Captain 
of the old Cussewago fire company, 
along with C. M. Boush and Henry 
Oster and others of the then younger 
German element of the town. Mr. 
Kuppler served a term as a member 
of the City Council, and might have 
continuued in that service had he 
been willing to stand for re-election. 
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“The way some railroad now, it 
seems,” quoth the Old Man one day, 
“is having accidents galore, at least it 
seems that way. To use the modern 
slangy phrase one hears most every 
day; ‘one darned thing after another,’ 
then there is the deuce to pay.” 

The Old Man does not wish it 
thought, he always thinks this so, but 
merely argued as above, to let all em- 
ployes know, that oftentimes mishaps 
take place, that should not be, in fact, 
if all our men were on the job, pos- 
sessed of thought and tact. 


“You know,” said he, “ these little 
things, oft give me great distress, be- 
cause know down in my heart, 
they’re caused through carelessness. 
That’s why I said when first I spoke 
and angry to the core, ‘the way they 
railroad now it seems, causes acci- 
dents galore.’”’ 

The Old Man then called Gaffney 
in, gazed at him with -disdain; said 
he, “My boy, these accidents, can 
you to me explain?” 

“Man failures, Boss,” said Gatiney 
as he looked the Old Man o’er; “sixty 
per cent., yes, sixty-five, from this 
cause, maybe more.” 

And here Gaffney, tried to compare, 
mankind with sturdy steel; said he, 
“now Boss, I’ve often thought, and 
even yet I feel; mankind, like steel, 
can only stand a pressure great or 
small; and when that pressure’s over- 
taxed, it’s sure to give and fall. Al- 
though in solving problems like this 
one its hard to see, how one can place 
an estimate, on frail humanity. You 
see, now Boss, it’s just this way, man 
sure is strangely made; unlike hard 
steel you cannot find, his real 
strength or grade.”

The Old Man’s chief lieutenant rose, 
he saw the argument; he indorsed 
what the Old Man said, and both 
were then content. 

A moment’s pause was then en- 
joyed, when Gaffney with a smile, ad- 
vised the Old Man that he had some 
other things on file. 

The Old Man’s face changed like a 
flash, said he. ‘What, something 
new?” I thought when we had ceased 


to talk, that both of use were 
through.” To which thought Gaffney 
did reply: “No, Boss, not for awhile;

a twinkle in his eye, he turned within 
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his chair, and heaved a. gentle sigh. 
Said he, “at any rate, protection now 
is rife, the frequent surprise tests, 
are protecting human life.

“And -again,” “retorted “Gafiney,. “as 
he lighted his cigar, “these tests are 
all far-reaching, and they often cause 
ajar. They cause the men in towers, 
as well as in the cabs, to be alert and 
careful, and keep the closest tabs. On 
everything that’s moving, and hauled 
by motive power; and do their duty 
rightly, and do it every hour. 

“They must watch the markers, all,

“While engineers should be alert,” 
suggested the Old Man, “each em- 
ploye along the line, each passing 
train should scan. And if our men their 
duty do, ’Iwill quickly be evolved, 
that accidents will soon decline, and 
there the problem solved.” 

And when the Old Man had his say, 
and Gaffney had his, too, each fired 
up a new cigar, and all the talk was 
through. Then Gaffney to his 
sanctum fled, his mind was much re- 
lieved; the Old Man, too, was happy, 
for the news he had received.

My old friend, Herbert N. Casson, 
now in England, says some things 
that are so pat and to the point in the 
following little article, that I want 
every one of our. friends and cor- 
respondents to read it. It is a good 
thing for us to read in this first part 
of the year 1915.—E. St. Elmo Lewis. 

As I have been residing in London 
since the beginning of the war, I. have 
been hearing the question asked on 


all’ sides... I have never heard any 
satisfactory answer. No one seems 
to know. 


Why are the American factories 
not running night and day? Why are 
the railroads not opening up new ter- 
ritories and getting ready for the 
millions of immigrants who have al- 


ready made up their minds to leave ~ 


Europe as soon as the war is over? 

Why are there not fifty American 
drummers in London right now try- 
ing to sell $200,000,000 worth of 
American goods in place of the goods 
that were bought last year from Ger- 
many and Austria? 

Why have advertisers become quit- 
ters, just at the time when their ad- 
vertisements were most needed and 
most effective in cheering -on the 
business forces of the United States? 

From the European point of view, 
the United States is a haven of peace 
and security and prosperity. It has 
no troubles that it dares to mention 
to Belgium, or Austria, or France, or 
Germany, or Servia, or Great Biivain, 
or Russia. 

Every tenth Briton has enlisted. 
Every .tenth Frenchman is at the 
front. Every tenth Belgian is dead. 
What does the United States know 
about trouble? 


If I could afford it, 1 ie charter 
the “Mauretania” and “Lusitania” and 
convey a party of 5,000 American ad- 
vertisers to Europe for a trip of edu- 
cation. I would give them a week 
in’ London, a* week in Paris..and.ia 
week in Antwerp. 


I would let them look at the United 
States from the scene of war. I- 
would give them a look at real trouble. 
I would let them see trains, ten at a 
time, five minutes apart, packed with 
the. maimed and dying. 

I would let them hear from frag- 
mentary survivors, the incredible 
story of battlefields 150 miles wide 
and armies that are greater than the 


‘ entire population of Texas. 


I would let them see graves 100 
yards long and full, and Belgium, the 
country that was, nothing now but 
12,000 square miles of wreckage. 


Then when they began to under- 
stand, to some slight extent, the mag- 
nitude and awfulness of this war, I 
would say to them: 

“Now go back and appreciate the 
United States, realize your opportuni- 
ties. Don’t start digging trenches 
when nobody is firing at you. Don’t 
fall down when you have not been hit. 
Don’t be blind to the most glorious 
chance you have ever had in your life. 


“Go back and advertise. Get ready 
for the most tremendous boom that 
any nation ever had. Build your 
factories bigger. Train more sales- 
men. Borrow more money. Go ahead 
and thank God you are alive and that 
your family is alive, and that you are 
living in a land that is at peace, at a 
time when nearly the whole world is 
aL wat...

THE COLUMBUS, OHIO, AGENCY. 
By W. R. Sibley, Agent, Erie Despatch. 


T must have been-an inspiring 
sight to have floated down 
the -Ohio- River “-from-. Pitts- 


‘burgh to Cincinnati in the days of our 
pioneer fathers”-and: have: seen 1t ‘in 
all the settings of its wild grandeur. 
The French called it the “La Bella” 
River; the Indian, the “Oyo” River. 
Most Ohio towns and streams, as well 
as those of West Virginia, have re- 
tained their Indian names of peculiar 
Significance afid beauty. Even the 
railroad that has figured in the span 
of our existence these twenty-four 
years, takes the name indirectly from 
a tribe of Indians who lived in north- 
western Ohio. , 

The discovery, conquest and exploi- 
tation of the Ohio Valley, form a 
chapter of intense interest, full of all 
the colorings of adventure, heroism, 
sacrifice and endurance,, with plenty 
of both comedy and tragedy, together 
with a spectacular diplomacy that de- 
veloped some of our greatest states- 
men. 

The drainage basin of the Ohio 
Valley, as now covered by the Co- 
lumbus agency, in almost its exact 
geographical boundary, was the bone 
of contention between France and 
England, which brought about the 
French and Indian war. Wonderful 
in its beauty, fertility of soil, wealth 
of forest, mine, mineral and clay pro- 
ductions, it has been a prize worthy 
of the greatest effort to possess. Its 
waterways furnish the greatest sys- 
tem of natural transportation in the 
world. 

Transportation is the first requisite 
in the development of a country, and 
the topography of the Ohio Valley 
was designed by her Creator for a 
most complete system of both natu- 


ral and artincial highways. The Ohio 
River was the main artery. Draining 
into it, with broad fertile valleys, 
from the eastern Ohio side, are the 
Muskingum; central, Scioto, and from 
the western, the Miami Rivers. From 
the West Viringia side, the Guyan- 
dotte, Big Sandy and Great Kana- 
wha Rivers. Then, finding their rise 
in the same Ohio watershed and 
draining into Lake Erie, we have the 


Cuyahoga, the Sandusky and the 
Maunee Rivers. There is a barn in 
Richland County (near Mansfield, 


Ohio), so situated that the water fall- 
ing on one side of the roof finds its 
way to the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
while the other side of the roof drains 
into the Gulf of Mexico. It was up 
the Sandusky River from Lake Erie, 
that the Indian paddled his canoe, por- 
taged across a short distance in Rich- 
land County to the headauarters of 
the Muskingum and floated down to 
the great Ohio. Across the ridge of 
this watershed we now find the great 
artificial highway, the Erie, Penna. 
and B. & O. Railways, making the 
crest of the watershed, the gateway 
through which flows both east and 
west the traffic of a nation. 

Canals were the first artificial high- 
ways of transportation. The Ohio & 
Erie Canal, completed in 1833, Cleve- 
land to Portsmouth, 309 miles. The 
Miami & Erie Canal, completed in 
1845. The canal system was enlarged 
until Ohio had 1,023 miles, which for 
30 years was the principal means of 
transportation. An interesting fact is 
the financial outcome of the canal en- 
terprise. In the 35 years of their ac- 
tive use, the construction and operat- 
ing expense was $29,023,663.00, and 
the -receipts $17,225,337.00, The de- 
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mand for rapid transit has paralleled 
every waterway in Ohio with a low- 
grade railroad, until there is scarcely 
a spot in the State from which on a 
clear day you cannot see the smoke 
of a railroad train or hear the hum 
of a trolley car. We have 70 steam 
roads with main line mileage of 9,224 
miles; 78 interurban roads with 2,746 
miles, to which, if we add the double 
track mileage, would give us, approxi- 
mately, 16,000 miles. 

The first charter issued for a rail- 
road in Ohio contained a provision 
looking to the appointment of a com- 
mission, whose business would be to 
fix the tolls and issue permits for the

use of the rails, to any shipper who 
could furnish his own engine and cars, 
which would indicate that wise men 
were not confined to the legislative 
halls of the present day. 

The first railroad built in Ohio was 
the Mad River and Lake Erie, run- 
ning from Dayton via Springfield to 
Sandusky, and is now a part of the 
Big Four Railroad. The first railroad 
built out of Columbus was the: Co- 
lumbus & Xenia, in 1873, and is now 
a part of the Little Miami Division of 
the Pennsylvania R. R. Columbus 
was the center of the railroad propa- 
ganda and in 1836 no less than 39 
charters were issued. On March 10th, 
1851, a charter was taken out for the 
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Franklin & Warren R. R. The name 
of this road was changed in 1854 to 
Atlantic & Great Western; work be- 
gan in 1853 and opened to the public 
in 1863. It was the beginning of the 
Erie R. R. in Ohio. August 19th, 
1865, roads of this same-name in Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and New York, were 
consolidated and organized into one 
company. The Erie was completed to 
the Great Lakes in 1851; two years 
later the Lake Shore & Michigan 
Southern was completed, and Ohio 
had her first railway line from the 
Ohio River to the seaboard. 

In addition to her waterways, can- 
als, railroads and trolley lines, Ohio 
has a system of public highways with 
a total mileage of 83,700 miles, 30,000 
of which have been improved with 
concrete, brick, macadam and lime- 
stone, and is adding to these im- 
proved roads at the rate of 500 miles 
per annum, having the most compre- 
hensive road system in progress Of 
construction of any State in the 
Union, which is bringing the farmer 
to the market, increasing land values 
and intensity of production. It is in- 
teresting to note the effect of adequate 
transportation on the price of crops. 
In 1822 the Ohio farmer received for 
his wheat 25c. per bushel; corn, 
12%c.; oats 14c.,, and eggs 4c. per. 
dozen. A little study of relation of 
prices to transportation would lead 
to a more considerate attitude toward 
our transportation companies. 

Ohio is the most densely populated 
State west of the Alleghany Moun- 
tains, having approximately 5,000,000 
people, and lies close to the center of 
population of the United States. Co- 
lumbus, at the center of the State, 
on a plateau 1,000 feet above the sea 
level, has a population of about 250,- 
000. One-fourth of the population of 
the United States live within 300 miles 
and two-thirds within 500 miles. Six- 
teen steam and eleven interurban lines 
center here. We have 900 manufac- 
turing institutions, employing 35,000 
people. Building permits in 1913 were 
$5,000,000, and in 1914 were $8,000,000. 
Columbus has a university of national 
and international fame. The Ohio 
State University has 250 professors 
and instructors—50 departments and 
38 spacious buildings with 440 acres 
of campus and a student body of 
4,500. Industrially, commercially, resi- 
dentially and educationally, Colum- 
bus has the long end of it. 

The Erie Despatch was the first 
Fast Freight Line to establish an 
agency in Columbus, and Edward A. 
Fitch was the first agent, the writer 
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having spent two years in his employ. 
Tradition says that he was employed 
on a commission basis and that his 
outfit consisted of one good cane-bot- 
tomed chair, which was transferred 
from caboose to caboose, and a rub- 
ber stamp reading “Via Erie Des- 
patch.” Thus equipped he rode up 
and down the old Scioto Valley Rail- 
way assisting the conductors in han- 
dling card waybills and incidentally 
using the rubber stamp vigorously. 
As grain in those days moved out in 
train lots, business was exceedingly 
prosperous, and when his commissions 
rose to the height of a number of hun- 
dred dollars per month, the Line Man- 
ager immediately arranged an adjust- 
ment to salary basis. It’s nae soe aizy 
now. 


The tonnage handled by the. Erie 
Railroad has steadily increased since 
the opening of our agency. During 
the past year over 28,000 carloads 
moved to and from this territory. We 
have working arrangements from prac- 
tically 90 per cent. of the Ohio ship- 
ping points, to points both east and 
west. From Columbus our routes are 
as follows:

We mention but briefly the prod- 
ucts that interest transportation. The 
hills and rich valleys of Ohio are cut 
up into 273,000 farms, whose annual 
productions of crops net us $225,000,- 
000.00, 25% of which is corn, 18% hay, 
14% wheat and 10% oats; balance in 
vegetables and fruits. Live stock add 
$200,000,000.00 more, and we _ stand 
third as a sheep-raising State. Draw 
a line from Sandusky to Ironton, and 
the grain belt will lie west thereof 
with the intensity of production center- 
ing to a line due west from Colum- 
bus. Export and New England mar- 
kets formerly took this grain, but the 
Southern States are now taking an in- 
creasing amount of Ohio grains. 

The clay productions of the United 
States exceed her gold value, and Ohio 
leads every other State in the value 
and variety of her clay productions. 
The first wealth taken from Ohio soil 
was at Flint Ridge, west of Newark, 
Ohio, where the Indian quarried the 
flint rock to make tomahawks and ar- 
row heads; beautiful stones showing 
every color of the rainbow, nor did 
he dream of the wealth that lay hidden 
in the earth awaiting the arrival of his 
pale faced brother. Valuable veins of 
clay and shale are found throughout 
southern and southeastern Ohio, from 
which are made the finest vitrified pav- 
ing and fire brick. The demand for 
good roads has given this industry a 
wonderful growth, and we have con- 
cerns in Ohio whose annual shipments 
exceed 12,000 to 14,000 cars; one of the 
latest companies being incorporated, 
with a capital of $2,500,000.00. Zanes- 
ville is the center of art pottery, and 
her wares are known all over Europe. 
Here, also, is found the largest floor 
and interior decoration tile plants in 
the world, which products find a mar- 
ket at home and abroad. Southern 
Ohio produces unlimited quantities of 
the best grade of face brick, which find 
a market from Maine to far away Cal- 
gary; New York, Montreal and Chi- 
cago being the principal markets. 
Here, also, are produced, in train lots, 
sewer pipe, fireproofing, bottles, glass 
and glass products. Limestone for 
fluxing, road building and burning for 
lime, add millions to Ohio’s wealth. 
35,000,000 tons of coal were mined in 
1912, which found a market with Ohio 
factories and in the great northwest. 

As a manufacturing State, Ohio 
ranks fifth; her more than 15,000 fac- 
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tories reporting products annually of 
$15,000,000,000.00. Her production of 
iron and steel ranks second only to 
Pennsylvania, whose “workshop of the 
world” extends over into eastern Ohio. 
Plants in the Wheeling-Steubenville 
district, convert the raw material into 
pig iron, billets, bars, plate, galvanized 
sheets and tin plate. At Canton and 
Alliance is another group of factories 
which take much of the product of the 
former district and manufacture into 
roofing, -steel ceiling, steel furniture, 
~ art metal work, plows, auto parts, and 
a long list of iron and steel articles 
ready for the consumer. ‘Tiffin, Find- 
lay and Fostoria-are also large manu- 
facturers of iron and steel articles. Co- 
lumbus, Lancaster and Portsmouth are 
centers of the shoe manufacturing in- 
dustry. “There are more than 1,600 
factories in Ohio using wood entirely 
as. their raw material. They require 
915,000,000 feet annually; approximate- 
ly 50,000 carloads, a very nice item of 
traffic. 5,250,000 feet is imported and 
14,000,000 feet comes from the Pacific 
Coast. 

Forest products, petroleum and coal 
will cover 90% of the traffic from our 
West Virginia territory. When the 
State was admitted to the Union, in 
1853, she had 15,500,000 acres of virgin 
forest, practically the entire state, and 
in the last thirty years more than 18 
billion feet have been cut from her for- 
ests. West Virginia will probably al- 
ways be a lumber state, as there is at 
least 8,000,000 acres of mountain land 
unfit for farming, with climatic condi- 
tions favorable for forest growth, on 
which, the conservationists say, will 
yield at least 1,600,000,000 feet annu- 
ally, and this seems to be borne out 
by the fact that they are now cutting 
over the acreage of twenty years ago. 
[n 1912 West Virginia was second only 
to Pennsylvania in the output of coal, 
having produced 66,786,687 tons. Per- 
haps the most outstanding feature of 
her industrial development is the glass 
industry; window, plate glass, botcies 
and other glass articles are produced 
in large quantities. Cheap natural gas 
is attracting these and other industries, 
where fuel is a large item in the cost 
of production. One of the most inter- 
esting developments in West Virginia 
is the electric power plant. Mountain 
streams are being harnessed, and large 
hydro-electric plants are in process of 
construction, some already furnishing 
power to operate mines, light towns 
and run trolley cars. One plant i in the 
New River district is building a dam to 
develop electric current and string its 
wires from Cincinnati to Washington,

D. C. Trunk lines through West Vir- 
ginia are electrifying their mountain 
divisions, and ’ere long the electric- 
driven train will hum its way through 
the clear mountain air, free from coal 
dirt and smoke, over the scenic routes 
that trace the streams and climb the 
mountain pass. And what of the fu- 
ture? Radiant with promise! The 
Ohio Valley from Pittsburg to Cin- 
cinnati, peopled by the most aggres- 
sive men on earth, and plenty of them. 
Fuel for five hundred years. Both nat- 
ural and artificial transportation, unex- 
celled, and when the government com- 
pletes its-lock and dam system in the 
Ohio River, we shall have water con- 
nection with all the world. Here can 
be gathered raw material, manufac- 
tured into articles of commerce and 
distributed to all people, at the least 
cost of transportation, manufacture 
and time. The period of exploitation 
has passed, but science is leading the 
way, and the inventive genius, the ag- 
ricultural and industrial chemist, are 
men of the hour,

MOVEMENT OF GOLD. 


Thousands of wealthy Americans, 
some of them persons of substantially 
unlimited means and credit, have late- 
ly been reduced to distress in Europe, 
because neither bills of exchange, bank 
checks, nor any other form of credit 
was available as means of payment. 
Only gold coin would pass; and the 
travelers had no gold coin until our 
Government sent them five millions in 
battleships by way of relief. 


Beside the movement of gold from 
one country to another, there is the 
hoarding, or entire disappearance, of 
gold to be considered. France, Ger- 
many, Austria and Russia have de- 
voted to their war chests no less a 
sum than 2,250 millions dollars in gold 
coin; France, 800 millions; Germany, 
400 millions; Austria, 250 millions, - 
and Russia, 800 millions, all of which 
is withdrawn from circulation, or ear- 
marked in bank reserves; nothing be- 
ing left for the operations of com- 
merce but silver coin and paper 
money. Even Great Britain has is- 
sued 20-shilling and 10-shilling bank 
notes. Gold has disappeared from cir- 
culation in Austria and Hungary, 
where even silver is scarce; Italy is 
issuing silver notes; in Spain, gold 
coin bears a premium of 10 per cent.; 
Denmark has only a paper circulation, 
gold having entirely disappeared; 
Switzerland, declaring that she has 
“no fluid money,” has applied to the 
United States for a loan of gold; in 
Mexico and in many of the Latin- 
American States there is no other 
money in circulation but paper notes. 
In short, gold has disappeared from 
the circulation of the commercial 
world, avoiding plunder, hiding from 
insecurity, or reserving its powerful 
influence to preserve the peace of na- 
tions —Alex, Del Mar, in The Engt- 
neering Magazine. 
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SAFETY HINTS TO SECTION FOREMAN. 
By A. W. Ross, Roadmaster, A. T. & S. F. Ry. in Railway Review. 


ACH foreman should see that his 
hand car is in good order when 
put on the track in the morning, 

and that all tools are so placed on 
the cars that they will not fall off, 
get under the levers, or get in the cog 
wheels. Jacks never should-be laid 
onthe front..énd. of “a; hand: ‘car. 
Through the day foreman should no- 
tice all tools that are used and see 
that they are in condition to handle 
the work. Any tool that is defective 
—which is liable to slip and cause 
injury to a party using it—should be 
sent in promptly to be repaired. This 
includes a jack that will slip or jump 
cogs, a clawbar that is a little wide 
or with a piece broken off one or both 
claws, a wrench that will not fit the 
taps, a spike maul with a round or 
spawled face. All these are danger- 
ous to work with and should be 
watched closely. 


See to it, when breaking bolts out 
of angle bars, that everybody is in the 
clear, so the end broken off will not 
injure someone in its flight. See that 
laborers when driving spikes keep 
themselves in the right position to 
strike accurately. Warn them to be 
careful not to make spikes fly, as it is 
dangerous for themselves as well as 
for others. When you have occasion 
to handle rails,.to be put on hand 
cars, or a carload to load or unload, 
you should teach the men the “safety 
first’ way. Warn them to hold the 
rail until everyone is ready to throw 
it or let go of it at the same time. 
A foreman should explain to his men 
all he can about the work and how it 
is to be done; keep his men familiar 
with his way of handling all material, 
and teach them to look out for one 
another. If they will do this there 
will be fewer injuries to report. 


Another word or two _ regarding 
hand cars: We had an accident re- 
cently where a hand car was struck 
by a train when the fog was so dense 
the section men did not see the engine 
far enough away to do anything but 
jump, which was the proper thing to 
do at that stage. All foremen know 
it is very dangerous to run a hand 
car in a fog, and that it should not be 
done except in case of emergency, 
and then with a flagman far enough 
ahead for protection. Never allow 
a new man to ride on the front of a 
hand car. A foreman should know 
his men well enough to select the 


ones that are the safest to ride the 
front end of the car. Both foreman 
and men cannot be too careful or 
too watchful when they have hand or 
push cars on the track. Foremen or 
others should not get too careless 
in leaving cars on the rails just be- 
cause they can see a train each way 
one or more miles. Frequently a 
train slips up unobserved in spite of. 
this: iact. . 


Section foremen should see that all 
material is piled at a safe distance 
from the track; that cinders and any 
other object liable to cause a person 
to stumble or fall are promptly re- 
moved; also see that, when setting 
out “slow” flags, no part of the staff 
or flagpost is closer than six feet 
from the nearest rail. 


I herein have enumerated situations 
that come before section foremen al- 
most every day, and I know that there 
are a great many more things that 
come to their attention that are just 
as important as those I have men- 
tioned. 


In reference to tools: A track jack 
never should be set inside the rails 
unless it is impossible to work the 
jack on the outside or in cases where 
a switch is being raised. There have 
been a few cases where section men 
have left a lining bar standing so 
close to the track that the foot of a 
brakeman or conductor sitting in the 
way car door-has struck the bar. 
This thing should be watched by fore- 
men, as it is sheer carelessness to 
leave tools close enough for anything 
of that nature to happen. Another 
time when we should be very careful 
is when serving with a work train, no 
matter what kind of work we are do- 
ing. The more men we have on the 
train the more watchful we should be. 
There always are some laborers who. 
will be climbing bewteen or over 
cars or riding on top with their feet 
swinging over the ends, or sitting so 
close to the end of a car that if the 
air should be applied they will fall be- 
tween the cars. I have noticed, when 
with trains picking up old ties, that 
there always are some men who never 
make a move to get on until the train 
starts. After the work is done, in- 
stead of getting into the cars when 
we start home, some of the men will 
get on top. These things should be 
gotten after vigorously and stopped. 
as far as possible. 
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MOTOR CARS IN USE. 


According to the latest census fig- 
ures covering automobile registration 
in the various states, there are now 
1,735,369 automobiles in use in the 
United States. There has been a 
steady gain since the first of the year. 
These figures are both for gasoline 
and electric pleasure and freight ve- 
hicles. On Jan. 1, 1914, there were 
1,253,875 cars. in use. ‘By the “latest 
census New York is far in the lead 
with 160,475 cars registered. Illinois 
is next with 126,681, and there are only 
four other states in which the figure 


runs 100,000 or over. These are 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, California and 
lowa, “in “that order: > “The. stateooi 


Nevada has the fewest cars, the regis- 
tration showing but 1,523 in use.

441. Nome led all other districts by 


sending 131,177 ounces, valued at $2,-, 


711,685; Iditarod was second with 65,- 
851 ounces; valued at $1,361,273 and 
Tanana was third with 44, 447 ounces, 
worth $918,819. The Yukon Terri- 
tory sent $1,018,521. California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, 
Oregon and Washington contributed 
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$149,509, of which Oregon sent $111,- 
507 and Washington $27,907. Since 
the Assay Office was established in 
1898 there has been deposited in gold 
bullion $227,539,656. 


THE ORIGIN OF JOHN BULL. 


In March, 1712, there was published 
in London a satirical brochure dealing 
with the events of the previous year 
and bringing prominently into light 
the doings of Spain, Louis XIV., Hol- 
land and England, the last named 
country being represented by “John 
Bull.” The original of the character 
was John Bolingbroke, minister of 
Queen Anne, who in the first edition 
was spoken of as “Lord Bullingbrook” 
and “John Bullingbrook” alternately, 
the title of the brochure subsequently 
becoming abbreviated to plain “John 
Bull.” It was the production of a 
Scotch writer. Dr. John Arbuthnot, 
and not Swift, as some have stated. 
—London Standard.

The diameter 
of the bore of a 32 caliber rifle is 
thirty-two hundredths of an inch—

LAKE SUPERIOR IRON ORE. 


Lake Superior iron ore generally 
averages between 50 per cent. and 55 
per cent. in iron, and large quantities 
have run over 60 per cent. in iron 
with phosphorus below the bessemer 
limit. However, the average grade is 
nérceptibly lowering each year. The 
high-grade ores are being depleted, 
but there are thousands of millions of 
tons of medium and low-grade iron 
ores at Lake Superior, which must 
eventually come into use. Indeed, a 
start on them is already being made 
not only with the siliceous ores for 
mixing with the high-grade varieties, 
but with ordinary 40 per cent. to 50 
per cent. ore, some of which is being 
concentrated or experimented upon,—

HAT word ‘‘schedule’” has no 

doubt cost you a lot of sleep, but 

with us it is a comparatively new 

thing.

THE ACTUAL POSITION OF THE RAILROADS OF THIS 
COUNTRY: TODAY. 


A clear, concise statement of facts, set forth in a calm, dispassion- 
ate manner, and telling just how our railroads are owned and 
by whom, how finances are obtained for their maintenance, 
by whom operated, the relative rights of stock and 
bondholders, a hoped for time when railroaders 
will see the wisdom of purchasing bonds issued 
in small denominations, the railroad man’s 
ability to help stop unfair legislation, that 
railroads are the largest spenders of 
‘money in the country, and when they 
stop spending, the reaction shows in 
all branches of industry. 


E BEG to call the attention of Erie men to the following letter in 
W this number, written to his former associates on the C., M. & 
Sty Peipyethevk resident. 
It fits the Erie, so far as standing by the Company against its ene- 
mies is concerned.—Editor. 


Dear Editor: 


Thank you for the opportunity and space to put forth my ideas as 
to the relations of the holders of railway securities to each other and 
the property. 

In the way of expression it is well to go back to simple things. 
Hence, it is hoped what follows is so put, that those who read it may 
be given a clearer understanding of the several relations of the security 
holders to railroad properties. 

It is a widespread conclusion that railroads are owned by what is 
called the “Company.” This is an inaccuracy. The association of 
stockholders, designated as the “Company,” are tenants and not own- 
ers, and when they fail to pay the agreed rent to the owners, out they 
go, and the landlord bondholder takes the property until a new tenant 
is found. 

A good comparison as to the relations of shareholders commonly 
called “The Company” and the railroad property, would be the case 
of a ship putting to sea with a crew, every member of which had an 
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interest in the venture; that is, in the cargo, but not a cent’s worth of 
interest in the ship. Taking the ship made it the duty of the crew, 
both from a moral and selfish point of view, to navigate her in the saf- 
est manner possible, defend her against all unlawful encroachment, and 
divide equitably the profits of the voyage, after paying the owners the 
agreed rent for the ship. 

It follows that railroads—that is the material of which they are 
made, 1. e., right-of-way, ties, rails, shops, stations and all their prop- 
erty we see and use—are owned by the bondholders, a headless body 
not associated, scattered throughout the world, constantly changing, 
and who never (except the stockholders fail) meet, or have any repre- 
sentation in the transactions, that are the hourly life of a railroad. 

The bondholders having put in the money to construct and equip 
a railroad—for the investment takes as security a mortgage—for con- 
venience put in the form of a bond, that runs for a term of years, 
twenty-five, fifty or a hundred, or longer. The bonds bear interest at 
an agreed rate, usually paid semi-yearly in cash, at an agreed place, 
or by a coupon which is equivalent to cash. 

A bond of established value is readily salable at its face value, 
and that of a well-managed, solvent railway, at a price above par. 

There are bonds on the “Milwaukee” selling well above par, for 
the reason that they are a mortgage on property that is worth much 
more money than it is mortgaged for. The owners of them are in a 

“can’t lose” business. 

With the growth of, and consequent increases in railroad traffic, 
railroads often need more money, for terminal yards, shops, double- 
track, heavier bridges, etc., the cost of all these adding to its intrinsic 
value. 

The new money borrowed, to create the above necessary things, is 
generally secured through a second mortgage covering the property 
already mortgaged and the new property purchased and created. As 
more money is required, a third or fourth mortgage can be placed on 
the railroad and be a safe investment. In fact, the numerical character 
of a bond is not an index of its value, the main thing being for investors 
to see to it that the property under mortgage is worth the outstanding 
loans against it. 

The first and other mortgage bonds on many roads, including the 
“Milwaukee,” are as good as government bonds. No one, employe or 
otherwise, could have a better investment. Under the laws and super- 
vision now in force, regulating the issuance of railroad bonds, the 
dangers of an over-issue of bonds have passed. 

We have now the railroad built and paid for with borrowed mon- 
ey, and, in consequence, mortgaged to the lenders, and, so far as an 
organization for working it goes, headless. A way is to be found to 
set it at work, to serve the public, to earn money, to promote and 
conserve its receipts, to pay interest on the mortgage, wages, taxes of 
all kinds, the vast amounts needed for material, the upkeep of the 
property. These things cost much money, which must be earned, and 
being earned, accounted for to the bondholders, the Federal Govern- 
ment, the several State Governments, and annually to the stockholders. 

To illustrate: Suppose a railway has an earning power of Fifty 
Million Dollars per year, and a stock issue of One Million shares. One 
thousand people buy the stock shares, at one hundred dollars each; 
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each one has a thousand shares. This stock purchase gives them the 
right to the gross earnings of the road. 

To do the things the shareholders find necessary, to preserve and 
conserve their rights and investment, they elect, by ballot, a Board of 
Dirctors, and in order that there may be a perpettial Board in power 
its members are elected for varying terms. 

The Directors can elect a President, the necessary Vice-Presi- 
dents, Secretary, Treasurer and Comptroller, and do any and all things 
subject to the charter and the laws. Other officers in the several 
departments are appointed by the President, or by whom he delegates 
his appointing power. 

When the interest due the bondholders—say 5%—is paid, the 
stockholders have 95 cents on each dollar earned, to.pay for taxes, 
wages, insurance, material, repairs to roadway, stations, engines and 
cars. They are manufacturers, supervising the railroad, which is a 
factory in which transportation is made; when made, to be sold to the 
Government for mail transportation (for which it refuses to pay a fair 
price), Express Companies for express service; and by far the greater 
portion manufactured to the public, for the carriage of their persons 
and freight. | | 


The stock is not secured by land or other property. Its value is 
in the money earning power of the railroad. If crops fail, if floods or 
cther things that cannot be foreseen or helped, happen, if wages go up 
and business goes down, the shareholder is like the merchant, farmer 
or manufacturer, and has a “bad year.” A bad year for the railroad, 
is when the profit goes wholly, or in part. 


From the foregoing crude description, one can gain an idea of the 
standing of the bond and stockholders of railroads, as to their respec- 
tive rights in the property. 

Coming back to the text—the relative rights of the bond and 
stockholders: : 


It will be seen that the bonds are primarily a steady, non-fluctuat- 
ing investment, as to interest. In the case of long-established lines 
that have a permanent business, a stock dividend may be as regular as 
is the bond interest, as to payment, and higher as to rate. In that 
case there is no need for the investor to distinguish between them. As 
a stockholder, the money is put into the business; as a bondholder, into 
the property. The chances for bigger returns to the stockholders are 
present, which is fair, for there is an element of risk, that cannot 
always be avoided. 

It is to be hoped that the time is approaching when bonds will be 
issued in denominations of, say, $50, $100, $500, and that railroaders 
will see the business wisdom of owning them. When that time comes 
and the small investor in your home town and the general public, own 
1ailroad bonds, two things will happen: 

They will be pleased with the character of their investment, it 
being safe and capable of being turned into gold on short notice, or 
used as security for a loan. Second, bond owners, being a solid por- 
tion of the community, will exert a healthy influence on legislators 
and professional reformers, who have in the past and are yet (aided 
by State and Federal laws illy conceived) unjustly attacking the 
property of others, who are powerless to defend themselves, by reason,

as beforesaid, of being widely scattered and non-residential; that is, 
they are not voters, as we employ the word. (The average politician, 
with his ear to the ground, will be careful not to go too hard against 
the wishes, or the property-rights of any proportion of his yoting em- 
ployers—the public.) A sure remedy for this is: Buy railroad bonds, 
get your neighbors and friends to buy them. If you wish to venture, 
as men do who own ships, mills and numerous other businesses, buy 
its stock, and should you own stock, don’t grumble too much if the 
railroad has a bad year; they come but one at a time, and by your 
help they can be made rarer. 

Further, every employe is interested in having his railroad pay 
dividends, though he may have no money interest in its bonds or stock. 
All of us want a better chance at more money. Given a good roadbed, 
equipped with block signals, heavy rails, modern engines and cars, 
good shops, yards and stations, and all hands of us do the day’s work 
easier and safer. We last longer. 

When the Directors, for the stockholders, do not have to cut 
corners to pay with their 95 cents, the things before shown, that they must 
pay for, they are not as hard-fisted as when the reverse case rules. Hence, 
it stands all employes in good hand, to help prevent the plucking of the 
railroads, by too high taxes. too low rates, too many bad laws, fool laws, 
that cost it money and do neither you, nor the public, good. Money 
diverted from the Treasury for any purpose, that is not for the physical 
benefit of the road, does you harm. Railroaders, with their friends and 
influence can, by a concerted effort, stop many of the bad laws that now 
seriously threaten the welfare of every employe, and in the end, to a 
small degree, the public. 

You can have a larger influence in your relations with the share- | 
holders by becoming one. You can help make bad law-makers good, by 
calling them down, and should they fail to hear the call, unite with your 
friends and send to the Legislature of your State, and to Washington, 
law-makers who have “ears to hear.” 

You can enlist the merchants, the manufacturers and the farmers in 
your home towns. All of them have a vital interest in railroads, for it is 
a sure thing several times proved, that when the railroads do well the 
whole community does well, and the reverse is, that when the railroads do 
badly, hard times for the public and you, follow. Railroads are the big- 
gest spenders of money in the United States. When, as now, for reasons 
they cannot control, they stop spending, the reaction shows quickly in 
all branches of industry. This is a fact that the political doctors are just 
beginning to find out. It is for us, the railroaders of the United States, to 
keep our eyes fixed on the target, and see that the bad usage had at their 
hands, heretofore accorded our Companies, “does not happen again.”

HE Erie Railroad Company, with 
T its usual enterprise, excellence of 

equipment and capacity to meet 
the needs and requirements of its pa- 
trons, has secured, through its ability 
to furnish promptly, special equipment 
Ofethe size and “capacity “required, 
the immense water wheels, or tur- 
bines, being constructed at the plant 
of the S. Morgan Smith Co., York, 
Penna., for the Montana Power Com- 
pany. . 

There are six of these wheels, of 
16,000 horse power each, to be in- 
stalled at the Great Falls of the Mis- 
souri River, in Montana. They will 
be connected to generators, which 
will generate current, to operate the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and Puget Sound 
Railway, across the State of Mon- 
tana.

eighteen travelling cranes, of 5 to 50 
tons capacity, all driven by electricity. 
They employ over-six hundred men, 
and the annual output is about 7,000 
tons of the finished product per an- 
num. Turbines to meet any practi- 
eal conditions, are manufactured from 
one to thirty thousand horse-power 
capacity, with castings weighing up- 
ward to eighty thousand pounds. 

' They are equipping the largest new 
power projects in the south and west, 
with their machinery, and this plant 
in Montana will alone require over 
3,000,000 pounds of equipment. 

The attached picture of the first 
casting shipped, will serve to illus- 
trate the capacity and size of the tur- 
bines, as they appear loaded and ready 
for shipment over the Pittsburgh- 
Erie Despatch East Freight Line, 
consigned to the Great Falls Power 
Company, Volta, Mont., which is the 
contractor handling the construction 
work, 

Mr. James T. Strayer, Traffic Man- 
ager of the S. Morgan Smith Com- 
pany, appears very diminutive along- 
side the turbine, but in reality he is a 
six-footer in his fighting clothes, and 
a mighty good friend of the Old Erie.

AN ERIE ENCOUNTER. 


Did the Erie train run into Frank 
Wilkinson’s horse and wagon, or did 
Frank Wilkinson’s horse and wagon 
run into the Erie train? The assault 
seems to have been reciprocal, to 
judge from the counter charges now 
before a Newark justice, but the court 
must decide which took the initiative. 

Fortunately for the Erie’s case, its 
trains have a wide and well established 
reputation for watchful waiting, for ti- 
midity of approach. As a rule, one 
must plague and torment them, tweak 
their cow-catchers, snap one’s fingers 
under their headlights and tap their 
boilers in the solar plexus before they 
retaliate. Mr. Parker, the Erie coun- 
sel, very properly lays emphasis on 
this undoubted propensity to pacifism 
in seeking $100 damages for the injury 
done the locomotive. 

On the other hand, Mr. Wilkinson 
has testified: “That train came at me 
like a bolt of lightning.” Manifestly, 
whether or not he courted the encoun- 
ter, he was totally unprepared for such 
immediate aggressiveness. There is 
that in his testimony which shows he 
has not yet recovered from the shock 
of surprise at such a change in an old 
acquaintance. And it seems certain 
either that Mr. Wilkinson is exagger- 
ating or that the worm has at_ last 
turned.

The impartial reply he made to it, 
as given below, is greatly appreciated 
by Erie officials and men, alike, for 
the credit it gives the former for the 
“excellent train service, due to a skill- 
ful management,” and the tribute it 
pays train crews, for their courteous 
bearing, even at times when condi- 
tions were most trying. 


PRAISE FOR THE ERIE. 
To the Editor of The Tribune: 

Sir: Your extremely amusing edi- 
torial of this morning regarding the 
collision between Mr. Wilkinson’s 
wagon and the Erie locomotive has 
led me to thinking seriously enough 
about the Erie to make it seem worth 
while to say a few words about the 
road as seen from the commuter’s 
point of view. 

The Erie is and has been for years 
the railroad “goat,” and during four- 
teen of those years I have been a com- 
muter on it. The stations are shabby 
in the extreme, the cars are in many 
cases aged and the through trains are 
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slow. Right here justifiable criticism 
of the train service stops. There is 
no railroad running out of New York 
which makes better speed on its sub- 
urban trains, no railroad which has so 
great a proportion of its trains on 
time, and very few railroads whose 
trains are so conveniently arranged 
for the commuter and so frequent at 
the commuter’s hours. To this it 
can be added that during the fourteen 
years of my use of the railroad I have 
never seen a single instance of dis- 
courtesy on the part of any one of 
the train crews, and I have seen very 
many instances where objectionable 
passengers were treated with the ut- 
most forbearance, courtesy and pa- 
tience. 

The poor equipment and the poor 
stations are, as every one knows, due 
to the fact that the road is and has 
been for many years on the verge of 
bankruptcy, but the excellent train 
service is due to a skilful and intelli- 
gent management; and when one con- 
siders the limited facilities that the 
road has for handling traffic and the 
lack of money for improvements and 
expansion, the promptness and effi- 
ciency of the service are beyond com- 
parison with any other railroad run- 
ning out of New York City. 

Practically every employe of this 
road is paid a little less than the men 
who hold similar. positions in the 
other more fortunate railroads operat- 
ing out of New York, and every pa-_ 
tron of this road is using outworn 
stations and outworn rolling stock, 
not because the road is inefficinet but 
because it is poor.

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“FUEL ECONOMY,” WASTE THROUGH “POP” VALVE, AS WELL 
AS FROM OTHER SOURCES. 
By Mr. J. A. Cooper, Supervisor Locomotive Operation, C. & E. Division, 
- Huntington, Ind. 


T is conceded by all conversant 

with the subject, that . fifteen 

pounds of coal is wasted through 
a 24% or 3 inch “pop” valve every 
minute that it remains open, and a 
“pop” valve rarely opens and closes 
in less than one minute. 

In order to overcome this extrava- 
gant leak at the “pop” valve, the En- 
gineer and Fireman must work in per- 
fect harmony and closely co-operate 
in every detail of the operation of 
the engine. The Engineer should be 


the leader, be very careful in start- 


ing from “a state -of rest and “from 
terminals , and when forcing his train, 
to treat the fire as lightly as possible. 
He should always keep in mind that 
a good Engineer always figures on 
allowing his Fireman to build up his 
fire before putting the injector to 
work when starting from stations or 
other points. 

When the train is brought to a stop, 
the Fireman should be given every ad- 
vantage, to enable him to build up his 
fire to a -point where a maximum 
steam pressure can be maintained. 

As water is supplied to the boiler 
almost as fast as the engine uses it, 
in no case should water be supplied 
faster than it is being used. ‘The 
_ Engineer should so regulate the water 
in the boiler, as to have a sufficient 
quantity to enable him to start trom 
a station and shut off the injector 
while his train is being brought into 
speed, in order that the fire may be 
given every advantage and steam pres- 
sure maintained at the maximum. 


It should be remembered that the’ 


Engineer and Fireman must work to- 
gether. The Fireman may be ever so 
capable and may do his best to make 
a good coal record, but if the En- 
gineer does not co-operate with him 
and perform his work, with a view to 
fuel economy, the Fireman’s efforts 
will prove futile—the Fireman may 
save by the ounce, while the En- 
gineer wastes by the pound. 

The Engineer should never work 
his engin: harder than is necessary, 
consistent with the size and weight of 
the train to be handled and the time 
to be made. 

It is not always the man who makes 
the most noise pulling out of a sta- 
tion, who makes the best record on 
the trip, because by that very act, the 
draft on the fire may be of such a 


character as to cause his engine to fail 
for steam before he gets to the next 
Station. At the time, he generally 
will not be able to assign a cause for 
the failure, but a little reflection lacer, 
will doubtless disclose the real cause. 

HEAVY FIRING is wasteful. and 
should always be avoided. The in- 
troduction of large quantities of coal 
at one tiring, absorbs very large quan- 
tities of heat and reduces the tempera- 
ture of the fire box below the ignit- 
ing point of the volatile gases, allow- 
ing them to pass off unconsumed in 
the form of Black Smoke. Also, the 
greater the volume of gases, the more 
dificult it is to mix them with air, 
which is absolutely necessary in order 
to effect combustion. 


Variations in the temperature of 
the fire box, also has bad effects, caus- 
ing alternate contractions and expan- 
sions of the sheets, which in due time 
result in leaky flues—the next step 
being engine failures. 

Coal should be broken into uniform 
lumps, aL vut the size of an apple, and 
fired in small quantities. The amount 
to be used at one time depends large- 
ly on the work to be performed. Fir- 
ing should be done at regular inter- 
vals and the fire box door closed after 
the introduction of each scoop of coal 
into the fire box. In passenger sér- 
vice, it is good practice to leave the 
fire box door on latch a few seconds, 
so that sufficient oxygen may be ad- 
mitted into the fire to prevent smoke. 


Exhaust nozzles should be as large 
as consistent with steam inaking and 
exhaust kept square. Shoveling sheets 
on tenders should be kept in cood 
repair, leaks from pop valves, whistles, 
steam chests and cylinder head joints, 
should be kept tight. Leaks from tanks 
should be stopped, as they interfere 
materially with proper firing. 


Assuming that the mileage for the 
C. & E. Division is 350,000 miles per 
month, and that each and every Fire- 
man saved one shovelful of coal for 
every mile he fired, there would be a 
saving to the Erie Railroad Company. 
of 5,250,000 Ibs.. or 2,625 tons of coal 
per menth, which, reduced to a money 
basis, would amount to $5,250.00 ner 
month and $63,000.09 per year. It cer- 
tainly is worth the effort. 

Another way in which large savings 
can be made, is by eliminating waste 
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through the pop valve. Some other 
wastetul practices are, overloading 
tenders and allow:ng coal to rattle 
off, firing too heavily, engineers hav- 
ing reverse lever in corner too long 
and not working steam as expansive- 
ly as possible when running; not sup- 
plying water to the boiler at the 
proper time; running too fast between 
stations and then waiting for time 


(especially on local passenger trains); 
working steam longer than necessary 
and then checking speed with the 
brakes. ; 

All of the above facts enter into 
the question of Fuel Frconomy, but 
there are still many other ways by 
which the Engineer and Fireman with 
a little more care and thought, can 
produce great economies. 


SOME OF THE ESSENTIALS OF A “SUCCESSFUL. FIREMAN.” 
By W. D. Cooper, Supervisor, Locomotive Operation, Cincinnati Division, 
Marion, Ohio. 


HE “Successful Fireman” must be 

a man of active mind, good char- 

acter, calm judgment and general 
all-round ability, who considers it es- 
sential to abstain from the use of in- 
toxicating liquors and to work to the 
best of his ability for his own interest, 
as well as that of his employer. 

He should report promptly at the 
engine house at or before the speci- 
fied time and examine the bulletin 
board for new orders or instructions. 
On reaching the engine, he should 
note the water level in the boiler; the 
pressure indicated by the steam gauge; 
examine fire box and flues and see 
that there is a foundation for a good 
fire on the grates; sweep and dust out 
the cab; see that grates are level and 
grate shaking arrangement in good 
order; see that ash pan is clean and 
slides are closed; see that the proper 
supply of coal and water. is in tender 
and that the proper tools and sup- 
plie. are on the engine; see that 
lamps and hand lanterns are filled and 
ready for use. 

To avoid waste at the safety valve; 
if steam pressure is sufficient and the 
boiler is rea: nably full of water, the 
fire should not be spread until the en- 
gine arrives in the yard. It should be 
borne in mind that for each minute 
the safety valve is open, at least 
fifteen pounds of coal is wasted. 

The actual trip of a locomotive be- 
gins before it leaves the terminal and 
the preliminary precautions generally 
determine whether or not a success- 
ful trip is to be m.de. Shortly before 
the start is to be made, the fire should 
be spread and built up sufficiently 
heavy, so that holes will not be torn 
in it by the exhaust resiltant on the 
exertion of starting. 

After the start is made, the proper 
method of firing should be resorted to, 
i. e., the “light and level” system of 
cross firing should be followed, as ex- 
emplified by instruction chart 4919-B, 


being sure to close the fire box door 
after the introductiv.. of each scoop 
of coal. On the trip, he should use his 
judgment as to firing according to the 
physical layout of the division, i.e., 
grades, curves, stations, etc. When 
approaching the summit of a grade, 
the steam pressure should be reduced 
to prevent its raising to the blowing- 
off point when the throttle is closed. 

Upon arrival at the terminal, if any 
classification signals were carried, 
they should be taken in, tools wiped 
clean and put away and theboiler left 
reasonably full of water and with 
good coke fire. 

A fireman-who does his work with 
skill and intelligence and strictly fol- 
lows instructions, will not only be suc- 
cessful, but is a promoter of harmony 
and general good feeling and a paying 
investment to his employer.

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“LITTLE THINGS THAT COUNT IN RAILROAD SERVICE. 


A Paper Prepared and Read by Mr. A. L. Cottrell, Agent, Corry, Pa., at 
a Recent Meadville Division Freight Agents’ Meeting. 


T has been said that the’ little 
things in life are really the most 
important, and we all know that 
attention to details, without dwelling 
on them, is one of the chief corner 
stones in the foundation of every great 


business career, as is evidenced ~ by. 


the record of many names that are 
familiar in history. And there is no 
other business to which this can be 
better applied than the one in which 
we are engaged. The topic is so 
closely related. to the subject of 
“Good Housekeeping” and “Effici- 
ency” that it is difficult to discuss one 
- without considering all three, to some 
extent. 

There are so many little things that 
count, that it is not an easy matter 
to arrange them in any systematic 
order, but let us, begin with the ap- 
proach to the freight house. It is a 
little thing to have the walk and 
steps cleared of snow and ice, in 
order that patrons may get to it in 
comfort and safety. We now go 
inside of the warehouse, and note 
that the walls are placarded with 
the names of patrons, in order that 
freight for each may be always in 
the same location, thus avoiding con- 
fusion in making deliveries, besides 
other obvious advantages. We also 
note a broom or two in convenient 
holders, and evidences that they are 
frequently used. There are always 
some parts of the warehouse floor 
not occupied, which can be swept 
frequently, and when there is a lull 
in the work, a systematic sweeping 
can be done in connection with the 
regulation check of warehouse, by 
moving the freight as checking is 
done. Bran and sawdust gathered 
from car floors and stored in a barrel 
convenient for use in connection 
with similar shipments, is a little 
thing, but will save many dollars in 
claims, besides the satisfaction of de- 
livering goods to patrons in as per- 
fect condition as when received at 
shipping point. A box with hammer 
and nails convenient, for light repair 
on boxes of canned goods, etc., which 
are not in perfect order for delivery, 
is a little thing, but makes a satisfied 
customer, which more than pays for 


the nails and saves the “hammer” on 


the other end of the deal. «+ 

A stated weekly “clean up” hour on 
floors and windows in office, is not 
a big thing, but is a good habit to 
acquire; pays big returns, and will 


spread to a. fixed tidy condition in 
other things, and makes an office 
homelike and livable. 


Let us look at the passenger sta- 
tion: The floors and windows are 
fairly clean, but the man who did the 
janitor work left the broom standing 
outside by the door, and possibly a 
coal pail, or snow shovel near by to 
keep it company. Not a big thing, 
but “straws show which way the 
wind blows.” Step inside, and for 
the purpose of illustration, we will 
say-it-.1s i\Gorryy Pais nA passenger 
rushes in from a connecting line and 
calls for a ticket to Jamestown. The 
ticket seller says the morning train did 
not make this connection, and that 
the next train gocs at four o’clock in 
the afternoon. The passenger says 
“Hallelujah” or something that sounds 
like that. Then “I want about three 
hours in Jamestown and must be in 
Chicago tomorrow morning.” The 
agent, instead of stating that the 
next train goes at four o'clock ad- 
vises the passenger that he can make 
it yet, by getting back on the train he 
just came from, going to Warren, Pa., 
and by trolley to Jamestown, and be 
ready to go to Chicago, as planned. 
~The passenger runs for the train; says 
“Thank You” while on the way, and 
is happy. Was a 70 cent fare lost to 
the company? No. More than that, 
many dollars are liable to find their 
way into our coffers, because an em- 
ploye told a patron what he could do, 
instead of arguing with him as to what 
he could not do, and another satisfied 
customer is singing the praises of the 
Erie R. R., and deciding that the Erie 
man knows what the buttons on his 
uniform stand for. : 


Another little thing that can be 
made to count, is to make use of 
paper usually considered worthless, 
such as discarded or spoiled blanks, 
and put it to some good use. I know 
one office that saves the blank sheets 
from cancelled tariffs, stamps them 
up and uses them for replies to trac- 
ers, claim papers and pencil corre- 
spondence. This is a small item taken 
at one office, but if practiced gener- 
ally would save a great many dollars 
annually in stationery bills. Here is 
where co-operation and team work 
counts. Small items of economy will 
not amount to much, if the many 
waste more than the few are able to 
save. 
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might go on and enumerate 
more little things that count, 
will mention only one more; 
about the smallest thing to be con- 
sidered is a minute, but it can be made 
to do wonders if properly used. Some 
one has said plan your work, which 
is good advice, but let me add, do not 
spend so much time planning the 
work as to be rushed for time to work 
the plan. 

The details for a great many periodi- 
cal reports can be written up by piece- 
meal during the week or month, and 
be ready for completion in a few 
minutes, when due. For instance; a 
station is making 2,000 way bills per 
month and perhaps a dozen during 
that time, with stop-off privilege. If 
the bill maker jots down the detail as 
bills are made, this part of the re- 


port is practically done at the end of 
the month, instead of going over 2,000 
way bills to pick out the few items. 

Good natured rivalry will develop 
lots of time savers, and bring better 
results than night and- Sunday over- 
time. 

The one who is habitually sub- 
merged with work is not usually the 
one who is doing the most. ‘Oysters 
work well in a stew,” but it is differ- 
ent with men, and the fellow who does 
all things decently and in order and 
does not overlook the little things 
that count, is usually on good terms 
with his work and enjoys it. He also 
has some time left for recreation and 
enjoys that as well, is successful, gets 
a lot out of life, and instead of being 
a slave, is a free man in the largest 
sense of the word. 


BEST RESULTS ACCOMPLISHED BY TEAM WORK. 


_railroad is one where, from the

employe, things of mutual concern, 
and the best interests of the company, 
are accomplished by team work.

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HOW THE ERIE AND OTHER RAILROADS, IN THE WOOD-BURN- 
ING DAYS OF THE EARLY SIXTIES, REACHED JERSEY 
CITY THROUGH THE “BERGEN CUT.” 

By John S. Bell, Ex-Erie Engineer and now Vice-President of a New 
Jersey Railroad, 


ECAUSE, at one time in ‘my 

younger days, I was connected 

with the Erie Railroad Company 
(and am still interested as Vice-Presi- 
dent of a small railroad), many of the 
latter day railroad men, with whom 
I am acquainted, write me to relate 
some occurrences happening in the 
history of the old-time railroads here- 
abouts, hence I have concluded to 
scribble these few lines, hoping they 
may interest some of the present day 
railroaders. — 


Speaking of the “Old Bergen Cut,” 
about which most railroad men seem 
to know very little, and some never 
even heard of, I find as well there are 
railroad men who don’t even know 
where it 1s located. 


It was through the Bergen Cut, after 
the Piermont Terminal was abandoned, 
that Erie trains reached New York. Or, 
in other words, before any railroad 
ever entered New York City, there 
were Erie passenger trains running 
through the Bergen Cut to Jersey City, 
thence to New York by ferry. And, 
until April, 1861, all passenger trains, 
over every road running to Jersey City, 
ran through the “Cut.” 

The Bergen Cut extends from West 
End, now Marion Station, Jersey City, 
on the line of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road entering Jersey. City, to the 
Waldo Avenue Round House, where 
once stood the “Point of Rocks” at 
the eastern end of the Cut, and is 
about two-thirds of a mile in distance. 

It was built in the early thirties by 
the New Jersey Railroad & Transpor- 
tation Company, whose road ran 
through Newark, Elizabeth and 
Rahway, to New Brunswick, N. J., a 
distance of thirty-one miles, and is 
now controlled by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company; and until the lat- 
ter company made its terminus at 
Seventh Avenue and Thirty-second 
Street, New York City, a few years 
ago, it was the main line of that road 
to Jersey City, thence via ferry to 
New York. 

At the present time, the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad still runs some trains 
(mostly locals) through the Cut, to 
the Jersey City terminal. 

The Hudson & Manhattan road, also 
runs its trains from the Park Place 
Station, Newark, to New York City, at 


Cortlandt and Church Streets, as well 
as uptown, but they all go through 
the Bergen Cut, and when they emerge 
at the former Point of Rocks, dive 
under the ground at Brunswick Street, 
for a mile through Jersey City, and, 
after stopping at the underground sta- 
tion of the Pennsylvania Railroad, run 
under the river to New York. 

Since the building of the Cut, ten 
different railroads ran through it, 
namely: Eee 

New Jcrsey Railroad & Transporta- 
tion Co. (now Penna. R. R.); New 
York & Erie R. R. (now Erie); 
Northern Railroad of N. J. (now 
Erie); Morris & Essex Railroad (now 
Lackawanna Railroad); Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey, Hackensack & 
New York Railroad (now Erie); 
Lehigh Valley Railroad Co., West 
Shore Railroad, New York, Susque- 
hanna & Western R. R. (now Erie); 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 

In fact, all Railroads having their 
terminal on the Jersey City side of the 
Hudson River, opposite New York 
City, ran passenger trains through the 
Bergen Cut, either with their own 
locomotives, or by their trains being 
hauled through the Cut by locomo- 
tives of other roads. 

The only one of the above named 
roads that did not, at one time or an- 
other, run trains through the Cut with 
their own locomotives, was the Cen- 
tral Railroad of New Jersey. Their 
cars were coupled on to the New 
Jersey Railroad & Transportation 
Company’s trains at Elizabeth, and 
taken through the Cut to Jersey City. 

The Morris & Essex Railroad trains, 
at one time in the early fifties, were 
coupled to the New Jersey trains at 
the foot of Centre Street, Newark, N. 
J. But, finally, the M. & E. built a 
bridge over the~- Passaic River at 
Newark, and then ran trains to East 
Newark (now Harrison), and for a 
short time ran over the New Jersey 
Road, through the Cut to Jersey City. 
But that was finally discontinued, and 
at East Newark their trains were 
coupled to the New Jersey trains and 
taken through the Cut to Jersey City. 
This continued until the Spring of 
1863, when they ran through the Erie 
tunnel, and in 1876 they commenced 
running through their own tunnel, to 


Hoboken, N. J. 
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The Erie road ran through the Cut 
from 1853 until April, 1861, when it 
began running through its own tunnel, 
- to what was then called the ‘Long 
Dock,” Pavonia Avenue, Jersey City. 

The Hackensack & New York Rail- 
road left the Cut at the same time. 
The Northern Railroad of New Jersey 
left in 1869, and began running 
through the Erie Tunnel. The New 
York, Susquehanna & Western Rail- 
road left two or more years ago, and 
is now running passenger trains 
through the Erie’s Bergen Archways, 
to Jersey City, in common with the 
Main and Side Lines. 

The West Shore Railroad left sev- 
eral years ago, and the Lehigh Valley 
during the past year, and now has its 
terminal at the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey terminal, Communipaw, 
Jersey City. 

With the exception of a few trains 
each way, daily, for all practical pur- 
poses, the Pennsylvania Railroad has 
left the Cut, 


What was at one time the only en- 
trance to Jersey City, for all roads, is 
now, with the exception of the Hudson 
& Manhattan road from Newark, (so 
far as the passenger train service is 
con:erned) practically deserted. 

At one time, in the history of rail- 
roading, all trains r-nuing from Jersey 
City. to Newark, Elizabeth, Rahway, 
New Brunswick and Trenton, N. J., 
Philadelphia, Pa., Wilmington, Del., 
Baltimore Md., Washington, D. C. and 
the South, Harrisburg, Pa., Pittsburgh, 
Pa., Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and 
the Westcrn Country; Paterson, EI- 
mira, Binghamton, Buffalo, and all 
points on the Erie, Englewood, Hack- 
ensack, Nyack, and all points on the 
northern road; the Oranges, Summit, 
Chatham, Morristown, Dover, Phil- 
lipsburg, and all points on the Morris 
& Essex Railroad. Plainfield, and all 
points on the Central Railroad of New 
Jereey, passed through the Bergen 

ut. 

Presidents, Senators, Congressmen, 
Diplomats, Military, and Naval Offi- 
cers, Soldiers, Sailors, Government 
Employes, and all doing business with 
the United States Government; tour- 
ists, going to and from Washington, 
passed through the Bergen Cut. 

At the outbreak of the Civil War, 
and for several years’ thereafter, 
thousands of soldiers on their way to 
the front, passed thro“gh the Cut. 

When all the roads entering Jersey 
City passed through the Cut, the num- 
ber of passenger trains, arriving and 
departing, did not exceed 100. At the 


present time there are over 1,300, as 
follows:

At the time trains ran through the 
Cut, there were no coal-burning loco- 
motives. They were all wood-burners. 
Comparatively small .ngines and pas- 
senger cars. The Erie, Northern of 
New Jersey and the Hackensack & 
New York, were of the broad gauge 
(six feet). 

The Erie, at that time, had the 
greater number of, and the largest 
locomotives. Its line was from Jersey 
City to Dunkirk, ’. Y., on Lake Erie. 
But, finally, Buffalo became the ter- 
minus. It was the only line from New 
York to Buffalo, without change of 
cars. There was only one other line 
running fi.-: New York to Buffalo, 
and then only in conjunction with an- 
other road. 

The Hudson River Railroad was a 
distinct line, running from West 
Broadway and Chambers Street, New 
York, to East Albany, where passeng- 
ers changed to the ferry boats for 
Albany, and thence by New York Cen- 
tral Railroad to Buffalo. 

All broad gauge roads, running 
through Bergen Cut ran on one rail 
of the New Jersey road, and one rail 
of the Erie Road. 

In order to distinguish the New Jer- 
sey Railroad trains at a distance, en- 
tering Jersey City, or leaving, the Bell 
shaped smoke stacks were painted red, 
and the broad gauge locomotive stacks 
(Bell shaped stacks), were _ painted 
black. 

Upon enteving the Cut at West End, 
or leaving Jersey City, all trains ran 
on the left hand tra:!:, as that was the 
custom of the Ne, Jersey Railroad, 
for the entire length of its road. 

The whistle signals on the latter 
road were: one whistle, for “off 
brakes” and two whistles for “on 
brakes.” You must remen.ver that at 
that time there v--re no air brakes. 
The brakemen and firemen on all 
trains brought the train to a stop at 
the different stations, by applying the 
hand brakes and they were expert at it, 
too. 
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The fir men, at that time, oiled the 
valves from the ~ o1 oard, nut from 
the cab, as now. 

And at one time in the history of 
railroading (and as a boy I can well 
remember it) if it were necessary to 
open the cylinder cocks when leaving 
a station, it was done by the fireman. 
First, by opening the cylinder cocks 
on both sides of the engine, and then 
closing one side, after which the fire- 
man would run far enough ahead of 
the engine to avoid being run over, and 
then closing the other side and jump- 
ing on the engine. “Can you beat 
that?” 

At the outbrea’: of the Civil War 
and for many years thereafter, there 
were no sleeping or dining cars. 

The time between Jersey City and 
Washington, was twelve hours, and 
the single fare, $10.00. In order to 
reach Washington, it required, first, a 
ferry boat from Cortlandt Street, New 
York to Jersey City; thence by New 
Jersey Railroad & Transportation 
Company, to New Brunswick, N. J., 
when a locomotive of the Camden & 
Amboy Railroad hauled the train to 
Trenton, then the train was taken over 
the Philadelphia & Trenton Railroad 
to Kensington Street depot, Philadel- 
phia, where passengers and baggage 
were transferred, either by street cars, 
cab or stage, a distance of four miles, 
to the depot of the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington & Baltimore Railroad, 
corner of South Broad and_ Pine 
Streets, and by the latter road was 
hauled to Perryville, Md., when the 
train (exclusive of locomotive), was 
ferried across the Susquehanna River 
to Havre de Grace, Md., where an- 
other locomotive of the same road 
hauled the train to Baltimore, when it 
was taken through the streets by 
horses and mules, to the depot of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, and by 
that road hauled to Washington, D. C. 


Now the trains make the journey in 
less than six hours, and the round trip 
fare is about what the single fare was 
then. And what else? Why, there are 
dining, parlor and sleeving cars; a fine 
road bed; more trains running now 
in one day than there were at-that 
time in a week, in addition to having 
stopover privilege:: baggage called for 
at hotels, or private resid nces, and 
checked through to destination. 

“Gee”! when you come to think of 
it, one gets more now for less money 
than they did fifty years ago, and yet 
they are looking for more. 


HEAVIEST CAR MOVEMENT. 

The record number of cars handled 
on Meadville Division for 24 hours, 
which was 3,887 cars handled one day 
in March, 1907, was recently exceeded, 
as on Feb. 20, 1915, there were 4,043 
cars moved, which is certainly a heavy 
movement. The former record of 
3,887 cars was made with mostly 
single track and some lighter power. 
The car movement for the month of 
February, 1915, which was 98,628 
cars, was the heaviest movement for 
that month on record. 


WAS IT THE FIRST? 

“The Pennsylvania Railroad, which 
was the first to use airbrakes, has 
‘adopted for its passenger equipment a 
new style of airbrake, which will stop 
a train of twelve steel cars, weighing 
more than 1,000 tons, in its own length 
of 1,000 feet,” says an exchange. The 
question nevertheless arises, “Was the 
Pennsylvinia Railroad the first to 
use air brakes?” The Erie put air 
brakes on the Middletown Way train 
in the Summer of 1869. That was the 
first instance of the practical use of 
automatic brakes on the Erie. It 
would be interesting to know if the 
Pennsylvania had them in use earlier 
than:that date. Who knows?

Of the lines represented, the Erie 
made the best turnouts, as ten of our 
boys availed themselves of the oppor- 
tunity as follows:

The bore is about fifty feet below 
the street level and is about six feet 
wide, where it rounds tp to the high- 
est point of about seven and one-half 
feet and covers, approximately, sixty 
miles, with three-feet gauge track, 
through the “Loop” and outlying dis- 
tricts, connecting the various railroad 
freight houses, the larger store, office 
and manufacturing buildings. 

Four public receiving and delivery 
stations are maintained as follows: 

Universal Freight Station, No. 1, 
746 W. Jackson Boulevard, (Near Hal- 
sted St.) Universal Freight Station, 
No. 2, Corner Dearborn Ave. and W. 
North Water St., (Steele Wedeles Co. 
Building.) Universal Freight Sta- 


tion, No. 3, 233 E. North Water St., 
(Pugh Terminal Warehouse Building.) 
Universal Freight Station, 

Canal and 12th Streets, (M. St. P. 
& S. S. M. Ry. 

At these stations, -freight is re- 
ceived from shipper and forwarded to 
railroads; they also receive freight 
from railroads for delivery to con- 
signees. This is called “Universal 
Station Freight.” 

Connection is made with various 
railroads by elevator service, of which 
fifty-nine are now in operation. Con- 
nection is also made by elevator ser- 
vice with twenty-two commercial 
houses for forwarding and receiving 
freight from railroads for delivery to 
various consignees. This is called 
“Commercial Freight.” 

C. & A. and C. & E. I. coal team 
tracks, are connected with the tunnel 
by chutes for the handling of coal; 
connections are made with sixteen 
buildings for delivering their coal sup- 
ply, and thirty-four connections are 
made with buildings for disposing of 
ashes and refuse. 

Package freight is handled, when 
not exceeding nine feet in length. 

Lake Front Disposal Station, 
Thirteenth Street and Lake Michigan, 
is maintained as an outlet for exca- 
vated material from buildings in 
course of construction. Such materi- 
al is used in filling that portion of 
Grant Park, where the Field Museum 
is to be located. 

The system is operated by elec- 


tricity from an _ overhead trolley, 


equipped with a block signal system, 
and the crew of each train consists 
of a motorman and a _ conductor. 
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Equipment, consisting of 132 electric 
motors, 2402 merchandise cars, 350 ex- 
cavation cars and 235 coal and ash 
cars, is of all metal construction, 
probably ten feet in length and about 
five feet high from top of rail. 

That for package freight, is a flat 
car with iron stakes supported at the 
ends by sheet-iron bands and at the 
sides by chains. 


The net weight is eighteen hundred 
pounds, although the average loading 
is about five thousand pounds, as the 
elevators will not carry a much 
greater weight. ‘ 

The gondolas have a slightly heavier 
net weight and are loaded with from 
two and one-half to three tons of 
screenings. 

Approaches to the elevators are pro- 
tected with bumping posts, which dis- 
appear in the floor when the elevator 
is on a level therewith and rise to 
position when the elevator is lowered, 
thus preventing any possibility of a 
car dropping down the shaft. 

Start was made from Universal Sta- 
tion, No. 1, located at West Jackson 
Boulevard and Halsted Street, at 9:45 
A. M., proceeding to Universal Sta- 
tion, No. 2, located in the Steele 
Wedeles Company Building (Dear- 
born and North Water Streets.) 

The Tunnel Company occupies the 
three basements under this building, 
beneath which is the tunnel. 


The first basement is used at the 
loading and unloading floor, from and 
to which cars are lowered and raised 
by elevator. 

Steele Wedeles have a private shaft 
to the tunnel for their own traffic. 

The next stop made was at the 
Boston Store (State and Madison 
Streets), and third basement (forty- 
eigth feet below the street), being on 
a level with the tunnel. 


In this basement are the immense- 


boilers, engines and other machinery 
necessary to heat and ventilate the 
buildings, and also to generate the 
power for lighting and to operate 
the elevators. 

The third and last stop was at the 
C. & E. I. coal chutes (Fifteenth and 
Dearborn Streets). Here the bere 
is probably twenty-five feet wide for 
a distance of about one hundred feet, 
in which is double-track, and the 
twenty-four chutes make it possible 
to load twenty-four cars at one time. 

The party then returned to the start- 
ing point, which was reached at 12:15 
P. M., after having traveled about 
thirty miles.

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ERIE’S NEW HARBOR TUG CHARLES P. CRAWFORD > 


N the afternoon of Saturday, 

March 27th, under a blue sky and 

with a cold wind blowing from 
the West, the Erie’s new tug, Charles 
P. Crawford, was given a trial trip, or 
rather made a short run up the North 
River, having aboard a number of the 
Company’s officials and others. 

It was the kind of day land-lubbers 
prefer to remain on virgin soil, but no 
kind of unpropitious weather has yet 
deterred the Erie’s officials from be- 
ing present on the initial trip of a 
new craft. Not only that, but they 
delight in conferring a compliment, 
as well, on the worthy official, in 
whose honor the craft is named. 

In this instance the craft is named 
after Mr. Charles P. Crawford, Comp- 
troller of the Erie Railroad Company, 
a most excellent and democratic 
gentleman, who is very highly es- 
teemed by his fellow offices and the 
rank and file, alike. Mr. Crawford 
had any number of compliments be- 
stowed on him on account of having 
as a namesake, so fine and sturdy a tug 
as the “Charles P. Crawford,” and he 
accepted them graciously. 

The start was made from Pier 14, 
N. R., at 1 o'clock... The run up the 
river concluded at Weehawken, where 
the tug turned about and returned to 
Pier 14, where several disembarked, 
after which the trip was continued 
down around Governor’s Island, up 


through Buttermilk Channel and 
around the Battery into the North 
River, thence to the foot of Pavonia 
Avenue, where the party dispersed at 
4 P. M. A fine luncheon was served 
aboard in the mess room. The new- 
comer got the usual warm welcome 
from craft on the river, each of which 
blew the three-whistle signal of 
greeting. Every blast was quickly 
answered by Captain Hall, whose hand 
was tired responding. 

The new tug was built by the 
Staten Island Shipbuilding Co. It 
is 100 feet, 2 inches long; length 
between perpendiculars, 90 feet, 2 
inches; beam amidships, 24 feet; 
depth, 12 feet, 9 inches. The hull 
is built of steel. Engine is of the 
compound type and of 750-H. P., 
18x38x26, making 125 revolutions per 
minute. The steel boiler is 14 feet, 
6 inches in diameter, by 12 feet long 
and carries 155 pounds of steam. | 
The tug is equipped with Wager 
Improved Bridge Walls. The coal 
bunkers have a capacity for 63 tons, 
furnishing fuel for the 3 furnaces. 
The water tanks hold 35 tons. 

The Charles P. Crawford is a harbor 
tug and will do duty about New York 
Harbor. She is a graceful and beau- 
tiful. craft and her fine lines called 
forth many words of praise from those 
who had the privilege of looking her 
over. She is commanded by Captain 
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Howard Hall, formerly of the Buffalo. 
Edward E. Blandow is her Engineer.

YOT for having prevented some 
catastrophe on the rail, nor for 
any particular heroic deed, but 

for accuracy and efficiency in per- 
forming their daily work, it is desired 
to bring the names of J. H. Maher 
and George Woodruff, !time-keeper 
and piece-work checker, respectively, 
at North Paterson, N. J. Car Shop, be- 
fore the readers of this magazine. 


One of the Company’s Traveling 
Auditors recently checked the time- 
keeping and piece-work records of 
North Paterson Shop for the month 
of January, 1915. After completing 
a thorough check of these records, he 
reported that he could find not a 
single mistake in the time- keeping 
and only a_few small errors in the 
piece-work accounting, the sum of 
which amounted to less than one 
dollar. 


This is a record of which these men 


may justly feel proud, and the man-

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THE “JOHN BULL,” A CHERISHED RELIC OF RATLROADING IN 1830. 


TYPES OF ENGINES USED IN THE EARLY DAYS OF 
RAILROADING. 


HIS article deals entirely with 

motive power, as used by the 

railroads of the United States 
two-thirds of a century ago, or there- 
abouts. This feature of railroad 
eperation is always of interest to 
railroad men, while, at the same time, 
the world at large is and always has 
been interested in railroads. 

Among the antiquated types of lo- 
comotives is the famous “John Bull,” 
*the first to haul a train in the State 
of New Jersey. It was built in Eng- 
land for the Camden & Amboy Rail- 
road, now a part of the Pennsylvania 
System. A picture of it is presented 
here in connection with this article, 
not because it was never shown be- 
fore, but for. the reason that the 
photograph from which the picture 
was made, was taken from an old 
negative in the National Museum at 
Washington, D. C., for presentation 
in the Erie Employe’s Magazine. 


There is a very strong Erie senti- 


ment connected with this write-up. 
Mr. John S. Bell, who contributes it, 
was once an engineer on the Northern 
Railroad of New Jersey Division. At 
present he 
Morristown & Erie Railroad and Gen- 


is Vice-President of the. 


eral Manager of the Union Ice Com- 
pany of Newark, N. J. 


Mr. Bell admits the Erie sentiment 
still, and always will prevade his being, 
so in arranging for this write-up he 
had but one object in mind, that ot 
furnishing something readable and in- 
teresting for Erie men. 


When he conceived the idea of 
procuring a photograph of the “John 
Bull,” he wrote to his friend Joseph 
P. Tumulty, Secretary to President 
Wilson, but Mr: Tumulty not being in 
possession of one, promptly replied 
as follows:

My dear Mr. Bell: 

Referring to your letter, I am advised by 
Dr. Walcott, Secretary of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, that he has had pleasure in sending 
you a photograph of the John Bull locomotive.

In due time Mr. Bell received the 
following letter from Secretary Wal- 
cott, enclosing the photograph of the 
famous engine: 
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A “GRASSHOPPER,” IN SERVICE ON THE BALTIMORE & OHIO IN 1831.

February 15, 1915. 
Dear Sip: 

Replying to your letter of February 5, 1915, 
addressed to the Hon. J. P. Tumulty, it gives 
me pleasure to send you herewith a photo- 
graphic print of the old John Bull locomotive 
made from a negative in the files of the Na- 
tional Museum. I trust you will not find it 
too large for your purpose, I would add that 
this engine is now the property of the United 
States and not the Pennsylvania Railroad.

The John Bull was ordered by 
Robert L. Stevens, President of the 
Camden & Amboy Railroad, from 
Messrs. Stephenson & Company of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, in De- 
cember, 1830, and was shipped to 
Bordentown, N, J., where it arrived 
in August, 1831. 

The engine was originally named 
“Stevens,” but on its arrival in this 
country the Railroad Company called 
it “John Bull” and was entered in 
their books as No. 1. It was put in 
service November 12, 1831, at Borden- 
town, 

This locomotive was exhibited at 
the Philadelphia Exposition in 1876, 
and again at the Chicago Exposition 
of Railway Appliances in 1883, and 
isstly at the Columbian Exposition in 
Chicago in 1893. 

The leading dimensions are as fol- 
lows: 

Weight about 10 tons; boiler 3 ft. 
6 in. in diameter; Cylinders, 9 in. di- 
ameter by 20 in. stroke. Four coupled 
wheels, 4 ft. 6 in. diameter, with cast 
iron hubs and locust wood spokes 
and felloes. Tires of wrought iron, 
34 in. thick; 62 tubes, 7 ft. 6 in. long 
by 2 in. diameter. Harnace. 30. tt. 


7 in long by 3 ft. 2 in. high, for burn- 


ing wood. Heating surface of tubes, 
213 sq. ft.; of firebox, 36 sq. ft. Total 
heating surface, 249 sq ft. The fire- 


box was of the dome or Bury pattern. 
The reversing gear was complicated, 
the two eccentrics being secured to 
a sleeve or barrel, which fitted loosely 
on the crank shaft. A treadle was 
used to change the position of this 
losse eccentric sleeve, moving it to the 
right or left, lengthwise on the shaft. 
Two carriers were secured firmly to 
the shaft (one on each side of the 
eccentrics); one carrier worked the © 
engine ahead, the other back, so that 
when the eccentrics were half way, 
the engine was out of gear. In order 
to reverse, the engine driver placed 
his foot on the treadle (which is be- 
tween the firebox and the handle of 
the feed water cock), thereby disen- 
gaging the eccentrics from the 
carriers; he then pulled a small handle 
cn the right side of the boiler and 
so lifted the small ends of the eccen- 
tric rods (which passed forward to 
the rocking shaft on the front of the 
engine) clear of the valve stems, after 
which he took hold of the two valve 
levers on the foot plate, and by mov- 
ing them back and forth admitted 
steam to the cylinders by the hand 
sear; when the engine was fairly’ 
started, he, by means of the treadle, 
caused the eccentrics to engage with 
the opposite carrier, and it continued 
to actuate the valves. 

In the year 1831, a curious design 
of locomotive was introduced by 
Messrs. Davis & Gartner of York, Pa. 
A picture is presented, herewith. It 
was run on the Baltimore & Ohio

Railroad. In consequence of the 
peculiar shape and movement of the 
beams, the engines were called 
“Grasshoppers.” The boiler and cyl- 
inders were upright, with four coupled 
wheels, 30 in. in diameter, but it was 
altered considerably after being placed 
on the road. The Atlantic was after- 
ward built by the same firm, and was 
a much improved engine. Its boiler 
and cylinders were also vertical, 
beams being used to transmit power 
to the cranks, which were on a shaft 
connected by toothed wheels to an 
intermediate shaft having outside 
cranks coupled to the driving wheels, 
which were 36 in. in diameter; boiler, 
52 in. in diameter, containing 400 
tubes 1 in. in diameter and 3 ft., 2 in. 
long. Diameter of cylinders, 10 in. 
by 24 in. stroke. Weight of engine 
and tender, 7 tons, 5 cwt., empty. The 
circular structure at the base of the 
small chimney is a fan which was 
driven by the exhaust steam before it 
escaped. This fan was for urging the 
fire. It was, however, subsequently 
removed and the exhaust steam turned 
into the large chimney in the usual 
“way. 

Another relic of by-gone days, is the 
“Palisade,” No. 4, which did service 
on the Northern Railroad of New 
Jersey in 1862. It was a wood bur- 
ner and among the best of its day. 

The photograph, from which the 
accompanying picture was made, was 
taken at Monsey, N. Y., in 1867. This 
engine did excellent service on the

The younger Mr. Blau- 
velt is now one of the most popular 
conductors on the Northern Railroad 
of New Jersey, and amply sustains the 
popularity of his worthy father.

In the “C. N.” Tower at Cameron, 
New York, on the Susquehanna Di- 
vision, is a Towerman of the name 
of John Edward Wezloski, who is 
also a capable telegrapher. 

This brief sketch of his career, to- 
gether with his picture, is printed be- 
cause he happens to be something be- 
yond the ordinary in the keenness of 
his vision, for he has discovered more 
unavoidable defects in rolling stock 
contained in trains passing his tower, 
than any other man so employed. 

It is the aim of all Towermen and 
Operators to have their names pre- 
sented on the “Roll of Honor” page 
in this magazine, which privilege is 
granted all who discover defects in

rolling stock, track, etc., and report 
them to the proper source, with the 
purpose of having them remedied be- 
fore they cause accidents. In this 
connection it is believed all Erie men 
are on the alert, which is proved by 
the long and growing list of names 
appearing in the magazine each 
month. 
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Mr. Wezloski, however, seems to 
have his mind centered on this im- 
portant duty all the time he is on 
duty, for his Superintendent has been 
impelled to state that he has made 
five discoveries of defective rolling 
stock in one month, which breaks all 
previous records, as far as is known, 
on the Erie line. 

This young man, for such he is, 
attended the Elmira Training School, 
where he learned telegraphy, after 
which he worked, practically, at it in 
the Elmira Telegraph Office. He has 
been in the Erie service as Operator 
and Towerman since may, 1910. 

It may be stated also that Wezloski 
has but one arm, and yet he handles 
conditions in interlocking towers bet- 
ter than a great many men with both 
arms.

and make the nucleus of it a 

thing of interest, is an accom- 
plishment attained by few and wished 
for by many. All of us, with an ef- 
fort, may, if the subject be pleasing, 
create an interest in the most prosaic 
of articles, if we are permitted the 
use of a sufficient number of adjec- 
tives, and a profuse number of su- 
perlatives. 

Coal, that most useful of all min- 
erals, is the harbinger of warmth, 
comfort, and good cheer. Although 
the synonym for light, heat and radi- 
ation of geniality, it is not a thing 
which permits of eulogization, the 
use of flowery language, word pic- 
tures, or imagery, all the artifices 
of the orator, actor and the writer 
used, in gripping and holding the at- 
tention of their audience. 

Yet, however, at a meeting held on 
the 9th of March at Holmes St., Mr. 
D. J. Madden, Supervisor of Loco- 
motive Operation, headquarters at 
Youngstown, and one of our latest and 
most pleasing personal acquisitions, 
held the interest of fifty or more 
Erie Employes, consisting of Engine- 
men, Firemen, and Hostlers, on the 
subject of “Coal, its Power, Useful- 
ness and Conservation.” He spoke 
at some length, dealing exhaustively 
with the more technical and little 
known properties of the mineral. 
Although not an orator, in any sense 
the word may imply, he gradually un- 
folded to his hearers a fund of 
knowledge, the scope of which made 
it quite obvious, that only wide read- 
ing, a studious nature, an interest in 
his line of work, and a tendency to 
promote the interest of his em- 
ployers, had made it possible. 


ie take a commonplace subject, 


On the Erie’s vast system, he ex- 


plained, that however humble, how- 
ever undignified the position, the 
watchword of success and the pre- 
cursor of promotion, was Conserva- 
tion. Speaking to them collectively, 
all were made to feel that they were 
being spoken to individually. The 
idea being predominant, of the help 


that each one, acting separately, 
might be in bringing about an 
eficiency, coupled with economy, 


that is now being exemplified by just 
such men as our Mr. Madden. 


In a most pleasing manner, he 
spoke of the waste of coal now going 
on, due, not to carelessness or lack 
of interest, but to the lack of 


spoke 


knowledge. Holding a block of coal, 
the weight of which was exactly one 
pound, he told his hearers, not in 
words of three or four syllables, but 
in simple, straightforward sentences, 
just exactly what, intelligently used, 
it could be made to do. 

In concluding his talk, which was 
all too short for his hearers, he earn- 
estly petitioned and requested them 
to co-operate in carrying out his plan 
of conservation, which would mean 
thousands of dollars yearly to his 
employers. 

Mr. J. A. Boyden, Master Mechanic 
at Cleveland, who was present at the 
meeting, and enjoyed it to the ut- 
most, spoke on the general line of 
work, which was of vital interest to 
all present. He discussed the ef- 
ficiency and economy necessary in the 
upkeep, cost, and general shop prac- 
tices, as inaugurated in Cleveland. He 
convincingly, and with a 
knowledge garnered by close atten- 
tion to business for many years. His 
address was followed closely by those 
present. In closing, he spoke of the 
necessity of co-operation between Em- 
ployer and Employe, a closer and 
deeper feeling, which could result in 
naught but success for both. 


Mr. J. J. McNeal, former Super- 
visor of Locomotive Operation, now 
Road Foreman of Engines at Cleve- 
land, in his kindly and inimitable 
manner, followed Mr. Boyden in his 
address to the boys. His discourse 


consisted largely of the work di- 
rectly under his supervision, and 
was of extreme interest to his 
hearers. While not lengthy, his 


speech was pithy, and carried with it 
a conviction, that he was in close 
touch with and had a thorough under- 
standing of his work. 

In closing, he spoke of the rapid 
strides of civilization, as it applied to 
Railroads, the necessity of modern- 
ism, alertness, and a full appreciation 
of what is most desirable and econom- 
ical in Railroading, expressing the 
hope that another meeting which 
would be the most successful of its 
kind ever held in Youngstown, would 
follow in the near future.

These Red Cross dogs ar: especiu!- 
ly trained for this service. The en- 
trance requirements are high. The 
preference is usually given to sheep- 
dogs, those of good: temper ‘and 
brains. This does not necessarily 
mean that every German sheepdog 
will make a good ambulance dog. 
Shy or aggressive dogs are useless, as 
are also those which hunt game or 
lack character. 

There are various ways in which 
these dogs hunt for the wounded and 
make their reports to headquarters. 
Some wear bells, and when a dog’s 
bell ceases ringing the master follows 
its last direction and comes upon the 
dog keeping watch besides a wounded 
soldier. Other dogs have been trained 
to bark as soon as they find soldiers 
who need assistance. Another will 
take a man’s cap and retrieve it to his 
master. 

The Belgian Club of Ambulance 
Dogs has for some time past been 
making a special duty of these various 
methods of training by holding com- 
petitive contests\ The trainers of 
these ambulance dogs are given free 
transportation to the place where the 
contests are held, and special prizes 
are offered. 
are eligible for prizes. 

Before war was declared it was 
planned that such a contest should be 
held in Holland. These dogs today, 
however, are using their intelligence 
to gain honors for their country, and 
are putting into actual practice the 
lessons taught them. They are in

It is a full-fledged 
creature of the air, though encased 
still in grave clothes of parchment, 
but it soon splits these up the back, 
pulls itself out, dries its powerful 
wings and flies away with the whirr 
of an aeroplane to live but a few brief 
weeks.—National Geographical Soci- 
ety Bulletin.

ERIE’S NEW STATION AT MAHWAH, N, J.. NEW YORK DIVISION. 
(See Page 136) 
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NEW STATION AT MAHWAH, N. J. 


With all due regard for facts, it 
can be said that the Erie Railroad has 
erected at Mahwah, New Jersey, on 
the New York Division, Main Line, 
as fine and artistic a passenger sta- 
tion, as any railroad in this county can 
boast. 


This light and airy, up-to-date 
structure, takes the place of a former 
one, that fire destroyed some time 
ago, and it is located a short distance 
east of the former station, com- 
mands a fine site and is convenient for 
all purposes; in fact, as one who had 
to do with its design, says, “It seems 
tO" nb riekt mee place.. 


The plan is arranged with a general 
waiting room, two toilet rooms, a tic- 
ket office and a baggage room. 


Protection from the weather is pro- 
vided for by general overhangs and 
a canopy. The architectural style is 
modern mission, and special attention 
has been paid to color value. The 
base above platform is of tapestry 
brick in four shades of red, laid with 
wide, deep joints. The walls above 
are stucco, with a spatter-dash finish. 
The roof is of red asbestos shingles, 
with red terra-cotta hips and ridges. 

Interior walls are plastered on wire 
lath and the doors and interior trim, 
are finished in dull brown. 

Hot water heat and all modern 
station improvements, have been in- 
stalled. 

The plans and supervision of the 
work, were carried out by Erie em- 
ployes, and could not be improved on. 


THE RAILROAD AGENT AND THE PUBLIC. 
By A. E. De Wilton, Erie Agent, Canisteo, N. Y. 


OME philosopher once said, “our 

attitude toward the world shapes 

its treatment of us, and the re- 
turns come as quietly and as swiftly 
as the still pool reflects the stars.” 

The public sees the railroad from 
the view-point of individualism. 
People do not see the gigantic corpor- 
ation. They conceive only individual 
interest, personal experience, knowl- 
edge and action. Their attitude to- 
ward the transportation world is 
based on their individual experience 
with individual representatives of the 
Company. It is because of this fact, 
that I am firm in the belief that repre- 
sentative agents for the railroad com- 
pany, can control the attitude of the 
public toward that company, solely 
and absolutely, by the treatment such 
representatives or agents accord the 
public, with whom they come in con- 
tact. 

I do not wish to infer, even delicate- 
ly, that we as agents, are not doing 
our duty, or our duty as we see it; 
but, there are occasions in all our 
lives, when duty becomes so relative 
a word, that its meaning is almost lost 
in explanation. 

The neglect or inability of a minor 
transportation official, to give a cer- 
tain corporation definite knowledge of 
the location of several cars, caused 
the diversion of hundreds of cars of 
that concern’s freight. It took years 
on part of the railroad and much 
personal attention, to get this business 
back. In a social way I once met the 


trafic manager of the concern inter- 
ested, and as I knew, personally, all 
the parties involved, I asked him the 
real reason that occasioned such an 
action. He answered, “Young fellow, 
when you have had more experience 
in your line, you will be due to under- 
stand that we pay sufficient money for 
a certain service, and, while every al- 
lowance is made for accident and de 
lay, we- expect in* return exact 
information; and above all, courteous 
treatment from the individual repre- 
sentatives of the line over which we 
are routing our business.” 

This incident happened a long time 
ago, but it illustrates the important 
part individual action plays in shaping 
the sentiment of the public. 

The agent in the smaller town is, 
perhaps, more closely in touch with 
the public, than any other representa- 
tive of a railroad; it is to him that the 
commercial interests turn for all 
transportation service, and it is his 
treatment, attitude and personal ad- 
dress, that decides the opinion held by 
his fellow townsmen, of the interests 
he represents. 

Therefore, he should be always 
courteous, tactful and obliging. Tact 
and courtesy are business assets, too 
important to be treated lightly; their 
possession is an absolute necessity for 
the successful agent, dealing with 
varied temperaments. 

The diplomatic handling of an 
irascible shipper, often makes a friend 
for the company. 
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I am aware that.an agent has much 
to contend with; things go wrong, 
clerks make errors and many things 
occur daily to annoy him, The criti- 
cism of superiors in various depart- 
ments, who may not understand local 
conditions, may be exasperating, but 
if he can meet all this in the true 
spirit of conscientious, social service, 
he has performed his duty and is 
rendering a service to his company. 

The agent’s very position makes 
him a natural trafic man. His 
acquaintanceship puts him in touch 
with a prospectus, which should be 
ever before him. He should have a 
full knowledge of the business inter- 
ests of his town, the decisions of its 
local board, that he may keep in touch 
with suggested municipal improve- 
ments, such as paving, etc., with a 
view of securing the traffic which im- 
provements of that nature represent. 

The largest routing order I ever se- 
cured, was gotten in a rather original 
way. 

I am telling about it, not ostenta- 
tiously, but because it may interest 
readers, and from their comments, I 
may receive instruction from those 
longer in the service, who have met 
with similar incidents. 

Some time ago a twelve-mile state 
road was voted to be constructed and 
the contract was let. My local com- 
petitor had many advantages. One 
day the contractor was in my office 
waiting for a train, which, fortunately, 
was two hours late. I got him talking 
about himself—his business. He told 
me all about it, how it started, how it 
grew and how his interests became a 
controlling factor in it. Of course, we 
became more intimate and I seized 
this psychological moment and ex- 
plained to him how urgently we 
needed his freight, told him all about 
the improvements the Erie was mak- 
ing out West, how these and other 
improvements then under way, would 
make the service more efficient, etc., 
and before he left he had signed rout- 
ing orders for all the freight, to be 
shipped to that job, which amounted 
to several thousand dollars. I se- 
cured those routing orders in the face 
of strong opposition, by winning the 
business and moral confidence of that 
man. 

T believe we ernie all get more busi- 
ness, if we got after it in the right 
way; and there are so many ways and 
so many things that an agent can do, 
to build up the revenue at his station. 
Of course, everyone that is alive at 
all, has enemies, more or less bitter. 


There are “knockers” in every town, 
that won't like you personally, nor 
will they like the road you represent. 
It is your duty to smooth out these 
natural social missfits, if the end at all 
justifies the means; that i is, if they are 
liable to be taken’ seriously by busi- 
ness interests, that could be instru- 
mental in diverting traffic. 

A tactful agent can do this. It 
really doesn’t make so much difference 
just what an irascible patron calls you, 
or any other man, for that matter, if 
what he says is not true and you are 
conscientiously performing your duty. 

The utter and absolute fallacious- 
ness of hot temper, is no more prom- 
inently illustrated, than in the case of 
a quick tempered .employe, who 
fancies, because he represents locally, 
a. big ‘railroad or express company, 
that his opinion is infallible and the 
weight of his mere decision over- 
balances all objections, just or injust, 
as well as all complaints, chimerical or 
real, brought to his attention. 

The man who always and under 
all conditions, maintains an even poise, 
who, no matter how exasperating the 
occasion, never allows the heat of 
anger to distort his features, is the 
man who gets business, by making a 
friend of the man with whom he hap- 
pens to be doing business. We see 
men every day that we are forced to 
admire and respect, because of their 
poise of character, and that seems to 
be the chief reason for their success. 

What I wish to convey here is, that 
this evenness of disposition, is the big- 
gest business asset an employe can 
possess. It is particularly true in the 
passenger department, where em- 
ployes are in close touch with the 
most exacting and eccentric element 
of railroad patrons. The old lady in 
front of a ticket window, unused to 
the ways of a traveling world, not 
understanding the rules of procedure, 
becomes easily embarrassed when 
she does not receive courteous treat- 
ment from a ticket clerk, and these 
cases are so Pe that they de- 
serve attention. 

The passenger service is the gilded 
end of a railroad, and proper respect 
for the personal feelings of others, 
should be obligatory on the part of 
every employe connected with that 
branch of the service. 

The revenue in that department 
could be increased by personal at- 
tention. I know an agent who in his 
summer prospectus, lined up thirteen 
passengers for the California Expos- 
ition, and all will travel Erie to 
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Chicago, and he secured the long haul 
by personal attention, alone. 

If you work for a man, in Heaven’s 
name, work for him, speak well of 
him and'stand by the institution he 
represents. 

Remember, an ounce of loyality is 
worth a pound of cleverness. If you 
must growl, condemn and eternally 
find fault, why, resign your position, 
and when you are on the outside, 
damn to your heart’s content, but as 
long as you are a part of that in- 
stitution, do not condemn it; if you 
do, the first high wind that comes 
along, will blow you away and, prob- 
ably, vou will never know why. 


TWO OLD-TIME ERIE ENGINES. 


The pictures accompanying this 
writeup, illustrate two types of engine 
in service on the Erie Railroad in 
1864 and 1868. 

It will be noticed they are very 
different from the various modern 
types of today, but in the years when 
they attracted attention, as splendid 
engines, it will remembered that 
neither the cars, nor rails were as 
heavy as now, so they did all that 
was expected of them and acquitted 
themselves in a very commendable 


way. 

The person from whom the photo- 
graphs responsible for these pictures, 
announced that the 
number 164, 


were procured. 
“George G. Barnard,” 


NUMBER 264, BUILT IN 1864. 


was built by the Erie Railroad, 
September, 1868, and had cylinders 
17x22, and driving wheels 66 inches in 


diameter. Engine 264 was built in 
1864 by the Danforth & Cooke 
Works, Paterson, N. J. Both, of 


course, were wood burners. 

An effort has been made through 
the Mechanical Department of the 
Erie Railroad, to obtain some data 
concerning these two ancient and 
honorable engines, but it was found 
impossible. The archives at the 


Meadville Shops. were diligently 


searched, but the records made no 
reference to either of them, and that 
being the case all hope was aban- 
doned, Meadville being the place ap- 
pealed to for such data, as it would 
be found there, if anywhere.

At any rate the two old timers can 
be seen and studied by all interested, 
ard it is pretty certain that neither 
of them will receive adverse criticism, 
both being very fine types and models 
of a half century ago. 


A CLEVER BAGGAGE MASTER. 


On Sunday, March 28th, a _ short 
time before train 5 was due at Mead- 
ville, Baggage Master Jas. Bragg had 
his attention called to an Italian run- 
ning around to rear of Baggage 
Room and a native-born running after 
him calling out, “he has robbed me.”

Murdock was given a hearing be- 
fore Squire Pytcher, and held for the 
Grand Jury without bail. 

Superintendent Ferguson wrote a 
letter to Baggage Master Bragg, com- 
mending him for the manner in which 
he handled the case.

As their man- 
agement is entirely under legal reg- 
ulation, they have to abide by 
whatever our legislators see fit to do 
for them. 


ERIE INTEREST IN EMPLOYES. 

The Erie rest-room on Kenton Ave., 
Marion, Ohio, which has been oper- 
ated for the past eighteen months for 
the benefit of the company employes, 
is to have a cut made in its rates. 
The place has a sleeping capacity for 
forty persons, with berths and other 
accommodations. Company employes 
have been given lodging for twenty- 
five cents a night and this rate has 
now been reduced to twenty cents. 
In the past the price of a bath at the 
place has been fifteen cents, which 
covers the cost of the soap and towel. 
Railroad men furnishing their own 
soap and towel can in the future take 
a bath without charge. The company 
has maintained the place for the bene- 
fit of the employes and it has been 
conducted without any aim for mak- 
ing money.—Marion “Star.”

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HANDLING OF FREIGHT IN NEW YORK HARBOR. 


x (Long Dock Station.) 


An Address Delivered at a Recent Meeting of New York Division 
Agents Association, Suffern, N. Y. 


By B. C. Wedd, Agent, Jersey City Local and Long Dock. 


HE name “Long Dock” originated 
T as far back as 1850. It was a 

long, open pier, or dock. As 
other piers were built, or acquired, 
to take care of the business handled 
through Jersey City Terminal for har- 
bor delivery, such piers became a 
part of the Long Dock Agency, so 
at the present time there are five 
covered docks at Jersey City; five 
covered and two open docks at Wee- 
hawken, all under the supervision of 
Long Dock Station. 


“Lighterage Free” Freight. 


In order that you may thoroughly 
understand how lighterage free freight 
is handled at the New York Terminal, 
I will go somewhat into detail: 

Lighterage is the trans-shipment or 
handling of freight by means of 
lighters, barges or car floats, hence 
the term “Lighterage Free,” implies 
that freight will be handled to or from 
the rail terminal within the free light- 
erage limits at the rate applicable to 
or from New York. 

Lighterage and Terminal Regula- 


tions authorize the holding at Jersey _ 


City or Weehawken, in cars or on 
docks, for a specified period without 
additional charge, freight entitled to 
lighterage free delivery, and permits 
a consignee to order such freight to 
any regular station or accessible pier 
in the harbor, and also grants a ship- 
per the privilege of forwarding from 
any pier or steamship dock, lighterage 
free freight. 

A shipment consigned to John Smith, 
New York, “Lighterage Free,” may 
be ordered by him, within the speci- 
fied “free time,” either to “The Brook- 
lyn E. D. Terminal Station” Pier, 
foot 104th St., East River, New York, 
or a steamship docked at any Pier 
in the Harbor without additional 
cost. 

“Lighterage Free Limits,” are de- 
fined territory between which points 
freight may be received or delivered 
at the New York rates; an additional 
charge is assessed when shipments 
are ordered delivered beyond the 
lighterage free limits. 

The “Lighterage Free” notation on 
a bill of lading, requires a R. R. Com- 
pany to perform such service, even 
though a specific station is shown and 


car reaches that point; for instance; 
a shipment consigned to Atlantic 
Terminal,’ Brooklyn. “Lice: “Pree 
reaches that station, the consignee, 
for some reason, desires a_ public 
dock delivery in Brooklyn, the “Ltge. 
Free” notation obligates this com- 
pany to return the shipment to Long 
Dock, J. C., for Lighterage delivery, 
and as the New York Dock Co. 
floats its own cars, it charges us for 
the return movement. 

In accepting carload shipments of 
freight for New York Harbor sta- 
tions, the very first and most impor- 
tant thing to obtain from the shipper, 
is the local address of the consignee 
and the specific station delivery re- 
quired. 

If the shipper is unable for any 
reason, to furnish you with this in- 
formation and consigns carload freight 
to “New York” or “Brooklyn,” card 
waybill and waybill the shipment to 
Long Dock, Jersey City. Under no 
circumstances should freight con- 
signed lighterage free, be billed to 
any station in New York City or 
Brooklyn. 

When a specific station is shown on 
a shipping order, the shipment should 
be billed to that station and not to 
Long Dock, and when so consigned, 
notation, “Lighterage Free,” must not 
appear on the bill of lading. 

If a bill of lading specifies a station 
delivery and the shipper insists on 
the lighterage free notation being 
shown, the only course to pursue is to 
card waybill, and waybill the car to 
Long Dock. However, it is- not 
proper to issue bills of lading calling 
for a specific station delivery and, at 
the same time, show the lighterage 
free notation. 

Bulk freight and articles of a heavy 
or bulky nature, as well as restricted 
articles, must not be billed to our 
pier stations, such as Duane Street, 
Pier 7, West Houston St., Pier 80, 
131st St., and Wallabout, Brooklyn. 
These stations have no yard and such 
freight cannot be unloaded from cars 
on floats. Bulk freight and freight not 
entitled to lighterage delivery, should 
not be billed to Long Dock. Shippers 
of such commodities should be re- 
quired to furnish you with specific 
station delivery. 
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If at any time you are in doubt and 
shipper is unable to furnish sufficient 
information, as to what station in 
New York Terminal he desires de- 
livery, the safest course would be to 
card waybill, and waybill to Long 
Dock Station. 

Less carload shipments should not 
be billed to Long Dock, except in 
cases where the shipper agrees to the 
minimum lighterage charge of $6 per 
car, if for export delivery, or $9 per 
car, if for domestic delivery. 

In case shipper is unable or has 
failed to furnish street address of a 
“L. C. L.” shipment, when for New 
York, waybill to Duane Street, and 
when for Brooklyn, waybill to Walla- 
bout Station. 

Shipments consigned c/o Long 
Island R. R. from L. I. R. R. stations 
- in Brooklyn or for Long Island City, 
should be waybilled to Long Dock 
Station, and division of rates shown. 

Long Island City is located within 
the free lighterage limits and a num- 
ber of industries demand lighterage 
delivery, therefore, if L. I. R. R. de- 
livery is not specified, shipment should 
be waybilled to Long Dock. 

Carload freight for stations on the 
N. Y. C. & H. in New York City, should 
not be accepted for delivery via Long 
Dock. The N. Y. C. & H. will not 
accept carloads on which they do 
not receive a road haul. 

Carload freight for line points on 
this road, are floated by us to the 
68th St. Float-bridge. However, if 
shipment is routed via West Shore 
R. R., it should be billed to Wee- 
hawken Local, and West Shore R. R. 
shown on billing. 

L. C€. L. shipments for Yonkers. 
N. Y. and other N. Y. C. & H. local 
stations in vicinity of New York, 
should be waybilled to Duane St, or 
Weehawken Local, and for points on 
the West Shore Division to Wee- 
hawken, unless combination of rates 
via other junction points are cheaper. 
In no case should such shipments 
be billed to Long Dock. 

Care should be taken in locating 
correct delivery stations in New 
York and Brooklyn, from alphabeti- 
cal list of street addresess. There 
are many streets and avenues of the 
same name in both Boroughs. 

Shipments of 10,000 lbs. or more, 
consigned to the Merchants Refg. Co., 
Pe? Ro Rye delivery) wand’ Eastern 
States’ Refe. Cos "DY La & W.-R. ‘R. 
delivery, should be card waybilled to 
Croxton and waybilled to Long 
Dock. This company absorbs the 


switching charges to those two in- 
dustries. 

Less than 10,000 Ibs., should be 
waybilled to Jersey City Local. 

Cars arriving at Croxton, are classi- 
filed and carded for the respective 
docks on which the various commod- 
ities are handled; for instance; hay 1s 
carded Dock 2; export freight, Docks 
SHandeowe how. .Wocks: Gy and’ D.: 
rough freight, Dock G. and H. (Open . 
docks), etc. 

As cars arrive at Jersey City or 
Weehawken, they are ordered switch- 
ed to the docks, as required, or as 
space will permit, and unloaded, there 
to be held, for orders from con- 
signees. When ordered for delivery, 
the freight is either reloaded to cars, 
if for station delivery, or to lighters 
or barges, if for harbor or steamship 
delivery. Many carloads of freight 
are handled direct from cars to 
boats, over the docks. 

Heavy freight, such as stone, struc- 
tural iron, iron pipe, and machinery, 
is unloaded on the ground at Wee- 
hawken by locomotive cranes, which 
move on the same or adjoining track 
and lift the freight out of the car to 
the ground. When such freight 1s 
ordered for delivery it is picked up 
by the locomotive crane and moved 
to the bulk head and deposited on the 
deck of a lighter. If the freight is 
stored some distance from the bulk 
head, it is reloaded on to cars and 
moved to the open docks and there 
handled by locomotive crane from the 
car to the boat. 

Hay is handled in a similar way to 
other freight, except that the weight 
of each bale is taken and the actual 
weight of the shipment is determined 
by a test and tally, when unloaded. 
A licensed weigher weighs fifteen 
bales of large-size, or twenty of small- 
size, and the averages ascertained. 
Hay is only unloaded as room on 
Dock 2 Hay Shed will permit, and 
cars which have arrived and are held 
at Croxton, are brought to Jersey 
City in their turn of arrival at that 
point; for instance, if there are two 
hundred cars of hay at Croxton, a car 
shipped today from one of your sta- 
tions, will not be moved to the Hay 
Shed until the two hundred cars 
ahead have been unloaded or other- 
wise disposed of, except the car is 
consigned and billed for Jersey City 
Local delivery. 

When a hay embargo is on and 
Jersey City Local is not included, and 
the shipper desires to ship to Jersey 
City for local delivery, be very par- 
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ticular to see that the bill of lading 
reads Jersey City Local and that the 
notation “Lighterage Free,” is not 
inserted. 

All cars for lighterage delivery are 
moved only on written instructions 
from consignees, except freight mov- 
ing on through export bills of lading 
consigned c/o Foreign Freight Agent, 
or consigned to Coastwise or inland 
points, c/o Coastwise Steamship Lines. 

Our Lighterage Dep’t., located in 
the Produce Exchange, New York, 
issues a form known as a lighter 
order, copies of which go to the 
Boat Dispatcher, Dock Foremen and 
Long Dock Office; the Boat Dis- 
_ patcher assigns the boat and arranges 
to have it placed at the dock where 
the shipment is unloaded and notifies 
the Dock Foremen of the number of 
the boat for each specific lighter 
order. When the loading to the boat 
is completed, the Boat Dispatcher is 
notified by the Dock Foreman and a 
tug is assigned to tow the boat to its 
destination. 

When boats (barges or lighters), 
are towed to the dock or piers in the 
harbor to which the freight is ordered, 
the Captain in charge notifies the 
consignee and freight is trucked, or 
unloaded on the pier from the boat. 

Barges are covered boats of from 
three to five hundred tons capacity. 
They protect property from heat, cold 
and inclement weather. 

Lighters are boats of from three to 
eight hundred tons capacity, with 
mast and boom for hoisting, operated 
by hand, winch or steam engine and 
are not covered. They are used prin- 
cipally for handling rough and heavy 
freight, if necessary property is pro- 
tected from the weather by tarpaulins 
or canvas. The cargo is carried on 
deck or in the hold. 

Steam lighters are somewhat simi- 
lar to lighters, except they move by 
their own power, similar to a tug and 
their capacity is about two hundred 
tons. They are used for quick 
service. 

Car floats are boats with tracks laid 
on the deck, on which cars are loaded, 
and hold from ten to twenty cars, ac- 
cording to length and number of 
tracks. either two or three. They are 
used for the interchange of traffic 
between connecting railroads and sta- 
tions having trackage vards. Cars 
are loaded to and pulled from floats 
by locomotives. in conjunction with 
float bridges, which are pontoons hav- 
ing tracks, and rise and fall with the 
tides. The car floats are fastened to 
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float bridges by chains pulled taut with 
winches. 

The Boat Despatcher occupies the 
same relative position in the Lighter- 
age Dept., as the train despatcher on 
a division, the only difference being, 
one moves boats, the other trains. 
He plans the loads for each boat ac- 
cording to destination, computing a 
sufficient tonnage for each boat, to 
keep down the cost of operation and 
avoid movement for boats over the 
same route. 

Boat runners assigned to a certain 
territory, follow each boat, to expedite 
the unloading and delivery and ar- 
range for a westbound load, if any, is 
to be moved from that or nearby 
piers. 

Boat demurrage charges are as- 
sessed, if boats are detained over 
forty-eight hours in loading or un- 
loading. 

On export freight and deliveries to 
steamships, consignee is required to 
furnish a permit from the steamship. 
company, providing for delivery 
alongside of the steamer at a certain 
date. If delivery is delayed beyond 
the time specified on the permit, 
steamship company will refuse to re- 
ceive the freight. This action on their 
part is known as a “shut out.” It is 
necessary, therefore, to keep in con- 
stant touch with the location and 
movement of cars, so that they may 
be placed on the docks and handled 
to meet the permit date. 

Freight for steamship delivery, is 

usually effected direct, by means of 
hoists, from barges or lighters, to 
the vessel. 
Since the war began, orders have 
been given on such short notice, that 
very quick handling of cars have been 
made. We have received orders for 
as high as seventy-five carloads in the 
afternoon, for delivery to one steam- 
ship before noon the following day 
and the New York Terminal & Light- 
erage Dept. is very proud of its rec- 
ords in this respect. There has not 
been a shut out for months. 

Westbound freight picked up, by 
barges and lighters at the various 
docks and steamship sides in the har- 
bor, is handled along the same lines. 

The shipper advises the Lighterage 
Dept. to send a boat for one or more 
carloads of lighterage free freight. 
The boat captain or a checker re- 
ceives and tallies the freight to the 
boat, signing for the property to the 
shipper or the steamship company, but 
does not sign the bill of lading. 

The bill of lading and shipping 
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order, is brought with the freight to 
Jersey City or Weehawken docks and 
is there unloaded from the boat and 
checked to cars. The car number is 
inserted on the bill of lading and 
shipping order and signed by the 
Agent at Long Dock. Bill of lading 
is then mailed to the shipper. Often 
a bill of lading covers a large number 
of packages requiring a number of 
cars. It also frequently happens that 
several boats are required to handle 
the freight from a steamship pier to 
the Jersey City or Weehawken docks. 

High class and perishable freight, 
is loaded to cars the same night and 
moves out in trains 87 or 77. 

Coal is handled at Weehawken and 
Undercliff, on piers over what are 
known as coal trestles. The hoppers 
are opened and the coal falls through 
chutes leading direct to the coal 
boats. 

Grain is handled through the ele- 
vator at Jersey City. During the past 
year nearly all grain has been un- 
loaded, practically, from cars to 
ocean steamers, through so called ele- 
vator legs or pipes. 

Live Stock for New York is un- 
loaded into the Jersey City Stock 
Yards, and delivered by the Jersey 
City Stock “Yards on cattle boats; 
constructed with pens, to the various 
consignees in the harbor. 


ERIE FARM SPECIAL. 

In co-operation with the New York 
State College of Agriculture at Cornel} 
University, Ithaca, the Erie R. R. ran 
a special of three cars, including an 
exhibit car and a demonstration car, 
over its lines in Western New York. 

The special started from Corning 
Tuesday morning, April 13, and made 
half-day stops at principal stations 
on the Rochester Division. 

Many farmers visited the cars to 
discuss problems with the professors 
in charge. Some brought samples of 
soil, to be tested, and the professors 
showed the farmers how to make the 
litmus paper test and the muriatic 


acid test, to determine the presence . 


of lime in the soil. 

The Cohocton Valley, through 
which the Rochester Division runs, is 
famous for its potatoes. The farmers 
there have profited by the help given 
them through special trains, and ex- 
terision schools, and some of them 
are now growing as high as 400 
bushels of potatoes to the acre. 

The Farm Special was then run 
into Buffalo, and on April 15th, 16th 
and 17th, stops were made at im- 
portant places on the B. & S. W. 


There was a large attendance at 
these stops and the farmers showed 
great interest in the work. 

At Hamburg Farm, Bureau Agent 
Markham met the Special with his 
automobile and took some of the 
professors out to look over a few 
farms in that vicinity. 

At Cherry Creek, several of the 
party went out to inspect some of 
the muck lands of the old Conewango 
Swamp, which are now under devel- 
opment. A large quantity of onions 
will be grown there this year. 

Farm Bureau Agent Rogers of 
Chautauqua Co., met the party here 
and accompanied the Special through 
his county. 

Other stops were made at James- 
town, Randolph and Little Valley. 
Everywhere, the farmers were glad 
to take advantage of the opportunity 
offered to secure the advice of the 


able professors on the special. The 
professors were: A. Hopper of 
the Department of Animal Hus- 


bandry; J. H. Barron, Specialist in 
Feld Crops; W. W. Warsaw, Specia- 
list in Soils and Drainage, and C. O. 
DuBois, of the State School of 
Agriculture at Alfred, N. Y. 

Mr. W. A. Bonsteel, of the U. S. 
Dept. of Agriculture, joined the party 
at Jamestown 

All expressed their appreciation of 
the effective way in which the Erie 
was co-operating, to enable the 
farmers to benefit by the study, re- 
search and experimental work of 
those in charge of the agricultural 
extension work, which is showing ex- 
cellent results throughout the State.

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THE RAILROAD AND THE RAILROAD MAN. 


An Address Delivered Before the Railroad Men’s Improvement Society 
Semi-Monthly Meeting, Held at the Meridian Club Headquarters, 
New York City, April 22, 1915, by Mr. D. W. Cooke, 
Vice-President and General Traffic Manager, 

Erie Railroad Company. 


N unusually entertaining and in- 
structive meeting of the Railroad 
men’s Improvement Society, was 

held at the headquarters of the 
Meridian Club, 90 West Street, New 
York City, on the evening of April 
22nd, last. 

An enjoyable dinner added pleasure 
and interest to the gathering, which 
was concluded by an address, deliv- 
ered by Mr. D. W. Cooke, Vice-Presi- 
dent & General Traffic "Manager of 
the Erie Railroad Company. It was a 
characteristic oration, given in Mr. 
Cooke’s best style, and was intensely 
interesting because it related 'to the 
railroad and railroad man, a topic 
which, in the hands of so impressive 
a speaker as Mr. Cooke, who knows 
the game from A to Z, was so ably 
discussed, as to hold the interest of 
his auditors from beginning to end. 

Not the least pleasing feature of the 
meeting, was the address of welcome 
given the principal speaker, by Mr. 
D. W. Bigoney, Treasurer of the Erie 
Railroad Company, who, in introduc- 
ing Mr. Cooke, prefaced his remarks 
with the following, from the Bible: 

“Old things are passed away; 

Behold all things are Become New.” 

and #Cor. a5 17. 

Then Mr. Bigoney went on: 

The truth of this Biblical quotation 
is particularly illustrated in the 
changes in the great railroad world. 
The philosophy of the famous Mrs. 
Partington was against odious com- 
parisons; but one of her proverbs was 
that “comparisons are odorous.” If 
there is justification for comparisons, 
it is in considering the railroad busi- 
ness today with that of only a few 
years ago. 

To meet the ever-changing require- 
ments there was found in the railroad 
service the keen, alert and progressive 
man to fillthe needs. He was there to 
grasp and solve the problems, and the 
manner in which the big railroad men 


of today solved those problems is a. 


part of the fine record of the railroads 
in these years of readjustment in every 
department of their service. In refer- 
ring to former times, there is no dis- 
paragement to the zealous worker of 
those now bygone days who followed 
the customs of that period—using the 
implements and facilities in sight at 


the time; he is not to be criticized any 
more than we would censure the let- 
ter-writing autographically then, as 
against the use of the typewriting 
machine now. 

The changes of the past few years 
have brought into prominence in the 
railroad service a peculiarly high type 
of men, whose success in meeting a 
changed situation has attracted wide- 
spread interest and attention. The at- 
tainment of a material success to a 
high position of responsibility, with its 
emoluments, in a railroad career, or in 
any other business, may be acuom- 
plished at too great a cost. The man 
reaching a prominence through cold- 
blooded grasping effort, elbowing and 
jostling other aspirants with like am- 
bitions, has woefully failed in the at- 
tainment of real success. The highest 
accomplishment, and with it the great- 
est comfort, comes only to him, who, 
with deep sympathy for the efforts 
and struggles of his neighbor, and with 
a broad comprehension of what the 
other fellow faces, takes with him 
as he goes along to each point of up- 
ward progress, the admiration and re- 
spect of his associates, untinged by 
envy, unimbittered by jealousy—such 
a man may indeed view with gratifica- 
tion and satisfaction the measure of 
his achievement in reaching the zenith 
of his ambitions. 

A man of ideals, of admirable char- 
acter, irreproachable in life and con- 
duct, holding a high office with a Rail- 
road Company, and under the great 
stress of things, conducting the affairs 
in his charge with ability and faithful- 
ness; and in his relations with men not 
willingly being a party to injustice or 
unfairness, is a tremendous inspiration 


to every employe, and a most valuable 


asset to the Company he serves. That 
kind of an official gives an impetus to 
every ambitious effort for advance- 
ment, and commands the admiration 
and loyalty of his associates. 

The speaker of this evening is such 
an official, and that kind of a man. 

I first met him when he sat in the 
outer office at the entrance to a sanc- 
tum-sanctorum, where his shoulder was 
brushed in passing by the coat-tails of 
the mighty. It is a significant fact that 
those shoulders were efficiently carry- 
ing the trouble of that particular job. 
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Possibly his experiences then had 
something to do with a present official 
arrangement, where there is no un- 
necessary guardian of the portals, 
where there is an open door, and 
where within, business is expeditiously 
transacted with the courtesy and con- 
sideration with which big men conduct 
affairs. 


With the great ability, and the 
splendid personality of the man him- 
self, there could be nothing other than 
a successful business achievement. 


The Society has conferred an honor 
upon me—deeply appreciated—that of 
being privileged to introduce Mr. D. 
W. Cooke, Vice-President and General 
Trafic Manager of the Erie Railroad 
Company. 

Mr. Cooke chose for his topic the 
following subject: 


The Railroad and the Railroad Man. 


To us tonight, that portion of the 
world’s history which was devoid of 
railroads, is without interest. Our 
genesis was that old “Rocket” of 
Stephenson’s. Then things really be- 
gan, and the thing, the Railroad, has 
grown until it is a Collosus, that no 
one is capable of understanding in all 
its great undertakings, and whose fu- 
ture no one can foretell. 

It argues well for the handling of 
this giant in the days to come, that 
men like you are unwilling to merely 
draw wages for the day’s work, and 
are determined, if possible, to know 
what it all means. Don’t be discour- 
aged when I tell you, you will never 
know; but rather take heart from the 
fact, that your occupation affords one 
of the most fascinating studies in the 
whole world. It may be said, primarily, 
that by the investment of capital, a 
thing called a railroad has been cre- 
ated to transport people and prop- 
erty; a thing that must be account- 
able to its owners, and to the author- 
ized representatives of the people and 
property it transports. 

The right of eminent domain which 
is given it, is merely the application 
of the inexorable law of compensa- 
tion. “What will you have?” quoth 
God, “Take it and pay for it.” This 
thing is not a person, an individual 
with personal rights, although it is 
human enough to wear the fine trap- 
pings of wealth, or the rags of pov- 
erty, as the case may~be. It is a 
gigantic slave, that both pays and 
draws tribute, but for the most part 
it pays, and pays dearly. Its making, 
even in the earliest days, became too 
great for individual effort, so the cor- 


poration, the body without death, 
carried out cumulative dreams of its 
builders. 


The railroad, then, is a great ma- 
chine, owned by thousands of part- 
ners, who are, in a large measure, 
unacquainted with their property, 
which is worked by you and me. 


Broadly, the thing that concerns the 
world, is not what the railroad is, 
but what it does; and first it trans- 
ports passengers. 


True, the greater aggregate rev-- 
enue derived from freight traffic, 
makes the railroad officer, in many 
cases, regard the freight traffic as of 
greater importance, but those who 
travel, so greatly exceed in number 
those who ship, that the chief func- 
tion of the railroad, in the public 
mind, will be determined by the view 
of the majority who use it. It thus 
becomes personal. and is_ infinitely 
closer to the individual who travels, 
than when it has to do only with the 
shipment of his freight. 


Think of what the railroad does in 
its passenger service. It carries the 
workman to his job, the clerk to his 
desk, the business man to his office, 
the banker to his bank, the commer- 
cial traveler to his customer, the bride 
and groom on their wedding journey, 
visitors to their friends, show com- 
panies to their engagements, immi- 
grants to their homes in the new 
world, and transports parties of sad- 
eyed people, thinking only of the long 
box in the baggage car. It has made 
possible, in a large way, the personal 
intermingling of nations, and the 
country lawyer riding a few miles to 
his country seat, sits side by side with 
the holder of a through ticket to the 
Orient. Gentile and Jew, Teuton, 
Slav and Briton, are gathered in the 
railroad’s tireless car and transported 
as the errand or life’s work calls him. 
In the mail car ahead, the letters that 
a few hours before were dropped in 
boxes by their writers, in blind con- 
fidence, are being carried unerringly 
to each address, no matter where it 
may be. 


The crack express train, driven by 
the biggest and best thing in the 
shape of power, with mail, express, 
coaches, dining and sleeping cars, is 
not a mere blur on the landscape in 
the daylight, or a flash in the night. 
It stands for the railroad, the railroad 
that you and I work for, next to agri- 
culture, the biggest and most import- 
ant thing in existence. It is exhibit 
“A” in the definition of the word 
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“transportation,” which gives us a 
living world, instead of one that 
would otherwise be dead. 


Exhibit “B” is the freight train. It 
typifies the part of the railroad in the 
world of barter; and so essential is 
that part, that it is no exaggeration. 
to say that the very lives of the in- 
habitants of all of our large cities, are 
absolutely dependent upon it. A load- 
ed freight car does not mean to you 
and me an ugly brown box, bearing a 
name and a number in large white 
letters. We know it contains some- 
thing on which something else is de- 
pendent, and everything depends upon 
our transorting it. It may be flour for 
the starving people of Belgium, or it 
may be flint pebbles from Copenhagen 
for grinding cement at Chicago. It 
may be refined sugar for Cincinnati, or 
it may be salt for the Newfoundland 
fisheries. It may contain Pontianac gum 
from the Malay Peninsula, or agricul- 
tural implements for South America, 
for this is the world’s commerce and 
our part in it extends to the uttermost 
parts of the earth. 


Take a copy of the Official Classifi- 
cation and look it over. How many 
of us know of the origin of the great 
majority of the commodities there 
listed and their commercial uses? Our 
only hope is, when the time comes to 
move some of the things, we may have 
the opportunity to look them up, for, 
as a well known firm of law book 
publishers states in its advertising, 
“Tt is not so much to know the law, as 
to know where to find it.” 


Still, trade goes on, quite assuming 
that the railroad will be prepared to 
handle whatever is offered, and that 
the rate of transportation will be low. 

In this somewhat general idealiza- 
tion of the railroad, I have not, by 
any means, overlooked the element of 
Federal and State control, that has 
such an important part in the work- 
ing of the property. These are mere 
influences indicating conditions, more 
or less burdensome, under which the 
work shall be done, and placing cer- 
tain limitations upon, among other 
things, income. It will never be per- 
mitted to seriously interrupt the great 
scheme of transportation, which is to 
move persons and property, whether 
the railroads are owned by private 
capital or by the government. 


In the carrying out of work of the 
railroad, in the securing of its traffic, 
in the ceaseless toil of its operation, 
in the law, the accounting, the en- 
gineering and all of its various depart- 
ments, is found the heritage of 


The Railroad Man. 

An inquisitive little Irish woman, the 
wife of a British Army officer, once 
asked me what my business was. I 
told her I was a Railroad Man. She 
looked at me a moment with a puz- 
zled expression and said ‘What is a 
Railroad Man?” I confess I was per- 
plexed for a moment, for I suddenly 
seemed to feel a sense of unworthi- 
ness, but she seemed satisfied when 
I told her I was an officer of a rail- 
road. Many a time since then I have 
said to myself “What is a Railroad 
Man?” and my conclusion is, that he 
is any man who works for a railroad, 
whether he be Mike Benedetto, of the 
section gang, or the person who has 
the word President printed below his 
signature. No one knows it all. No 
one.can do-it all. The. Giant is too 
big, too unwieldy for any human being. 
to master single handed. It can be 
done only by the fine co-operation ef- 
fort of these thousands, each of whom 
tries to do his job well and is proud 
to call himself a Railroad Man. Again, 
the public view determines the name 
“Railroad Man,” in its general applica- 
tion. Were you to ask nine people 
out of ten what such a man is like, the 
description would, doubtless, fit some 
conductor in brass buttons or an en- 
gineer in overalls. Faith is strong 
where the object is seen, and those de- 
voted servants of the ticket punch and 
oil can, represent the visible action of 
the railroad man, to the majority of 
people. But, let us begin at the first 
impulse. The men who did the actual 
work of building the line, may not 
have been railroad men. They were 
laborers, contractors, and engineers, 
who, for the most part, left the job 
when it was completed. There was, 
doubtless, in the beginning a very 
limited general office staff, who started 
by getting together the necessary 
material to operate the line and pre- 
pare suitable freight and passenger 
tariffs, through the medium of which 
the Company’s revenue might be 
measured. They also prepared a sys- 
tem of accounts and appointed a 
Treasurer. These were the first rail- 
road men, and when the first passenger 
train was run, a real railroad man 
lifted the ticket window and took in 
the first money—not as a tax upon the 
public, but as a compensation for a 
service to be rendered. The report 
covering the sale of the ticket, was de- 
vised by and checked by a real rail- 
road man. The money collected was 
remitted to and disbursed by other 
railroad men. A box is brought to the 
station. A railroad man signs the bill 
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of lading, another makes the way-bill, 
another loads it in the car. At destina- 
tion another unloads it, another makes 
the expense bill, collects the money 
and remits it. Then, those indispens- 
able railroad men at headquarters, the 
patient, painstaking, accurate fellows 
in the accounting office, carry the 
transaction to its conclusion. The 
great machine is in motion, a mam- 
moth servant of mankind, ceasing to 
exist only when there are no longer 
any railroad men. Do I make myself 
plain? The railroad isn’t anything but 
scrap without us. We are the brains 
of the thing, the blood in its veins, the 
power that enables it to run and dis- 
tribute its millions. Do we like our 
job? Have we any occupation in the 
world, where the men engaged in it, 
from President to laborer, are as de- 
voted to their work as our fellow rail- 
road men? All are overworked, most 
are underpaid, but the feeling of per- 
sonal interest in “our line,” carries 
everything before it, and brings into 
railroad service a degree of devotion 
to the cause, that is unparalleled. 
Never was there a time when brains 
were more needed in railroad work, 
than they are today. I do not mean 
super-brains, for they are scarce and 
not always successful—but applied 
brains, willing brains, to know your 
job, and as much as you can absorb of 
what goes on around you. Balzac says 
“Mediocrity wages incessant warfare 
_against superior men,” and success is 
bound to attend persistent and well

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IMPORTANCE TO THE ERIE RAILROAD OF STATION AGENTS 
KEEPING ADVERTISING SIGNS IN GOOD CONDITION. 


OR several years past, it has been 

the policy of the Erie Railroad, to 

post Advertisements on its sta- 
tions. 

It is proper at this time to call the 
attention of all Agents to the fact 
that these advertisements are paid for 
by the concerns which they represent, 
and they are a source of considerable 
revenue to the Erie Railroad Com- 
pany. Every employe profits by the 
revenue thus obtained, just as he does 
from all other sources of revenue, 
which enables the Company to meet 
its obligations. 

The Station Advertising, therefore, 
is of great importance and should be 
regarded seriously by every Agent on 
whose station these advertisements 
are posted. 


No Station Agent, who has the 
Company’s interests at heart, will dis- 
regard the condition of these signs 
any more than he will disregard the 
condition of the station itself, or the 
Company’s property surrounding it. 

The fact that some agents have been 
negligent in seeing that these signs are 
always in clean and presentable shape, 
and even have ignored the fact, that 
often they are mutilated, or are found 
torn and hanging, as the result of be- 
ing beaten by. storms, has occasioned 
untold trouble and caused unneces- 
sary expense to the Company, while a 
little interest on part of agents in the 
way of applying paste, or reporting 
conditions promptly to their Station 
Supervisor, when impossible to make 
proper repairs, might save all trouble. 

The following letter, addressed by 
Assistant Superintendent A. E. Ruffer 
of the New York Division & Branch- 
es, to his two Station Supervisors, ful- 
ly covers the subject, and it is hoped, 
that all Station Agents throughout 
the line, will read and profit by what 
he says and asks, for the conditions 
that apply to the New York Division, 
are equally applicable to all other divi- 
sions. 


Jersey City, N. J., March 23, 1915 
Station Supervisors: 
Gentlemen: 


I desire to call your attention to the ad- 
vertisements posted on the walls of our sta- 
tion buildings. You undoubtedly understand 
that this enterprise of advertising is an added 
source of revenue to the ratlroad, and the 
neat appearance of the signs is a fundamental 
factor to the success of the business, con- 
sequently we must depend on our employes 
at the individual stations to give these ad- 


vertisements the necessary attention. 


It has been observed that sometimes an 
advertisement is slightly torn, and in the 
event. of not receiving attention immediately, 
it becomes so badly mutilated as to neces- 
sitate sending a man out to replace it, thereby 
incurring considerable expense, and it is 
desired that our agents make periodical in- 
spection of these advertisements, and when- 
ever they notice any one slightly torn, neatly 
paste it, and eliminate the necessity of the 
sign being ultimately renewed. 

I would suggest that you take this matter 
up at the next agents’ meeting along the 
proper lines, and impress them with our 
wishes in the matter, as I have no doubt 
that with their co-operation considerable 
economy canbe effected in this new enter- 
prise of revenue,

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Michael C. Roach. 


It was with very sincere regret, 
that the officers and employes of the 
Erie Railroad Company, learned of 
the death of Mr. Michael C. Roach, 
Superintendent of the New Jersey Di- 
vision of the Lehigh Valley Railroad, 
and a clever railroad man, who re- 
ceived his training on the Erie Rail- 
road and was an apt scholar. 

Mr. Roach died in St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Passaic, N. J., April 13th, 
and was buried in Paterson. 

The popularity of Mr. Roach mani- 
fested itself very shortly after he 
entered the Erie service. In every 
position he filled, the genial spirit was 
always apparent and he was glad to 
assist those who came to him for ad- 
vice and counsel. When he quit the 
Erie’s service, October 1, 1910, an ex- 
pression of general regret pervaded 
Erie territory. At that time he filled 
the position of Assistant Superinten- 
dent of the New York Division. He 
resigned to accept service with the 
Lehigh Valley Railroad. At _ the 
time of his death he was Superinten- 
dent of the New Jersey Division. 

Following is his record with the 
Erie: 

April 1, 1886, operator and time- 
keeper, New York Division; June 21, 
1890, transferred to train dispatcher, 
New York Division; June 13, 1899, 
chief clerk,, superintendent of trans- 
portation office; February 1, 1900, 
chief dispatcher, new York Division; 
February 5, 1904, trainmaster; Decem- 
ber 1, 1904, promoted to assistant 
superintendent, New York Division, 
Jersey City; October 1, 1910, resigned 
to accept service with the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad. 


John Richardson Lindsay. 


The Erie’ Railroad’ lost 4a’ real 
war horse, when John R. Lindsay an 
employe of the Westbound Freight 
Office, Jersey City, recently died. 

Mr. Lindsay was born at Bath, 
Steuben County, N. Y., March 17th, 
1840. At the age of 22 he enlisted in 
the Regular Army and was promoted 
to Lieutenant under Captain Delvin, 
and was with Sherman’s army in its 
famous “March to the Sea.” He was 
mustered out of service in 1865, at 
which time he held the title of Adju- 
tant General, having served in differ- 
ent capacities as Captain, Major and 
Adjutant. 

Immediately after he was mustered 
out of service, he entered the Erie’s 


employ, as Assistant Collector under 
the late Marmaduke Tilden at old 
Pier 30, N. R., where he remained one 
year, when he was transferred to the 
Westbound Office at Long Dock, Jer- 
sey City, where he worked continu- 
ously up to the time of his death. 
While in the Westbound Office, he 
held positions of Rate Clerk, Assisi- 
ant Chief Clerk, and in recent years 
had been Rate Clerk, Nights. 

Mr. Lindsay died at the age of 75 
years, of heart disease, after serving 
the Erie Railroad in a most loyal and 
faithful manner. He was a man who 
could always be depended on. Prob- 
ably the finest tribute that can be 
paid his memory, is to say, he was a 
general favorite among those who 
worked with him, and _ particularly 
those who were his subordinates.

SPEED IN MODERN WARFARE. 


Those of us who have followed with

“Big motor truck with a string ot 
light-artillery gun-carriages in their 
wake are to be seen moving along six 
to eight miles per hour.” * * * “In an 
hour after war was declared by France, 
more than 900 taxicabs and several 
hundred motor ’buses of Paris had 
been commandeered, and started trans- 
porting mobilized regiments to the 
frontiersy, 488 7 All olvese eee 
auto-racing drivers have been requi- 
sitioned on account of their skill and 
daring, to drive the leading French 
generals’ ‘motor cars.’ * *.* “Like 
hosts of ants, the Germans now poured 
into France; only unlike ants their legs 
are long trains of self-propelled ve- 
hicles, loaded with troops, guns, and 
the commissariat; in past wars five 
and ten miles per day was considered 
a fine rate of advance into the enemy’s 
country; today the German and 
French armies may move 25 to 40 
miles per day.” Why? Because mod- 
ern warfare means speed in action— 
speed in striking and speed in re- 
treating. The speediest combatants, 
provided that their speed is also 
coupled with endurance, win the battle; 
therefore, to conserve their endurance 
as much as to gain speed, the greatest 
of all wars, perhaps, in history is being 
waged with machines—the motor ve- 


‘hicle on land, and its consorts the aero- 


plane and the dirigible balloon. If the 
great conflict over the seas shall have 
spent itself in a year, instead of three, 
as Lord Kitchener has prophesied, the 
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self-propelled vehicle (next to all other 


agencies that must make modern war 
short) must be accredited as foremost 


in producing its earlier culmination.— 
Rollin W. Hutchinson, Jr., in The En- 
gineering Magazine. 


SENATOR MARSHALL’S NEW YORK STATE FREAK AGRICUL- 
TURAL AMENDMENT BILL. 


Albany, April 1—Among the freak 
bills introduced at this session of the 
Legislature, perhaps the one that has 
caused most merriment is Senator 
Marshall’s amending the agricultural 
law in various particulars. It might 
be described as a joke in every Ime. 
This measure is now before the agri- 
culture committee. While, of course, 
even its author doesn’t want it to 
pass, it will probably be allowed to 
come out on the floor so that the 
senators and assemblymen may laugh 
some more. The bill provides: 

Sec. 319. Only one price for a 
given commodity shall be lawful. A 
farmer desiring to change a price 
shall file a schedule before the State 
Agricultural Department, which shall 
go into effect 30 days thereafter, un- 
-less suspended by the commissioner 
at the instance of any consumer. 

No prices shall be increased, how- 


ever, except upon due proof, the bur- 


den whereof shall be upon the farmer, 
that existing prices are confiscatory 
of his goods and gear. In its discre- 
tion the commission may refuse to 
permit any such increase until a valu- 
ation by its engineers and accountants 
shall have been taken. In such val- 
uation the farmer shall have no credit 
for past profits invested in new fields 
or improved structures, but shall be 
allowed only original cost, plus bor- 
rowed money invested. 

“Commodity,” as used herein, in- 
cludes all grains, vegetables, live 
stock, dairy articles, Secepune sand, 
gravel and manure. 

Sec. 320. Every hired man shall 
work eight hours only a day, not in- 
cluding the Sabbath, and shall not 
recommence work unless he has com- 
pleted a period of not less than 18 
hours’ absolute rest and quiet. He 
shall not work on the Lord’s day nor 
on legal holdays nor on Jack Love’s 
birthday. 

Sec. 321. Every farmer shall shire 
one more hired man than his work 
requires. 

The only permissible exceptions to 
the two foregoing sections shall be 
periods of stress resulting from earth- 
quake, Halley’s comet or European 
invasion. 

Sec. 322. All wagons and all poles 
and double trees shall be provided 
with couplers, coupling by impact, so 


that the ‘hired man need not go be- 
tween the wheels of the wagon and 
the heels of the horses. 

All wagons shall be supplied with 
suitable brakes, grabirons, stirrups, 
and platforms of standard dimensions 
to be fixed by the commission. 

Sec. 323. All bulls, when moving 
on the highway or in unfenced areas, 
shall be equipped with a bell of not 
less than 50 pounds weight, a steam 
whistle and an electric headlight of at 
least 1,000 candle power. 

Sec. 324. Sheds shall be built over 
fields where hired men have to work 
in summer. 

Sec. 325. All field engines and ma- 
chinery shall be fenced in, all belt- 
ings shall be encased in metal hous- 
ings and all grindstones,. churns, 
hay-cutters, bull’s horns, and other 
moving parts shall be strongly en- 
cased in sheaths for the protection of 
hired men. 

Sec. 326. All barns, sheds, and 
other outbuildings shall in cold wea- 
ther be adequately heated and at all 
times shall be well lighted and 
policed. 

If a calf is delayed in arriving or is 
born dead the farmer shall instantly 
provide another cow whose calf shall 
be born that day. 

The commission’s inspectors shall 
weekly inspect all gasoline automo- 
biles. If a cylinder is missing the 
farmer must find it before he runs on 
the read again. 

Sec. 227. The right to mortgage 
real estate is a franchise reserved to 
the State. No farmer shall make any 
mortgage nor incur any indebtedness 
extending over a period of more than 
one month without the written ap- 
proval of the commissioner obtained 
upon petition and hearing and upon 
paying the State treasurer 10 cents 
for each $100 of such indentedness. 
Indebtedness incurred without such 
consent shall be void. 

To enforce this act a comni'ssion cf 
five persons shall be selected by the 
Governor with a view to placating as 
many shades of political opinion as 
possible. No commission shall, how- 
ever, be deemed disqualified by lack 
of previous political or other experi- 


ence. 
Sec. 328. This act shall take effect 
immediately.— 
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“DOC” PAYNE, PORT JERVIS.

DAVIS S. ROWE, 
52 years with the Erie. 
. (See Page 200) 
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' ANOTHER ERIE VETERAN. 

On May 1, 1915, Davis S. Rowe, 
Licket--Agent Jats Corry: Pa. com- 
pleted his fiftieth year in service of 
the Erie R. R. in this City, and 
rounded out fifty-two years of faith- 
ful and efficient service for this com- 
pany. 

Ins Janes (18612 ‘thes NoeYou Peake. 
(now E. R. R.), ran its first train from 
Salamanca, as far west as Corry, Pa. 
Mr. D. A. Dewey, of Columbus, Pa., 
donated site at that point and was 
largely instrumental in establishing a 
passenger station there. He became 
the first agent, although never active- 
ly engaged in railroad work. 


In 1863 Mr. Rowe was made acting 


agent at Columbus and remained there 
until May 1, 1865, when he came to 
Corry, Pa., and accepted a position 
at the freight house, as “over and 
short” clerk. Those were the days of 
early oil activities in this section of 
Pennsylvania, and Corry did a thriv- 
ing business from the start. Young 
Rowe made good and in November 
of same year was promoted to ticket 
agent, which position he has continu- 
ously held to the present time. 

The station at that time was just 
east of the present junction of P. R. R. 
and E. R. R., at Maple Avenue. In 
March, 1866, the new station was com- 
pleted and he’ moved into present 
quarters, which has been his office 
home for nearly half a century. 

When he came to freight house, Mr. 
M. C. Witbeck was freight agent and 
A. L. Langdon Chief Clerk. Mr. Wit- 
beck (now deceased), was afterward 
division supt. and later entered service 
of the Wabash Railway. 

Mr. Langdon soon after entered ser- 
vice of Penn. R. R. and was connected 
with the Empire Line for some years, 
and is now Traffic Manager of the 
Long Island Ry., with offices in 
Pennsylvania Station, New York City. 

Mr. Rowe, in early life, became pre- 
eminently a Corry man and, although 
urged at one time to accept another 
position with the passenger depart- 
ment, which promised rapid advance- 
ment in those days, decided, for per- 
sonal reasons, to remain in Corry. 

While Mr. Rowe has been tirst, 


last, and all the time, a staunch Erie ~ 


man, he has also been closely identi- 
fied with the civic life of Corry. For 
a great many years he has been prom- 
inently connected with the city schools 
in various capacities, and is still 
secretary of the board, and has al- 
ways taken a lively interest in all 
things of an educational nature. 


Although Mr. Rowe is considerably 
past the “three score and ten,” but 
few men in the service are more ac- 
tive, alert, and capable than he, and if 
any one doubts his efficiency or the 
appreciation of his superiors, they 
should see a personal letter written 
him recently by Gen. Pass. Agt. R. H. 
Wallace, which reads as follows:

I congratulate you upon the honorable 
record you have made and the success you 
have attained in your efforts to satisfactorily 
serve the travelling public. I congratulate 
the Erie Railroad Company upon having the 
benefit of your long, faithful and valuable 
service.

Following is the full text of Fire 
Inspector Reilly’s communication. It 
is published now, nearly two months 
in advance of the contests, in order 
that all interested may have a clear 
conception of the rules, and to avoid 
discussions and excuses when the time 
comes for the big assembly, which, 
through annual repetition, has become 
one of the most intensely interesting 
features connected with the Erie Rail- 
road, whose loyal employes and their 
friends turn out every time the boys 
get together, to encourage them with 
their support and applause. 


Mr. Reilly advises: 

The Ninth Annual Tournament of 
the Erie R. R. Fire Companies, for the 
new prize trumpet, will be held at 
ines N. Y., August 3rd and 4th, 

The rules and regulations governing 
this contest, in effect, are the same as 
prevailed in previous years, excepting, 
that water will be turned on but once 
for each team, instead of twice, as in 
former years. 

If any questions regarding the rules 
and regulations arise, which are not 
thoroughly understood, I shall be 
pleased to furnish additional informa- 
tion upon request for same. 

All companies taking fart in this 
contest, will send names of foremen 
and men by July Ist, they having pre- 
viously sent notification of their inten- 
tion to participate, in order than trans- 
portation may be arranged. 


Rules and Regulations. 


Ten (10) men will constitute a com- 
pany, and only that number will be 
allowed tu enter from any one organi- 
zation. Each company will be al- 
lowed to carry one extra man, who 
can be used in case of emergency.

Description of same as follows: 

Frame, iron; wheels, wooden, hubs 
of iron, 5 ft.

6 in.; Weight, com- 
plete with equipment, 700 lbs.; Hose, 
200 feet, standard cotton hose (4 
coils); Nozzles, two uncoupled from 
cart; Tools, hydrant wrench and two 
spanners. No other tools will be al- 
lowed. 


No person will be allowed to take 
part in the contest who is not a regu- 
lar employe of the Erie R. R. Com- 
pany. 

Upon assembling, each brigade will 
be given a number and it will be 
called in such order, as the judges 
may decide. 

All starts will be made from a point 
300 feet distant from a hydrant, at a 
signal to be provided for this purpose. 


NEW PRIZE SILVER TRUMPET. 
(Presented by Erie Railroad Co.) 


Upon reaching hydrant, connection 
will be made thereto, without cross- 
threads or leaks, 100 feet of hose laid, 
coupling broken, nozzle attached and 
water turned on to target, connection 
to nozzle to be made without cross- 
threads or leaks. Hose will be laid 
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straight, and free from kinks. Stream 
must hit the target squarely. 

At report of pistol shot, water will 
be turned off and a rest of five min- 
utes will be allowed. At the exfira- 
tion of that time, at a pistol signal, 
nozzle will be disconnected and re- 
turned to its place on the carriage. 
Coupling will be made to the hose 
that is left on the cart, hose replaced 
on the recl, straight and free from 
kinks. and cart r:'urned, with all tools 
in place, to the starting point. 

In the first part of contest, time 
will be taken from the instant starting 
signal is given, until further stream of 
water hits the target. 

In the second part of contest, time 
will be taken from the instant shot is 
fired as a signal to uncouple nozzle, 
until cart is returned to the starting 
point.

THE MOST ECONOMIC USE OF FUEL. 
By D. J. Madden, Supervisor, Locomotive Operation, Mahoning Division. 


T a recent meeting of the Erie 

Railroad’s Mahoning Division, 

Transportation and Mechanical 
Officers, Engineers, Firemen, Engine 
Hostlers and others, interested in the 
matter of fuel economy, as applied to 
locomotive operation, held in Youngs- 
town, at which there were more than 
fifty of the above named employes 
present, the matter of the most eco- 
nomic use of fuel, was the principal 
question under discussion. The pur- 
pose of it was to more fully establish 
the real value of “ONE POUND OF 
BITUMINOUS COAL,” in order that 
coal may be in the future, computed 
in pounds, rather than in tons, as has 
been the practice in the past, by the 
men engaged in its application to lo- 
comotive service. 

This subject was presented at the 
meeting by Supervisor of Locomotive 
Operation, Mr. D. J. Madden, who 
displayed a one-pound block of Bitum- 
inous coal (in cubeform), explaining 


its heat energy, its cost on locomotive 
tenders and the number of miles it 
will haul a ton of freight on the Erie 
Railroad, when properly applied to a 
modern super-heat locomotive. 

The numerous sources’ through 
which coal is wasted is enumerated in 
the following order: 

The number of tons of coal con- 
sumed annually by the Erie Railroad 
Company, and the cost of same. 

The percentage of this coal wasted 
at coal-tipples, by over-loading ten- 
ders, so that coal falls off on the 
right-of-way and becomes public prop- 
erty, or poor track ballast. 

The percentage of coal wasted at 
ash-pits during the process of fire- 
cleaning, by dumping unconsumed 
coal in the clinker-pit and about all 
of which can be avoided by crews 
bringing their engines in after a trip 
or day’s work, with fires burned low. 
This also proves a_ labor-saving 
method, as well as reducing the length 


and to the Erie Railroad officials, = 
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of time necessary to handle the engine 
over the ash-pit. 

The percentage of waste, through 
leaky boiler-mudrings, safety-valves, 
whistle-valves, blow-off cocks, piston 
and valve-stem packing, leaky cylin- 
der-head joints, etc., all of which can 
be eliminated by proper shop prac- 
tices. 

“The percentage of coal wasted, due 
to lack of co-operation on the part 
of engineers and firemen.. Figures 
being shown from a recent test, where 
eighteen hundred (1,800) pounds of 
coal, was wasted through the pop- 
valve on a locomotive in less than one 
hour, all of which could have been 
avoided by proper co-operation be- 
tween the engineer and fireman; the 
engineer knowing he was to take sid- 
ing and failed to notify the fireman 
- to that effect; the fireman having his 
fire prepared for a long, hard run, at 
the time when side track was taken. 
The percentage of coal wasted, ac- 
count of improper firing, through the 
formation of black smoke, due to im- 
perfect combustion, and nearly all of 
which can be avoided by more intelli- 
gent firing and proper drafting of 
engines. 


The percentage of coal: wasted, due 
to lack of co-operation on the part of 
yard masters, train dispatchers and 
telegraph operators, in allowing heavy 
trains to be stopped unnecessarily on 
the main track, within yard limits. 
Recent tests showed the exact amount 
of excess coal burned, due to getting 
the train under headway after each 
stop. 


There is a total annual expense of 
more than three hundred thousand 
dollars ($300,000), being borne by the 
Erie Railroad, all of which is avoid- 
able through the method of increased 
efficiency on the part of those con- 
cerned in the Operating Department. 


The object of this series of meet- 
ings, now being conducted on the 
Mahoning Division of the Erie Rail- 
road, is for the purpose of putting 
directly before each individual en- 
gaged in the Transportation Depart- 
ment, the importance of the duties di- 
rectly assigned to him, and _ the 
amount of cost unnecessarily imposed 
on the Railroad Company, each time 
he fails to perform his duties in the 
manner designated by the Company’s 
rules. 


THE EXPRESSIVE HYPHENATED WORD CO-OPERATION. 


HE title of this article is 

an inexhaustible theme. Re- 

sults from work and effort con- 
tinue to point to the fact that, many 
of us, notwithstanding our good in- 
tentions, have not fully comprehended 
its value and importance. Failure to 
grasp the true meaning of the word 
co-operation, is due to the subtle sug- 
gestion of thought, that places us in 
the role of a hired man, instead of 
one of a great army of men, striving 
for the accomplishment of a great and 
common end, success. 

Let an Erie man be asked the ques- 
tion, what are you doing? “Working 
for so and so,” will invariably be his 
answer, which suggests the thought 
of being merely a hired man. The 
suggestion fixes the thought in the 
mind, of being merely a hired man. 
As long as a man believes himself to 
be none other than a hired employe, 
or man, he cannot co-operate with his 
employer in the attainment of co- 
operative results. 

Before this can be done, there must 
be a change of mental attitude. To 
the extent that, instead of saying, “I 
am working for so and so, I am work- 
ing with him or them.”

and grows, and the true relation of 
business to men, and men to business, 
is firmly and correctly established. 
If all officials and all employes 
could get this attitude, and cultivate 
it, the energy and spirit now spent 
in contention, strife and _ struggle, 
would go towards producing profit, 
better feeling and conditions for both. 
The constant and continued effort 
of the official, should be to change the 
mental attitude of the employe, that 
the latter may work with, and think 
with, instead of against him, which is 
a salutary state of being necessary, 
to pronounce wholesome and bene- 
ficial co-operation, in whatever be the 
task, and will be, likewise, conducive 
to the pleasure of agreeable associa- 
tion and benefit of both, and all con-

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THE ERIE’S DES MOINES, IOWA AGENCY. 
By P. C. Church, Agent, Erie Despatch. 


PRIL 1, 1896, Mr. W. C. Nason 

was appointed lowa State Agent, 

with headquarters at Davenport, 
January 1, 1897, Mr. J. P. Heffern was 
made State Agent, with office located 
at Des Moines, Iowa. April 16, 1906, 
Mr. F. W. Sharp succeeded him as 
Agent, Erie Despatch; July 28, 1908, 
he resigned and Mr. R. D. Williams 
was appointed. October 15, 1910, the 
writer succeeded Mr. Williams. 


The present force consists of an 
Agent and one clerk; its jurisdiction 
is confined to the southern portion of 
the State. 


Our principal ehathound tonnage 
consists of Packing House Products, 
poultry, butter and eggs, wool, grain 
and grain products. The westbound, 
of merchandise of all kinds, agricul- 
tural implements, machinery and 
building material. 


Because of the difficulty of contin- 
ing a statistical observation regarding 
the productiveness of this field, in its 
relation to freight traffic, within the 
exact limits of the lines designating 
the territory within the jurisdiction 
of the Des Moines Agency, I have 
chosen the more expedient method 
of covering the entire state so far as 
statistics are concerned. 


The state extends about 300 miles 
east and west, and 200 miles north 
and south, an area of about 60,000 
square miles, the Mississippi River 
constituting the eastern boundary, 
and the Missouri River, for the most 
part, the western boundary. The rail- 
road mileage within the State, is about 
10,000 miles. 

Within the territory are the follow- 
ing railroads: Rock Island, C. & N. 
WaiG. Ble Oo Ce Maestros CG. 
& W, Ill Central"M & St’ L and 
Wabash; also_ several interurban 
railways. The Erie Railroad can 
handle traffic to or from this terri- 
tory, in connection with the above 
lines, via all our western gateways. 

The topography of the State, like 
the adjacent sections of the adjoining 
states, is generally rolling prairie, in- 
tersected here and there by hilly 
woodlands along the many never- 
failing, splendid rivers, which pene- 
trate every part of the State. On the 
eastern side they slope toward the 
Mississippi. In the northeastern 
corner they are high and rocky, while 
in the central section on the divide 
between the two great rivers, there 


are vast stretches of quite level and 
very productive prairie land. 

The hilly portions are, also, for the 
most part, quite productive. Com- 
mon consent, said to be based upon 
authentic official and  semi-official 
findings, credit Iowa with a larger 
area of highly productive soil, like- 
wise with less waste or non-produc- 
tive land, than any other state. 

There is scarcely any waste land 
in the State now, because of swamps, 
since these have, for the most part, 
long since been successfuly drained 
by systems supervised and perfected 
by the State. The highest elevation 
or altitude within this rich domain, 
near Alta (hence the name of the 
town), in Buena Vista County, well 
up in the northwestern part of the 
State, is about 1,500 feet above sea 
level. 

In ‘the northern portion there are 
numerous small lakes, which are of 
sufficient size to make them ideal 
pleasure resorts; well stocked with 
fish and beautifully fringed by high 
woodland shores; amongst them are 
Spirit Lake, Okobogi, Storm Lake 
and Clear Lake. Then, along the 
eastern and western borders, are the 
Mississippi and Missouri Rivers, 
whose environs, in many _ sections, 
afford splendid resort ground, while 
along the Des Moines, Cedar and 
Iowa Rivers, in the interior of the 
state, there are, also, many scenic 
sections of enticing natural beauty, 
which, in many instances, are utilized 
as summer camping grounds. 

Iowa, primarily and chiefly, is an 
agricultural state. It also ranks high 
among the western states in manu- 


facturing interests. The _ principal 
manufactured products are, agricul- 
tural machinery, Portland Cement, 


gypsum, drain tile, sewer pipe, brick 
and lumber. It has extensive meat 
packing plants, cereal mills, large 
storage houses for handling poultry, 
butter and eggs, creameries and can- 
neries. The mining of bituminous 
coal, of a good quality, in a large 
field, covering about 20,000 square 
miles in the central and southern 
portions of the State, is an important 
industry. Lead and iron ore are 
mined in the most undulating portion 
of the northeastern part of the state, 
while that section is also rich in 
building stone, such as lime, dolomite, 
sand and marble, fire and potters 
clay, besides an abundance of lime 
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and plaster of a high quality. While 
there are no large industrial interests 
or plants in the territory of this 
agency, to furnish a heavy tonnage 
from one or more great centers, as 
is the case in some of the older and 
better developed fields, there are, 
however, numerous small factories 
and other industries producing a 
heavy tonnage, consisting chiefly of 
Agricultural Implements, Machinery, 
Cement, Clay Products, Grain, Grain 
Products, Meats, Dairy Products, in- 
cluding poultry and eggs, and canned 
goods, constituting, collectively, a 


large outbound freight traffic.

The principal cities in this agency 
are, Des Moines, Ottumwa, Marshall- 
town, Boone, Oskaloosa, Creston, Red 
Oak, Atlantic, Newton, Grinnell, Fair- 
field, Centerville, Shenandoah, Web- 
ster City and Washington, and are 
important to the Erie, from a revenue 
standpoint, both inbound and out- 
bound. 

Some of the larger cities ot the 
State are growing in population at a 
moderate rate, notably Des Moines, 
Waterloo, Mason City, Cedar Rapids, 
Davenport, Sioux City and Fort 
Dodge. Some of the others, such as 
Dubuque, Clinton, Burlington, Keo- 
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kuk, Ottumwa and Council Bluffs, are 
just about holding their. own. The 
cities and towns showing the largest 
increase in population during the past 
decade are those where new and 
large industries have been located: 
for instance: agricultural implement 
manufacturing in Waterloo, Portland 
Cement and other clay products in 
Mason City, gypsum and cereal pro- 
ducts in Fort Dodge, while at Des 
Moines, Davenport and Cedar Rapids, 
there has been a general expansion of 
varied industrial interests. Sioux 
City has large wholesale establish- 
ments supplying the northwest terri- 
tory. 

The corn crop in 1914 amounted to 
363,689,600 bushels, worth approxi- 
mately $200,000,000 and including all 
the principal grain crops, oats, wheat, 
barley and rye, the State still ranks 
first over all States in the aggregate 
value of the above five principal field 
crops. These five, including its hay 
crop, in 1914, as was stated in the 
foregoing paragraph, are valued at 
$465,793.419; Illinois second with 
$314,357,000 for the same six crors; 
Kansas third, with $283,290,000. Iowa 
ranks first with its oat crop at 172,- 
696.000 bushels, worth about $60,- 
000,000; its wheat crop was 15, 7202 
680 bushels, barley 11,423,310 bushels, 
potatoes 9,540,680 bushels; and hay 
5,094,650 tons. 

In poultry and dairy products, the 
State ranks well with the largest pro- 
ducing States. In 1914 the output 
was worth about $100,000.000. 

While Iowa is not generally recog- 
nized as an apple State, the annual 
apple crop is of greater value than 
that of any of the Pacific Coast and 
Mountain States, and only New York, 
Pennsylvania, Michigan and Missouri 
lead in this respect. 

The value of the Towa corn crop for 
1914 was about $11,000.000 in excess 
of that of Illinois, which ranks sec- 
ond as a corn producing State, and 
Iowa’s oat crop was about $12,000,- 
000 above that of Illinois, which is 
also second. Illinois had a larger 
acreage of corn last year than Iowa, 
but the average yield per acre in 
Iowa was thirty-eight bushels, while 
the Illinois yield was but twenty-nine 
bushels per acre. The general aver- 
age yield of corn per acre for the 
United States, as a whole last year, 
was only twenty-eight, and eight- 
tenths bushels per acre. lIowa’s oat 
yield rer acre was thirty-three bushels, 
while in Illinois the yield was twenty- 
nine and three-tenths bushels, and the 
average yield for the entire United

States was twenty-nine and seven- 
tenths bushels per acre. It is- said, 
that Iowa soil produces annually 
more wealth than all the world’s gold 
mines combined; no other equal area 
has so many prosperous people as 
Iowa. The value of Iowa farm prop- 
erty is equal to one-tenth of all the 
farm property in the United States. 
Despite this great annual produc- 
tion, farming is carried on in such an 
extensive way in Iowa that it does 
not as yet in hardly any line approach 
more than haphazard surface work, 
and only the surface, as we might say, 
has been scratched. Thus the pos- 
sibilities of the future of Iowa, as a 
producing commonwealth, when her 
matchless natural advantages are 
more fully utilized as they will be 
from year to year, corresponding with 
the rise of value of its lands, are dif- 
ficult to realize at this time. Gener- 
ous returns are certainly in store for 
more thorough and systematic cultiva- 
tion, or so called intensified farming 
in Towa. The application of European 
methods, in even a modified way and 
the paralleling these more intense ef- 
forts in rural pursuits, with just as 
pronounced intensity in industrial ex- 


pansions, would result in making 
Iowa the nearest ideal domain of 
the world. Factories are needed in 


the State, since these would bring in 
more consumers for the great surplus 
production, which must now seek out- 
side markets. 


The State itself is now one of the 


greatest markets for outside factory 
products. 
perity, the people are liberal buyers. 
The grand total annual output of Iowa 


Owing to its general pros-. 


factories, is but $400,000,000 and seven- 
ty-five per cent. or more of this out- 
put, according to authentic informa- 
tion, is either of such character or for 
other natural reasons sold or marketed 
outside of the State. 


Iowa has some notable features in 
the manufacturing line; the largest 
cereal mills in the world, the most 
extensive clay products industries, 
and is the center for pearl button 
making. It manufactures sixty per 
cent. of the washing machines in the 
United States, has the greatest hydro- 
electric plant on earth, makes more 
chocolate candy than any other state; 
has the largest proprietary medicine 
factory and has one of the largest ex- 
clusive calendar factories in the 
United States. Besides these, it has 
large furniture, broom, macaroni, sash 
and door, cream separator and hay- 
tool factories; also six shoe factories, 
three fountain pen factories, 200 milk 
product factories, (including cream- 
eries), thirty packing houses, seventy- 
five flour mills; factories manufactur- 
ing agricultural implements, mining 
machinery and tools; carpenter tools, 


work garments, gloves and other 
clothing, jewelry, flavors, extracts, 
soaps, brushes, steel cars, tractors, 


traction engines, dredgers, road mak- 
ing machinery, paints, oils, carriages, 
auto trucks, automobiles, wagons, etc.

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THE OLD ENGINE “ESSEX.” 


The ancient and honorable engine 
called “Essex,” was undoubtedly 
named after Essex County, New 
Jersey. 

Te tae 4 was built at Newark, 
Essex County, N. J., in 1838, in a 
part of which is now the Hughes & 
Phillips Iron Works. 

The late Mr. John M. Phillips was 
at the time apprenticed to Seth 
Boyden, an inventor, whose abilities 
-are well-known in the world of me- 
chanics, he having been the inventor 
of that most valuable and useful metal 
known as Malleable Iron. Seth Boy- 
den also invented Patent Leather and 
built the first outside connected loco- 
motive in America, using the crank 
axle. 


The photograph, from which the 


picture appearing on opposite page, 
was taken, was evoluted from an 
original drawing, loaned by Mr. 
Franklin Phillips, whose father helped 
build the engine. 

The elder Mr. Phillips took great 
pleasure in telling the story of the 
first trip of the “Essex” to Morris- 
town, N. J., on July 4, 1838. 

There was-no spark arrestor on the 
engine, and many hay fields, as well as 
several dwellings, were set afire and 
the resultant damage suits almost 
bankrupted the Morris & Essex Rail- 
road, now a part of the D., L. & W 
Railroad. 

The engine was a pronounced suc- 
cess. The valve gear shows a con- 
struction similar to the “Walschaert,” 
which, at the present time, is used on 
some types of locomotive. 


ECONOMY SCHEME ON THE ERIE R. R. 
From the “Railway Review.” 


HE Erie Railroad, through the in- 

telligence and diligence of its of- 

ficers and staff charged with the 
responsibility of locomotive operation, 
has long since earned for itself an en- 
viable ‘reputation in the matter of 
economical use of fuel—so much _ so 
in fact that one might suppose that 
its supervisor of this department 
would be satisfied in the keeping up 
of the pace to which the road has 
attained through the past five or six 
years of strenuous application to the 
subject. A scheme outlined in a re- 
cent issue of the Erie Employes’ 
Magazine by that valiant advocate of 
constant improvement, C. Hayes, 
under whose direction such remark- 
able results have already been 
achieved, shows that such is far from 
being the case. In fact it would seem 


that he has entirely put out of mind 


the achievements of the past, such as 
the saving of $30,000 on the fuel bill 
on a single division in a single year, 
and four years ago at that. Similar 
and even improved results must have 
been established on all divisions of 
the road long ere this. The Erie is 
to be congratulated in having a man 
in charge of this work known for his 
determination not to rest on his oars, 
however justified such action might 
seem to be. 

Mr. Hayes’ challenge to his engine 
crews is in the nature of a proposal 
that they strive to return to the com- 
pany through fuel saving and other- 
wise, though particularly by the 
former means, an economy represent- 


ing 6 per cent., a fair rate of interest, 
on the sum which the road devotes 
annually in paying their wages which 
amounts to about $4,117,500. This 
would amount to the very appreciable 
saving of $247,000 per year. At first 
blush, this figure looks large and al- 
most ‘impossible of achievement in the 
fuel bill alone, but he reminds them 
that were each fireman to save one 
scoopful of coal, 15 pounds, per engine 
mile, which does not seem at all an 
unreasonable accomplishment, the to- 
tal savings at the end of a year would 
be 337,500 tons—worth $523,125—more 
than twice the amount represented 
by the proposed 6 per cent. saving 
on the total of engine crew wages. 
Another deduction which he makes 
in issuing this challenge, and one 
which can hardly fail to leave its 
impress on the minds of the crews, 
is the conclusion which has been ar- 
rived at through careful investigation, 
that each of the road's locomotives 
discharge in the form of steam 
through-the safety valves, the equiva- 
lent of 7,000 pounds of coal per 
month, a total of 42 tons per engine 
per year, or 67,000 tons for the entire 
road during the same period, amount- 
ing not only to a loss of $100,000 for 
the road, but represents a correspond- 
ing waste of water and just that much 
superfluous work for the men in hav- 
ing handled those quantities of water 
and coal to no purpose. 

These factors have nothing to do 
with the quantities of oil and tools 
which every crew can economize on 
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without difficulty practically every 
day of their lives, nor of the tremen- 
dous savings that would result from 
more careful handling of machinery 
and equipment. When the enginemen 
of the Erie Railroad arrive at a reali- 
zation of the fact that the 6 per cent. 
Mr. Hayes asks for can be ‘saved 
through effecting actually less than 
40 per cent. of the economies he 
shows to be reasonable in the coal 
account alone, they must be indifferent 
even to their own best interests, not 
to give him a wholehearted response 
that. will result in more than meeting 
his best expectations. 


CONDUCTOR JACOB VOORHIS. 


Among the very popular Passenger 
Conductors on the New York Di- 
vision, is Jacob Voorhis, whose pic- 
ture is presented with this sketch. 

Conductor Voorhis represents the 
intelligent and discerning type of Con- 
ductor—the kind whose mannef and 
method of running trains appeals to 
and pleases the traveling public, rather 
than offending it. 

No one knows better than railroad 
officials, that a conductor can intluence 
business for a ‘company,.or he*can 
drive it away, as his attitude toward 
people may be. A polite conductor, 
who has the quality of being a gentle- 
man, always having in mind the com- 
fort and rights of his passengers and 
goes out of his way to show it, is a 
business getter. On the other hand, a 
conductor, who carries the everlasting 
grouch into his train, disregards the 
rights of his passengers and acts as 
though: he were bestowing a special 
privilege on those who buy tickets and 
ride with him, by allowing them to 
ride, drives away patronage, estab- 
lishes a bad name for his company and 
a worse one for himself. 

Conductor Voorhis is a gentleman, 
in or out of his uniform, and bears 
such a fair name among commuters 
and holders of trip tickets, that he is 
a sign of good cheer, when he enters 
the doors of his cars. He is one ot 
many Erie Conductors that set an 
example to his fellows, and didn’t miss 
his calling, when he joined the Erie 
forces. 

Many pleasant stories are told of 
how Conductor Voorhis handles his 
passengers, all of which reflect credit 
on him and hold friends for the Com- 
pany. He is particularly solicitous 
for the. welfare of women, children 
and old people, never allowing them 
to climb aboard his trains, if he is 
within reach to assist them, and he 
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never orders his trains to start, if he 
sees a person running to catch them, 
if they are within a reasonable dis- 
tance away. 

Conductor Voorhis was born at 
River Edge, N. J., March 31, 1867, and 
entered the Erie service in September, 
1888,. .as: Passenger. Trainman..aw 
September, 1891, promoted to Freight 
Conductor. Between March, 1888 and 
September, 1891, he flagged for Con- 
ductors John Tyrrell and George Car- 
penter on the Way Freight running 
from Jersey City to Goshen and Pine 
Island and the Jersey City ‘Pickup.” 
In March, 1893, he was promoted to 
Passenger Conductor, . Main Line. 
For the past 19 years he has been 
running Trains 103 and 118, formerly 
105 and 114, between Jersey City and 
Waldwick, N. J.

About 1904 he served as Train- 


master at Port Jervis and Jersey 
City for 2 years, later going back to 
his train. 

He is a member of Pavonia Di- 
vision, No. 490 of Jersey City and for 
3 years was Local Chairman of the 
Committee. 

His brother, Calvin, is an Engineer 
on the New Jersey & New York Rail- 
road, running a “Red Spot” Engine, 
and he has two brothers on the Penn-

Governor McCullough died at his late 


home, number 88 Park Avenue, Ab 


York City, on Saturday, May 29th, 
his eightieth year. Memorial aon 
was conducted on the morning of 
June 2nd, after which funeral service 
was held at North Bennington, Ver- 
mont, at which place Governor McCul- 
lough had a fine home, also. 

It may be said of Governor McCul- 
lough that he was a man of large 
heart, keen sympathies and sunny na- 


ture. He gave liberally of charity 
and in the quiet, unostentatious man- 
ner, characteristic of all generous na- 
tures. His tall figure, crowned with 
a wealth of snowy, white hair, was a 
conspicuous one about Erie headquar- 
ters, and none will be missed more 
than he. 

Those who knew Governor McCul- 
lough intimately best appreciated his 
high qualities of manhood. He was 
absolutely unassuming, very easy to 
please, seldom found fault and had the 
fine trait of accepting things as they 
occurred, and without complaint. 


Following is his biography: 


Born at Newark, Delaware, in 1835. 
Entered railroad service December 
10, 1874, since which he had been 


consecutively, December 10, 1874, to 
April 12, 1883, Vice-President Panama 
Railroad; April, 1883 to April, 1888, 
President same road; 1873 and 1874, 
director "Central: Vermont Railroad; 
1877. to 1883, Vice-President, Ben- 
nington & Rutland Railroad; 1883 to 
1893, President same road; 1884, 
President; sprovtem, NiucY. Ge EB. & Ww: 
Railroad; September, 1890, and for 10 
years, President Chicago & Erie Rail- 
road; 1893 to 1896, Receiver, Chicago 
& Erie. Later he was Vice-President, 
Tioga Railroad, and Vice-President, 
Chicago & Erie.

The directors of the Erie Railroad Com- 
pany, inspecting its system, and now entering 
upon the line of the Chicago and Erie Rail- 
road, the object of his special interest, have 
just received with deep_regret, announcement 
of the death in New York, yesterday, May 
eet of. théir late associate, John G. McCul- 
ough. : 

For more than thirty years Governor Mc- 
Cullough had participated in the management 
of the Erie properties and by his wise and un- 
failing counsel and co-operation, had con- 
tributed, powerfully, to their conservation and 
upbuilding. 

The influence of his broad and_ generous 
sympathies, not only had_impressed his im- 
mediate associates in the Board, but also, to 
an extent quite unusual, had reached out gen- 
erally through the entire Erie organization, 
which will share in the sense of loss of a 
kindly friend and a sagacious adviser. 

Honored in the four States, in which he 
found a home and prominent. place, he 
had attained highest distinction in Vermont, 
the State of his final abode, which, with char- 
acteristic and affectionate ‘loyalty, he served 
as_ citizen and Governor. 

His full and well rounded life, now ended 
in peace and honor, deserves and receives the 
just ecomiums of the public and his associates, 
in his many spheres of activity. 

Appropriate ecoeson will be made upon 
the lines of the Erie System, and a copy of 
this minute will be published, and communi- 
cated to the family of Governor McCullough, 
in assurance of sincere esteem and of re- 
spectful sympathy.

HONORABLE CAREER ENDED. 


The subject of this sketch was born 
in Windham, Pa., Oct 17, 1844. When 
in his sixth year, moved to Nichols, 
Tioga Co., N. Y., where he spent his 
boyhood and youth working on farms 
in the summer and in winter working 
in the lumber woods and saw mills. 

When in his twenty-sixth year, he 
came to Port Jervis and secured a 
position as fireman on the Delaware 
Division, making his first trip with the 
late John Kinsila, broad-gauge engine 
No. 370, hard coal burner. 

Fired as regular fireman for Frank 
Orce, David Wood and W. S. Carpen- 
ter, and was firing for the latter when 
sent out as an engineer, Feb. 10, 1879, 
by Master Mechanic John Van-Vech- 
ton. 


He ran first on probation, was per- 
manently promoted, June 1, 1879. Did 
no firing after first trip as engineer, 
Feb. 10, 1879. 


Mr. Gould was in continuous service 
until retired of his own accord, April 
e191 5: 

In the fall of 1882, he was sent with 
an engine from Susquehanna to Bing- 
hamton, to run on the D. & H. from 
Binghamton to Oneonta, as the Erie 
was sending large quantities of freight 
over that road to the Eastern States. 
He remained at that point three 
months. 

During the war with Spain, he ran 
what was known as the “Paper Train,” 
every other Sunday. Made the trip 
from Port Jervis to Susquehanna, cut 
off car for Scranton at Lakawaxen, 
filled tank with water, had two slow 
orders, one ten miles and one fifteen 
per hour, and made run from Port 
Jervis to Susquehanna, a distance of 
105 miles, in one hundred and eight 
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minutes, by conductor McPeek’s time, 
with engine 342. 

During the month of May, 1871, he 
was not called to do any work, account 
of the coal strike and, therefore had 
no pay coming on the June pay-day, 
which was a new experience. 

During 1902 Mr. Gould was sick with 
typhoid fever for two months, and 
again missed two more pay-days; 
otherwise he has drawn pay every 
pay-day during his continuous service. 

Mr. Gould made his first trip on No. 
5 and No. 6, August 18, 1899, and 
completed his service on No. 6, March 
31, 1915, having retired April 1, 1915, 
after serving forty-four years, six 
months and twenty-three days, in the 
Erie Service. 

Mr. Gould has two brothers, Joel 
and Joseph. The former was retired 
September 12, 1912, account of old age, 
while running an engine, and the latter 
is running trains 5 and 6 on the Dela- 
ware Division.

past forty-five years or more, during which 
you have worked continuously. . 

It must always be very gratifying to you 
to look back to nearly thirty-six years -ser- 
vice aS an engineer, to which position you 
were appointed June lst, 1879, and feel that 
you have a service of such length in a posi- 
tion, the duties of which are so peculiarly 
exacting, and which you leave with practically 
a clear record. You are to be congratulated 
upon reaching the age of seventy and having 
the record in Erie service, which you have 
earned, and trust you may be able to enjoy 
to the fullest extent, the rest to which you are 
certainly entitled.

He didn’t 
have to rush into a telegraph station, 
ascertain the ball score, and then 
spread the news to a lot of strangers, 
without charge. 

“But he did. 

“Tt was a little thing, but it meant 
much to the passengers. 

“No one, I think, thanked him; but 
the act was appreciated. He got no 
promotion from it, but he contributed 
to the pleasure of the journey. 

“T do not know that conductor’s 
name. 

“I might not recognize him if we 
met again. 

“No memorials will be raised to 
him, but he was thoughtful, and went 
out of his way to do A LITTLE 
MORE THAN HE WAS PAID TO 
DO.

TIME ON BOARD SHIP. 


Time in the navy is marked not by 
hours, but by bells, just as in the mer- 
chant marine. The system of mark- 
ing time by bells is very easy to un- 
dertand once it is explained. Every 
four hours;: 4; 8 and 212) o'clock, the 
ship’s bell is struck eight times. At 
the end of the first half hour after 
each four hour period, the bell is 
struck once, an hour afterward twice, 
and so on till the four hours are up, 
after which the preceding routine is 
begun over again. For instance, one 
bell in the forenoon is 8:30 o’clock, 
two bells, 9 o’clock, 3 bells 9:30 o’clock, 
etc. In the afternoon one bell is 
12:30 o’clock, four bells 2 o’clock, etc.

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THE APPRENTICE AND WHAT FACTOR HE REPRESENTS IN 
SHOPS TODAY. 


By H. L. Loucks, Machine Shop Foreman, Dunmore, Pa. 


HE railroad shops of today, are 

generators 

systems, which stimulate every 
commodity in existence, the world 
over. 

Therefore, the young man today who 
faces the proposition of apprentice- 
ship, with a determination of making 
good, and realizes the enormous field 
he must cover before starting on his 
own resources, confronts himself with 
a continuous succession of obstacles, 
which cannot be overcome, except by 
applying himself to every opportunity. 

The Machine and Erecting fore- 
men are up against these human prob- 
lems, almost continually, and to get 
results from the boys, have to study 
their actions, inclinations, likes and 
dislikes, which every boy is invested 
with, and from my _ experience, 
would not consider a boy, a boy, un- 
less he had some trickery and snap 
characteristic among boys out of 
their teens. | 

Now, the factor he represents, is 
each thread that is caught up in mak- 


ing the wheels of industry spin with a. 


greater velocity than in days gone by, 
by improvements in machinery, new 
ideas worked out by pursuing points, 
that have been otherwise or here- 
tofore, neglected, and a determination 
to be a man among men, are part of 
his ideals. 

The apprentice must be mindful of 
his part in a shop, his employer and 
the firm, under which he works. To 
apply himself is the key to his suc- 
cess, he must note the actions and 
advices given him by his foreman 
and high-grade men. 

I once noticed a lst year apprentice 
watching a journeyman grinding a 
lathe tool, and the seeming interest he 
was taking, led me to question the 
boy. He answered this way. “Well, 
that man is an old mechanic, and 
from the class of work he is doing, 
and the neat finished way it was 
turned out, I concluded there- was 
something in grinding of the tool, 
which I noted he watched closely, that 
had something to do with the fine 
work done by him. 

I encouraged the boy to be on the 
alert at all times, for those are oppor- 
tunities which pass unnoticed by the 
majority of boys and even men. 

My advice to boys are taken from 
experience, to be careful of their work 
and never forget that, however small 


of gigantic moving . 


the job may be, it is always a model 
of the same job many times larger. 

To be truthful to his employer and 
never try to lay a spoiled piece of 
work on another’s shoulders, for a 
foreman realizes that three or four 
years of experience is not crowded 
into the cranium of a first or second 
year boy, and expects a fair pro ratos, 
only, on account of the short time at 
the business. 

Boys are apt to loaf when foreman 
is not around. -How much better 
showing could an apprentice make, 
than to have his machine or bench 
clean, clear and wiped up, ready for 
the next job. When a locomotive 
comes in from run, is it not cleaned 
and scrutinized for defects? Many a 
flaw is detected with a piece of waste 
uncovering, a crack in any part of 
machine, which, allowed to go un- 
noticed, would aid in spoiling a piece 
of good material, or impairing the 
limbs of operator. 

Don’t undertake a job unless you 
have a fair conception of its outline, 
look over your print, if turning ma- 
terial and be sure of your length; see 
that both ends are faced before’ you 
touch the turning. Many journeymen 
of today will turn a job and face ends 
after. (For instance, an axle). Re- 
member, when a job like this is put 
back in lathe, it will always run ec- 
centric. Quite so on a planer or any 
other machine. A little time spent 
until you are confident of yourself and 
machine, will save many a “come 
back,” for if there is anything more 
humiliating to man or foreman, it is 
a job to be fixed up. 

In our shop this may come back 
once, but if it happens again, the ap- 
prentice is taken to task. 

Now, as to the value of an appren- 
tice. Supposing a boy gets 8 cents 
per hour, to start with. After educat- 
ing the boy in the preliminaries, I ex- 
pect the 8 cents per hour’s worth, plus 
a portion more, so on'the second year, 
with an added portion and the third 
with a decided change for a journey- 
man. I have second-year boys, that 
will make most journeymen sit up and 
take notice, and the third year boys 
I would not have duplicated for 
ordinary journeymen; but here I must 
add, that where a shop has an in- 
structor, such as» Dunmore shops 
have, a decided advantage is percep- 
tible. He is not a theory man, alone, 
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and not a practical man, alone, but a 
thero-practical man, personified, the 
results put into a shop, such as Dun- 
more gets, alone speaks of an inflence, 
not to be slighted. 

A boy is to be qualified before he 
enters, and qualified before he leaves, 
or he doesn’t reach the second quali- 
fication without some good, hard 
work. 

Boys should be wide awake to time- 
saving devices and conditions. All 
shops have not up-to-date machinery, 
but jigs may be made and are made 
in Dunmore, which add interest, as 
well as efficiency. 

A boy, to work out the best princi- 
ples, must not confine himeslf alone to 
the shops, to develop efficiency; he 
must be studious at home. Time 
spent in “movies,” cheap theatres, bad 
company, excessive indulgence in to- 
baccos and liquors, not only weaken 
the constitution of the boy, but creates 
a slovenly, sluggish brain, which can- 
not respond to daily duties, exacted 
for a day’s labor. 

Imagine a boy at seven o’clock in 
the morning, with his overalls on and 
tools ready for business. Ten chances 
to one he retired at a reasonable hour, 
and did not have to be called more 
than once; but when I see a boy 
standing at his locker, with one eye 
on the foreman and cannot find a 
place to put his foot into the overalls, 
I readily come to the conclusion he 
has been hanging out in some loung- 
ing room, until the rest of the sports 
go home, ‘and in the morning will have 
to have a steam whistle under his ear, 
or the bed turned upside down, to re- 
store him to himself again. 

Boys: cannot stand around, talking 
about girls, pool and sports and do 
justice to their work, for their minds 
are preoccupied and business for- 
‘gotten. 

Sports are alright, but sport flavored 
with things that runaway with the 
best qualities of the brain, soon tell 
and the boy that makes clean sport, 
will outdistance his associates with 
perceptive advancements. 

In conclusion, I may add sugges- 
tions, that will help boys in the works. 

Keep clean, then the surroundings 
are clean; keep neat, then watch the 
difference in your workmanship; 
don’t keep your eye on the other fel- 
low, for in the meantime your own 
work will get away from you; but 
don’t let the other fellow get some- 
thing over on you. Watch your tools; 
let a foreman see your machine tools 
and he can give your pedigree. 


Make every move count, for this 
life is the greatest game you will ever 
play in, and to get into the king row, 
don’t forget there are some good 
spaces vacant. 

Make system a hobby, then the rest 
will have to come. 

Be cheerful, there are many dark 
days. Don’t watch the clock; as, long 
as you do, the hands go the wrong 
way. 

Don’t watch the foreman, it is time 
spent foolishly, he is watching you. 

Don’t destroy your employers prop- 
erty; remember, its the firm you get 
your living from. All these and more, 
too numerous to mention, if carried 
out will add to your welfare.

As he advances his affairs, 
backed by staff, and operatives, and 
systems and records, and apparatus, 
and stock, and working capital, he re- 
sembles.a commander at the head of 
his troops. With such a relation to 
his fellow men, the administrator can 
no more make good the claim that 
his power means only business, and 
so get himself hidden from observa- 
tion in the moral world, than a city 
which is set on a hill can be hid. 
He must in spite of himself be some 
kind of a “Shepherd of the People.” 
His leadership is of many kinds rolled 
into one. There rests upon him the 
responsibility of trusteeship of his 
capital, leadership of his men, and 
statesmanship in dealing with the pub- 
lic interests—Prof. Edw. D. Jones, in 
the Engineering Magazine.

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THE ROCHESTER, NEW YORK AGENCY. 
By C. C. McCord, Division Freight Agent. 


HE most important city in the 
territory under the jurisdiction of 
this agency, is Rochester. 

On account of the diversity of pro- 
ducts manufactured, Rochester is of- 
ten called the “City of Varied In- 
dustries,” and a few facts in this con- 
nection may be of interest. 

There are over fourteen hundred 
manufacturing establishments, making 
over three hundred and twenty-five 
distinct commodities. 

It is the home of the Eastman 
Kodak Co., and is the world’s head- 
quarters for photographic goods and 
supplies. 

It has the largest thermometer plant 
in the world. 

It has the largest optical works in 
the world. 

It has the largest preserving plant 
in the world. 

It has the largest custom fur-tan- 
ning establishment in the United 
States. 

Rochester has forty-two shoe fac- 
tories, turning out, approximately, 
twenty million pairs of women’s and 
children’s shoes per year, at a value 
of twenty-five million dollars. 

The ready-made clothing manufac- 
tured. in = Rochester,” -amounts. ito 
twenty-two million dollars, annually. 

Sixty-five per cent. of the carbon 
paper and typewriter ribbons manu- 
factured in the United States, are 
made here. 

We have located, adjacent to our 
rails in Rochester, a plant, making 
the highest grade lubricating, trans- 
former and automobile oils, which are 
shipped to every corner of the world. 

One of the earliest factors in the 
growth of Rochester, was the nursery 
industry, owing no doubt to the re- 
markably fertile soil in the City and 
vicinity. It is from this industry that 
Rochester derived the name of the 
“Flower City.” It was called the 
“Flour City” years ago, during the 
palmy days of the milling industry in 
the East. In 1840 the nursery busi- 
ness began and has continued to 
grow, until there are now twenty-six 
nurserymen doing business all over 
the world, and there are five seed- 
men, whose lithographs are known in 
every general store and grocery the 
country over. 

Next in size to Rochester is 
Batavia, known for its agricultural 
implement industries. The larger 
portion of implements manufactured 


are shipped to foreign countries, in- 
cluding Russia, Siberia, Austria and 
France. 

The salt wells at Silver Springs, Le 
Roy and Rock Glen, on the Erie R. R., 
and the salt mines at Retsof and 
Halite, on the Genesee & Wyoming 
Railroad, connecting with the Erie at 
Caledonia, are very important, and 
contributed during the year 1914, over 
ten thousand cars of salt, from the 
highest grade of shaker salt, to the 
lower grades for commercial uses. 

The Rochester territory, includes 
the greatest potato raising section in 
the United States. New York State 
leads all other states in potato pro- 
duction and yields over forty-eight 
million bushels, annually. Of this 
amount, practically, a quarter are 
raised in the counties served by the 
Erie R. R., as follows: 


Allegheny, 1,631,123 bushels. 
Genesee, 1,217,791 bushels. 
Livingston, 1,438,699 bushels. 
Monroe, 2,796,728 bushels. 
Steuben, 3,279,953 bushels. 
Wyoming, 1,493,071 bushels. 

Total, 11,857,355 bushels. 

During the past shipping season, 
over three thousand cars originated 
on the rails of this Company in the 
Rochester territory, amounting to al- 
most two million bushels. 

One part of the Erie system, which 
is not very well known to many of 
our employes, is the Lake Keuka 
Navigation Co., operating between 
Hammondsport and Penn Yan. We 
have a twin-screw steel boat, the 
“PENN YAN,” capable of making— 
eighteen miles per hour, which is en- 
gaged principally in the passenger 
business. In addition to this, we 
have two side wheelers, the “YATES” 
and “STEUBEN,’ which are used 
for both freight and passengers, and 
the “SPRINGSTEAD,” which is ex- 
clusively a freight boat. This year 
the steam engines and boilers were 
removed from the ‘PENN YAN” and 
two one hundred horse power gas 
engines installed. Two new twin 
screw steel barges are being con- 
structed at Hammondsport, which will 
replace the side wheelers and give us 
a modern up-to-date fleet for the 
handling of freight and passengers. 
Lake Keuka is one of the “finger” 
lakes of New York State and is 
twenty-two miles long, with a branch 
ten miles long. Along the shores of. 
Lake Keuka are twenty-five thousand - 
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acres of grapes, which are packed 
and shipped by boat to Hammonds- 
port or Penn Yan, and thence by rail 
all over. the United States. 

The largest exclusive producers of 
champagne in the United States, are 
located in the Keuka District. The 
old vine-covered stone buildings lo- 
cated on the side of the steep slopes, 
with their cellars extending far back 
into the hills, where hundreds of thou- 
sands of bottles of champagne are 
stored, make a beautiful picture, sur- 
rounded by vineyards. These cellars 
consume thousands of tons of grapes 
annually, which are delivered to the 
various presses by our boats, as well 
as by team. Besides sparkling wines, 
various still wines are manuiactured, 
such as claret, port, tokay, brandy, 
sherry, etc. 

The Bath & Hammondsport Rail- 
road extends from Bath to Ham- 
mondsport and connects the Roches- 
ter Division with the Lake Keuka 


Navigation Co. Along the Bath & 
Hammondsport Railroad, are numer- 
ous wine cellars and large vineyards. 
The Curtis Aeroplane Co. is located 
at Hammondsport, and Lake Keuka 
is the testing ground for the Curtis 
hydroplanes which are famous the 
world over. 


The Rochester territory includes 
fifty stations on the Erie Railroad, 
extending over two hundred and fif- 
teen miles of railroad, besides two 
stations on the Bath & Hammonds- 
port Railroad and the various land- 
ings of the Lake Keuka Navigation 
Co. In addition to this, the following 
lateral lines are included: New York

The plant of the Staten 
Island Shipbuilding Company at Port 
Richmond, was reached shortly after 
9 o’clock, and the party was received 
by President W. J. Davidson, who 
had a very inviting breakfast in readi- 
ness for them. 

It may be said the most interesting 
feature of the occasion, was, the craft 
was christened by little Miss 
Frances G. Kemper of Dayton, Ohio, 
grand daughter of Mr. Bigoney, who 
has reached the proud age of 5 years. 
Before the christening, President 
Davidson presented Miss Kemper 
with a magnificent bunch of Ameri- 
can Beauty Roses, symbolical of the 


little maid, herself, and it was almost 
as tall. These she carried in her 
arms when she became sponsor for 
the boat. The roses are seen in the 
picture and one can easily see how 
large and beautiful a bouquet they 
made. 


After the breakfast the party ad- 
journed to the scene of the launching.

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ECONOMY AND EFFICIENCY. 
By W. E. Driscoll, Train Dispatcher Rochester Division. 


Economy. 

OU gentlemen, who were at the 

meeting at Avon a month ago, 

heard Mr. Hannifan review the 
subject of fuel economy, Mr. Ran- 
dolph read some interesting facts and 
figures regarding the cost of various 
tools, oil and other supplies, and I 
think the high cost of these com- 
modities was a revelation to most of 
us. Mr. Thurston also spoke interest- 
ingly of the cost per unit for electric 
power and the various ways in which 
economies could be accomplished in 
his Department by the economic use 
of electricity in the operation of our 
electric cars. 

While these three gentlemen are di- 
rectly connected with, and comprise 
the executive head of the Mechanical 
Department on this Division, never- 
theless it is also our Department, for 
the reason that it is not for any per- 
sonal gain that they have admonished 
you to use all means within your 
power to save money. As you know, 
any saving that is made will accrue, 
not to themselves personally, but to 
the Erie Railroad Company, and as 
loyal employes of this Company, we 
should, regardless of the Department 
in which we are employed, give them 
our hearty co-operation and support. 

Economy is one of the problems of 
the Twentieth Century and there is 
no question that has evoked more 
scientific study, discussion and deep 
thought during the past few years. 
Some of the brightest minds in the 
country have made its study and ap- 
plication their life work, and none of 
us, whether prince or peasant, rail- 
road company or industrial corpor- 
ation, but feel its far-reaching influ- 
ence, either directly or indirectly, in 
our everyday life. 

It is applied to our national, state 
and civic governments, and when an 
aspiring candidate for re-election re- 
views his previous record in office, 
he points with pride to the economies 
he has effected in his department, and 
if he has been an honest and con- 
scientious official and his record is 
a good one, he has played his trump 
card. At the present time if a man 
is a large manufacturer, he can em- 
ploy and call into consultation, the 
trained economist who will come into 
his factory and make a scientific study 
of his operation and methods, and by 
the installation of labor-saving de- 


vices, more modern systems of check- 
ing, accounting and other recommen- 
dations, which he will make, he is 
enabled to plug up the leaks and place 
the business on a paying basis, where- 
as before, under wasteful and hap- 
hazard 


methods, the balance was 
always on the wrong side of the 
ledgers eAs. Mr. }Hannifan. has. ex- 


plained to you in detail at previous 
meetings, this is just what Mr. Hayes 
is endeavoring to do for this Com- 
pany in economic locomotive oper- 
ation. 

Naturally, the skeptic will scoff and 
criticize and say these economic prin- 
ciples cannot be applied in everyday 
operation, but science has proved, be- 
yond any question of doubt, that they 
can be. You know that when Colum- 
bus first declared the earth to be 
round, he was called a fool, a fanatic 
and a theorist. The inventors of the 
submarine, the airship, the telephone 
and wireless telegraphy, all had to 
withstand the onslaughts of the critic. 


And you read a few weeks ago 
of the man down in Brooklyn 
who is credited with being the 


real inventor of the hydro-plane, and 
when he passed through the streets, 
even his own neighbors tapped their 
heads with unmistakable significance; 
and so it has been, down through the 
centuries to the present day. Yet, 
each and every one of these men lived 
to triumph, and so it will be in this 
case. The trouble is with we poor 
humans, we are slow to grasp or ac- 
cept a new idea or reform, in prefer- 
ence to a long established custom, so, 
naturally, the engineers and firemen 
are slow to acknowledge and put into 
practice the teachings of the Com- 
pany’s trained Economist in this De- 
partment. A few years ago when 
the “19” order was substituted for the 
“31,” in the movement of. inferior 
trains, many of our oldest conductors 
and engine men predicted disaster be- 
cause it had never been done on the 
Rochester Division before, and al- 
ready the proposed change in our 
next timetable, mentioned at the last 
meeting by Mr. Rockefeller, has been 
the subject of comment, much of it 
unfavorable. However, you who are 
skeptical now, will be the most en- 
thusiastic, when the change is made. 
These changes, like the economic 
teachings of Mr. Hayes, is simply the 
Twentieth Century law of progression 
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and it should behoove all of us to 
give them our hearty endorsement, in 
order that the ultimate result may be 
creditable to ourselves and to the 
men who are working hard to put 
them into effect. 

A fireman should, by close applica- 
tion and study, strive to earn the title 
of “scientific fireman” and endeavor 
to become a specialist in his chosen 
field. Remember, if fate so decrees, 
you will be engineers some day, and 
if you receive the encouragement, as- 
sistance and co-operation of your 
engineers now, not only in the appli- 
cation of these economic teachings, 
but in the study of the engine itself, 
you will be able to take your places on 
the right side, a high efficiency man, 
competent to teach others and well 
equipped to fulfil the responsibilities 
of that exacting position. 

In the study of economy, it is really 
the little things that count. How 
many of you ever stopped to figure 
out what the loss of one cent per 
day for each employe would amount 
to. There is, approximately, 40,000 
employes on the Erie System, and if 
each of us wasted only one cent per 
day, it would amount to $400, (enough 
to buy a Ford), $12,000 per month 
and, in round’ numbers $140,000 per 
year. 


Now, I wish, for the purpose of il- 
lustration, to briefly refer to a course 
taught in most of our schools at the 
present time, known as_ household 
economics. Its purpose is to give 
girls and women the scientific train- 
ing that will enable them to conserve 
and utilize odds and ends in the home, 
that without this scientific training, 
would be wasted. There is a saying 
in connection therewith that “a 
woman can throw more out of the 
back door with a spoon, than a man 
can shovel in the front door with a 
shovel.” No saying or maxim that 
has ever come to my notice, is more 
applicable to a railroad than this. 

All of us have a spoon and it is 
the little penny’s worth tossed here 
and there, thoughtlessly and careless- 
ly, that makes up the $140,000 per 
year, that I mentioned. This figure 
only represents a loss of one cent per 
day for each employe. A mere spoon- 
ful thrown out of the back door of 
the “Erie Household,” as it were, yet 


it is this wastefulness in little things,’ 


that keeps the entire Mechanical De- 
partment, Storekeepers, Road Fore- 
men and Master Mechanics, all work- 
ing overtime, with long handled 
scoops, shoveling it in at the other 


end.

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CLASS MEETING AT NORTH PATERSON. 


VERY interesting and helpful 

class meeting of Engineers and 

Firemen, was held on the N. Y., 
peor. Wik. Ro at Northebaterson, 
Sunday, June 6th, 1915.

Hayes, Superintendent of Locomo- 
tive Operation; F. H. Murray, Master 
Mechanic; G. S. Tillman and J. Coots, 
Supervisors of Locomotive Opera- 
tion; J. B. Quackenbush and J. W. 


Blackburn, Road Foremen of En- 
gines; W:; H. Steele and J. D. Raha- 
levee trainmasters; ~G. °W.-- Curren, 
General Yardmaster; C.J: Smith, 
General Foreman Outlying Points; 


Frank Perry, Roundhouse Foreman, 
and about thirty engineers and fire- 
men from the N. Y., a & W. and N. 
pete ING Railroads. 


Mr. G..S Tillman presided and 
called the meeting to order at 2 P. M. 
Mr. J. Coots was the first speaker and 
gave a lengthy talk about the theories 
of combustion, the importance of 
oxygen to the fire, the benefits to be 
derived from studying the book on 
“Good Firing’ and many _ other 
kindred subjects. Mr. Coots 
duced quite a novelty, by practically 
demonstrating to the audience, by 
the aid of test tubes, chemicals and 
other apparatus, the theories he was 
expounding to them. For instance, 
he showed how oxygen was iormed, 
what combustion was, the cause of 
smoke, etc. A stereoptican machine 
was also on hand, and by means of 
slides, the audience was shown the 
proper and improper methods of fir- 
ing a locomotive, waste through the 
pop valve, smoke, etc. 

Mr. C. Hayes was the next 
speaker and gave an interesting talk 
on “Fuel Economy.” He also spoke 
of the unfair legislation imposed upon 
the railroads by the Federal and State 
Governments, such as the Headlight 
and Full Crew Bills, pointing out the 
disadvantages of such legislation and 
requesting the employes to co-operate 
and do all possible, to prevent the 
enactment of such legislation. 

Mr. J. W. Blackburn and G. S. Till- 
man, also spoke, and the meeting was 
adjourned at 4.30 P. M. 

This was the first of a series of such 
meetings, to be held bi-weekly at 
various points on the N. Y., S. & W. 
R. R. While these meetings are con- 
ducted, primarily, for the promotion 
of “Fuel Economy,” many other sub- 
jects dealing with train operation, 
maintenance of power, service con-

ditions, etc., are, incidentally, brought 
up and thoroughly discussed. It is 
thought that, by continuing these 
meetings, great benefit will be derived 
therefrom by the employes and offic- 
ers, and in the long run react to the 
advantage of the Company in the way 
of better educated employes, more 
efficient service and savings in fuel, 
other supplies, maintenance of equip- 
TENT.

DANGER ELEMENT IN BOOZE. 


In Massachusetts, some months 
ago, an accident occurred in one ‘of 
the industrial concerns and the blame 
was justly laid upon a drunken em- 
ploye. Suit for damages was brought 
by the wife of the workman injured 
and the case was carried through the 
lower courts to the Supreme Court, 
where the Lower Court decisions 
were sustained, giving the plaintiff 
judgment for $20,000 against the 
owners of the plant where the acci- 
dent occurred. 

And the _ following © significant 
language was used in the Supreme 
Court decisions: 

“A drunken employe is a human parallel, to 
“the physical equipment, which may be classed 
as defective material, and cause injury to 
workmen. If one workman is injured through 
a drunken workman, the employe’s responsibil- 
ity does not lessen because of the intoxication. 


The employer whose defective equipment_ is 
the cause of the injury, is responsible. The 


employer whose drunken workman causes 
injury to fellow workmen, is also responsible.” 
Thus, a precedent is established 


which will be of assistance in further- 
ing the cause of prohibition. Every 
employer of workmen, and the work- 
men themselves, will learn that there 
is no wisdom in permitting the sale of 
booze, that can make a man incapable 
of being trustworthy. Nor will the 
decision affect only industrial con- 
cerns. The time is not. far distant 
when any employer who keeps in his 
service an employee, who is addicted 
to drink, or any liquor-using pro- 
fessional man, who is depended upon 
for service, must expect to be dis- 
countenanced and to lose out in the 
business world.

Prince Edward Island is virtually 
the pioneer in rural mail delivery 
among the Canadian provinces. Eigh- 
ty-six routes have been established in 
the island since the plan was under- 
taken in 1909-1910, 
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A “CRAMPTON ENGINE” OF 1847. 


A very interesting type of locomo- 
tive is shown in the picture on preced- 
ing page. It is known as the “Cramp- 
ton Engine” and was one of the prides 
of the Camden & Amboy Railroad, 
now a part of the Pennsylvania 
System. 


This engine was built at the Norris 
Works, about the year 1847. There 
were several of these engines built, 
most of them having driving wheels 
8 feet in diameter, and cylinders vari- 
ously 13 inches by 34; 13 inches, by 
38 and 14, by 38 stroke. Their weight 
was about 22 tons in working order. 


This type of engine has the driving 
wheels behind the fire box, and is 
known as the “Crampton Class,” by 
reason of the name of its builder. It 
was patented in 1843 by the late 
Thomas Russell Crampton, an Eng- 
lish engineer of some distinction. He 
did not, however originate the idea, 
as Baldwin built engines with the 
driving wheels behind the fire box in 
the year 1833. 


The advocates of this class of 
engine claimed that it admitted of 
driving wheels of practically un- 
limited diameter, while the boiler 
could be dropped down to the axles 
of the carrying wheels, thus enabling 


ONE BOY WITH A FUTURE. 


Among the things that recently 
came to the Treasury Department of 
the Erie Railroad, was the unusual 
one of a check for the amount of 
76 cents. It was accompanied by a 
letter written in a boyish hand, ex- 
plaining that the money was due the 
Erie for certain fares, which were 
not collected and for a journey, on 
which a 50-ticket was not punched. 

The check bears the signature of a 
woman, but not the same initials as 
the writer of the letter. 

This is a story which points a very 
strong moral. The check was sent to 
cover a wrong done the Erie Railroad, 
and it was sent by a boy. It makes 
no difference which member of the 
immediate family committed the 
wrong, the point is, that restitution 
has been made and, as stated, by a 
boy, the handwritting indicating him 
to be such. 

If this conclusion is correct, it indi- 
cates the proper spirit. A boy start- 
ing out in life, has proved his honesty, 
which is a stock in trade, a reference 
in itself, that cannot be underesti- 
mated, and as valuable as an educa- 
tion to any boy who possesses it. 


an engine with large driving wheels to 
have a low center of gravity, which 
was at that time and for years after- 
ward, considered necessary for safety 
at high speeds. 

Crampton engines never came into 
general use anywhere, except in 
France, where the “systeme Cramp- 
ton” was very popular, and it is be- 
lieved that some of the engines may 
be still in service. 

It is said of this’ type of .engine, 
that it made steam slowly, which may 
have been due to the fact, that the 
boilers were small, compared with the 
immense cylinders and driving wheels. 
Another drawback to them was, that 
they lacked adhesvie weight, having 
only about 8 tons on the driving 
wheels; it was, therefore, hard to 
start them with a train, although 
when under headway, they occasional- 
ly covered a mile in 53 seconds. 

But the most serious objection to 
them, was their tendency to run off 
the track when traveling fast, the chief 
reason being, that the propelling 
mechanism at the rear end, with un- 
balanced driving wheels, caused the 
front end to “nose” or oscillate later- 
ally. It will be observed, that the 
driving wheels had a wood filling be- 
tween the spokes to prevent “raising 
dust.”

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“SAFETY ALWAYS,” FROM AN AGENT’S STANDPOINT. 
By F. F. Roe, Agent, Erie R. R., Hepburn, Ohio. 


HE combination of these two 
words, in my estimation, has 
done more good than any two 

words with the same grammatical 
meaning. It behooves me, therefore, 
to believe that, if a person, versed in 
the spirit, as well as from a statistical 
standpoint, should be asked to care- 
fully consider the real meaning of 
these two words, he would gain the 
same inspiration as comes to an artist 
when he paints nature. — 

This phrase, “Safety First,’ I am 
advised, was inaugurated by the rail- 
road companies, and seemingly by the 
Baltimore & Ohio. It seems that at 
one time they were very unfortunate, 
and through the thoughtlessness and 
laxity of their employes, were obliged 
to withstand some very heavy losses, 
which created the movement of plac- 
ing some reminder before their em- 
ployes, which would be a safeguard 
against future results of this nature. 
Other railroads seeing the results, 
caught the idea and proceeded to adopt 
it, also. 

With all man’s greatness, pride and 
power, we sometimes see him garbed 
in mourning and shedding tears over 
his own errors, or the errors which 
were the misfortunes of some one 
else. One moment his mind is lifted, 
as if by the wings of magic, and 
the next some wondering thought 
brings back to his mind the recollec- 
tion of a duty neglected. This move- 
ment, which has been created by the 
railroads, especially in the operating 
department, can also be handled with 
good results in the transportation de- 
partment, from an agent’s standpoint. 

The word “Safety” is derived from 
the Latin word Salvus, which means 
freedom from danger or hazard; 
exempt from hurt, injury or loss, 
preservation from escape, etc. The 
first and foremost duty of each and 
every agent at his respective station, 
should be to guard against any undue 
cause, which might result in injury to 
employes. Special care should be 
taken in handling station trucks at 
baggage cars; in not getting truck 
too close to track; loading trucks so 
that packages do not project over too 
far next to train, which might cause 
injury to Conductor, Brakeman, ocr 
possibly some passenger who arrived 
just as the train was starting out, and 
was endeavoring to get aboard. 

Handle baggage to and from trucks, 
as if it were your own and avoid 


future claims, and discomfort to the 
traveling public. Agents, or some 
other employes, should protect pas- 
sengers and others, when mail trains 
are due, which dispatch mail sacks or 
papers at your respective stations, 
where trains do not make _ stops; 
proper warning should be given to 
safeguard them against being hurt by 
same. My previous experience along 
this line, has been an object lesson 
and I can well appreciate its im- 
portance. The best way to view this, 
is to look at the other fellow’s side 
of the case. 

During the winter months, when 
platforms are liable to be icy, care 
should be taken before passenger

trains arrive, to have platform salted 
or sanded, to avoid injury. There are 
many other major and minor things, 
as well, that count and come under 
the heading of “Safety Always,” per- 
taining to lessening the danger of life, 
and personal injury to both employes 
and patrons. 

Today, these two words, “Safety 
Always” (first), or their derivitives, 
are known on every railroad in this 
country, being placed on stationary, 
buildings, crossing markers, and on 
most rolling stock equipment, which 
is a keynote to your next move or 
action. 

In the handling of less car load 


‘shipments, “Safety Always” can be 


applied, as well; your individual effort 
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in this and other lines of efficiency 
can reduce loss and damage. A box 
received in damaged condition, gen- 
erally can be re-coopered and put in 
safe condition for safe delivery, elim- 
inating a cause for Bad Order nota- 
tion and an opening for claim, thereby 
preventing the ill will of the con- 
signee toward the transportation com- 
pany and “Safety Always” for new 
and future business. 

Cars that are ordered for car-load 
shipments, should be chosen with the 
same regularity, in order to conform 
with the commodity loaded, thereby 
eliminating any possibility of friction 
between carrier and patron. 

The selling of passenger transporta- 
tion should be handled with the same 
conformity, using courtesy as a real 
asset. A grouchy agent may often 
needlessly drive business away, but 
courtesy is a stepping stone to friend- 
liness toward a railroad. The public 
knows the railroad, only, and it is re- 
garded on a basis of the action and 


attitude of its employes. Every Agent 
who makes friends for himself makes 
friends for his railroad. A hearty 
good laugh, is worth a hundred groans 
on any market. 


Build for yourself a strong box, 
Fashion each part with care; . 
When it’s as strong as your hand can make it, 
Put all your troubles there; 
Hide there all thoughts of your failures, 
And each bitter cup that you quaff; 
Lock all your heart-aches within it, 
Then sit on the lid and laugh. 


Tell no one else its contents, 
Never its secrets share; 
When you’ve dropped 
worries, 
Keep them forever there; 
Hide them from sight so completely, 
That the world will never dream half; 
Fasten the strong box securely— 
Then sit on the lid and laugh.

By practical demonstration it is to 
be conceded, that “Safety First’ is 
good, so far as it goes, but “Safety 
Always,” carries with it more em- 
phasis, inasmuch as it has a future.

Prints, forgings and pipe work, for 
a portable oil burner. 

Two hundred and twenty prints 
were made from objects in the school.

Thirty-five prints were made for 
outside shops. 

Four hundred mechanical periodicals 
were received. 

One hundred and twenty mechani- 
cal journals were received. 

Fifteen apprentices graduated. 


Twelve apprentices remained with 


the company. 


Three apprentices graduated in two 
years. 

Average scholarship record, 85%. 

Average shop efficiency, 80%. 

Average school attendance, 90%. 

Average number of apprentices em- 
ployed, 57.

Matt H. Shay. 


Matthew H. Shay, a retired Erie 
Railroad engineer, and one of the 
most picturesque railroad men in this 
country, died at his home in Cleve- 
land, O., July 2nd, at the age of 72. 

Mr. Shay was the engineer after 
whom the Erie Railroad named its fa- 
mous engine, the most powerful in the 
world and about which more has been 
printed than any other engine ever 
built. His splendid record as a man, 
a Christian and railroad man, was 
the reason why the honor was con- 
ferred on him. He had served the 
Erie well and faithfully since 1860, 
when he entered the service as fire- 
man. He was an engineer since 1865 
serving on the Buffalo, Susquehanna 
and Mahoning Divisions. 

He had been Grand Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers for 12 years, and 
ill health caused him to decline fur- 
ther honors at the last annual meet-

The death of this good man _has 
caused sorrow throughout the Erie 
System.

all concerned. 

The man who fails to recognize 
this principle fails in his conception 
of duty to himself, his neighbor and 
the community in which he resides, 
and is not a common friend to a 
common interest. There is no field 
of effort where a common cause can 


be so richly and beneficially served, 
as falls to the railroadman’s oppor- 
tunity, to accomplish much good, and 
achieve success. 

In one of life’s avocations is this 
field: of opportunity so great for pro- 
moting the common welfare of em- 
ployer and employee, as lies in th 
path of the railroad man. 

With these privileges and oppor- 
tunities before him, he should accept 
them with an optimistic spirit, and 
determination to accomplish the 
greatest good for the mutual and 
common cause, to which he devotes 
and consecrates himself and time. 

This, summed up, means pure and 
unadulterated loyalty; otherwise he 
can hardly lay claim conscientiously 
to the full and unbiased recognition 
of the company’s officers, who are 
responsible to the stockholders for 
the proper administration of the af- 
fairs of their company.

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RAILROAD MEN SHOULD NOT DRINK. 
By W. C. Hayes, Superintendent of Locomotive Operation. 


HIS article is not written as an 
T argument in favor of Prohibition, 

as it is thought that Prohibition 
never did prohibit. It is simply in- 
tended as a plain talk to railroad men, 
advising them against the use of in- 
toxicants, because of their tendency to 
reduce their own efficiency, as well as 
the service. 

The cost of liquor is the greatest 
tax that humanity bears. It is esti- 
mated that more than two billion, two 
hundred millions of dollars, is spent, 
annually, in the United States, alone, 
for drink. This, in addition to the 
millions spent yearly for the care of 
criminals, paupers, orphans, etc., 1s 
the cause for about 75% of whose con- 
dition can be traced to “booze.” 

Whiskey fills the jails, the insane 
asylums, the poor houses, as well as all 
other penal and charitable institutions. 
The cost of erecting and maintaining 
these institutions, as well as the sup- 
port of their inmates, falls not on the 
men who have profited by the indul- 
gence of these inebriates, but on the 
Public, in general. 

But the question will be asked, 
“What has whiskey to do with railroad 
men?” It is thoroughly appreciated, 
that the railroad man of today, stands, 
perhaps, as the highest class of 
worker, and as a general rule, they 
are sober men. They fully realize that 
many lives are continually entrusted to 
their care, and, therefore, the neces- 
sity at all times of steady nerves, a 
cool head and a clear eye—they know 
that whiskey may make red lights 
green; that it may blur their vision, so 
that they see no light, when one is 
displayed, or they may see several, 
when only one is exhibited. 

Then, again, railroad men have seen 
good engineers, who temporarily 
went off the “ water wagon” and who 
were not summarily dismissed, put 
back firing; they have seen passenger 
conductors put back braking, as well 
as many other glaring failures of ex- 
cellent railroad men, due to indul- 
gence in intoxicating liquors. 

It has been estimated, that of all 
the failures of railroad men, 70% can 
be traced to the use of spirituous 
liquors. 

Also, railroad men are generally 
affectionate and domestic. They 
know that when pay day comes 
around, if a part of their wages are 
passed “over the bar,” there is just 
so much less to take home—the wife 


may have to forego the new dress, 
that she had so anxiously been ex- 
pecting since Christmas, or the baby 
the pair of shoes to cover its chubby 
little toes. It may also mean that the 
wife has to “take in washin’ ,” to keep 
the family from starving. It goes 
without saying, that what goes for 
“booze” can’t go for bread. Whiskey 
is the enemy of the home and family 
—it is one of the chief ,causes of 
poverty and misery. 

The human system can be compared 
to a locomotive—they are both ma- 
chines and can stand so much and 
no more. 

Sometimes men who have drunk all 
their lives and have reached a ripe 
old age, will go around “bragging” 
that they have drunk all their lives 
and drink never hurt them a bit. You 
will also hear of engineers who al- 
ways speed up to fifty or sixty miles 
per hour, who claim that their engine 
is just as good as new and never 
needed any repairs. 


These are exceptions. Accidents 


_are more apt to happen at fifty or 


sixty than at twenty-five miles per 
hour—and when the accident does 
happen, the damage is proportionate 
to the speed. 

drinking man has less resisting 
power—he is easily susceptible to 
disease, and when he is attacked, the 
results are generally fatal. Strong 
drink drags many good men down to 
death and destruction—as a general 
rule drinking men die comparatively 
young. 

In conclusion, every railroad man 
should shun drink, as he would a 
leper, not simply because the rules © 
forbid it, but because it decreases his 
efficiency, reduces his chances of pro- 
motion, costs too much and deprives 
himself and family of food and 
clothing and, at the same time, re- 
duces his vitality, resulting in a 
diseased life and an early grave. But, 
in addition to all this, the railroad 
man who drinks is unfair to his fel- 
low servants, and violates the faith 
and trust, which his employers and 
the public place in him.

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INDIFFERENTISM.

EVER before in the history of 

America, has the call been so loud 

for the employment of skilled 
labor, as at present, nor has the re- 
ward been so sure. 

It has been argued by many, that 
all that is necessary for the artisan 
of today is, just do as little as pos- 
sible, for the highest price, be it in 
, any branch of service you may men- 
tion. . 

The writer’s experience is, that this 
is a truism all admit. It applies to 
every branch of business. It is hard 
for us to see the fitness of a distant 
observer’s conclusions as to ourselves. 
The evidence of our weakness does 
not seem to strike home, and the 
lesson is generally lost. 

Now, let us look at the matter from 
the other side of the fence. We 
measure otlr own worth by one or 
two virtues we think we possess, and 
depreciate and ignore the objection- 
able features of our combination. 
From the other side of the fence this 
vision is greatly altered. Our virtues 
are these, to be sure, but they are lone- 
ly in their frames, and the pictures are 
not pleasing, and the critical eye looks 
somewhere else. 

Let us look into a case or two for 
illustration. Here is Mr. Smith, who 
expects promotion; he has been in the 
service of a company for a long term 
of years; true, he has been punctual, 
and no fault found with his service; 
but he has no expert knowledge of 
the work alloted to him and knows 
only enough to allow his work to pass 
‘muster. But, he thinks this sufficient; 
he makes no effort to study his pro- 
fession, therefore, is unable to give 
cause or effect, which makes him in- 
competent to instruct. He sees Mr. 
Jones who has not been in the employ 
of this same company as long as him- 
self, promoted to a higher position 
and he wonders why he is left be- 
hind. His friends, of course, see 
through it, but will not enlighten him 
for fear of hurting his feelings; if he 
has courage to mention the slight, 
as he will call it, these so-called 
friends, will try and have him believe 
that this fellow had a pull, and he 
-would not believe his enemies were 
they to tell him the facts. To accept 
this excuse is a false cover for in- 
ability. 

The young men of today who are 
at the throttle, or firing an engine, or 
-at the machinist’s bench, should pon- 


der and think well of the position 
which they are filling. If the spirit. 
of indifference is stealing over them, 
they should arouse and shake it off, 
as skilled men are wanted and sought 
after; any man who thinks he is doing 
enough for the compensation he is 
receiving, is acting unwisely, for just 
here is when and where indifferentism 
begins, and here is when and where 
the man, be he young or old, falls a 
prey, for there is an honorable and 
bright future in their calling, if they 
will but seek it, also, they should re- 
member that their future rests with 
the individual, and he must force his 
own way upward. No doubt, he will 
meet with obstructions, but if he is 
made of the proper stuff, he will 
succeed. 


Attention to duty is necessary. 
Study is essential and application a 
pleasure. 


A man of this character will not 
be overlooked or passed by when the 
call for skilled men is made. It must 
be admitted though, with regret, that 
the majority of men, though they 
have worked a number of years for 
different corporations, are always find- 
ing fault with the other fellow, and 
are doing every day something, which, 
if they were in charge of the property, 
their employers would not tolerate. 
This shows, clearly, that they are not 
ambitious; they do not take pride in 
the work they are well paid for per- 
forming. In the opinion of the writer, 
this is a deplorable state of affairs. 


Such men have not ambition enough 
to learn the rudiments of the appara- 
tus before them, but are willing to 
accept positions of responsibility, for 
the few extra dollars that are in it. 

The writer has often witnessed cases 
of this character, which have been the 
greatest object lessons of his life. 
Hundreds of thousands of dollars are 
wasted annually, by the indifference 
of men in various positions. This re- 
sults through the lack of educating 
themselves up to the standard which 
their profession requires of them. 
They cannot understand why the com- 
panies which pay them the highest 
wages given in America, should re- 
quire them to economize. This 1s 
caused by what is now called “In- 
differentism.” 

The man who, by persistent effort, 
has developed himself into an expert, 
has greatly enhanced his value. The

panies and the men. 

The difference between a machine 
and a man is, that the man is capable 
of adjusting himself to the different 
situations, while the machine will 
work more rapidly and accurately, but 
is capable. of nothing more. 


COMMON INTERESTS OF THE COMPANY AND PUBLIC. 
(Something for Agents to Read). 


HE following paper was read at 

a recent meeting of agents of the 

Cincinnati Division. It is printed 
in the common welfare, the belief be- 
ing that something is always said and 
done at agents meetings on one di- 
vision, that is of interest to agents 
on all divisions of the Erie system. 

It was written by one well known 
to all ‘employes of the Cincinnati 
Division, whose pen always evolutes 
articles that carry wisdom, strength 
and good advice. 


He writes as follows: 


Mr. W. W. Wagoner, Secretary, 
Akron, Ohio. 


Dear Mr. Wagoner: 

I have been requested by our 
worthy General Manager, Mr. Par- 
sons, to meet with you and represent 
him on this occasion, and join in your 
discussions of matters pertaining to 
the interest of the Erie Company. 

I shall be denied the pleasure of 
this opportunity, because of important 
legislation pending at Columbus, in 
which I have represented him through- 
out the present session of the general 
assembly. Some sixty odd bills have 
been introduced affecting adversely 
the interests of our Ohio railroads— 
that would, if they should become 
laws, increase their burdens several 
millions of dollars per year. A great 
deal of this undesirable public attitude 
toward our railroads, is due to indif- 
ference of employes, to the common 
interest of the people and the trans- 
portation companies. These interests 
cannot be treated indifferently or 
shabbily, and the public acquaintance 
ignored continually, without inviting 
~ the ill will and displeasure of those it 
is most desirable to have as friends. 


Shippers and passengers who have 
matters of common concern to take 
up with the company, naturally go to 
its nearest agent, either by letter or in 
person, and file with him their case 
or complaint. Not hearing from him, 
they do so, again and again, until 
they become disgusted; also, con- 
vinced of the fact, that no considera- 


tion has or will be given the matters 
they desire to have adjusted. 

This silent contempt of the public’s 
common interest, is the planting of 
the most vicious seed of ill will, and 
hatred for the management of our 
railroads, that it is possible to en- 
gineer within the public mind; the ill 
effects of which is so far-reaching, 
that its damage to the reputation of 
the company cannat be even approx- 
imated. 

The aggrieved party’s last hope and 
final thought, is an appeal through the 
representatives and senators from this 
district; to the general assembly, for 
laws to regulate the railroads. 

know whereof I speak, having had 
four years personal experience with 
Ohio legislative bodies. Any man in 
any walk of life who only takes into 
account the objective side of life and 
loses its subjective phase is, inno- 
cently, no doubt, cultivating moral 
depravity and incapacity. 

That kind of man works from a 
purely selfish standpoint and has no 
avocation in life. He has no initia- 
tive, determination, resourcefulness, 
enthusiasm or dispatch. The man who 
is blessed with these traits is an 
optimist, and sees to it that every- 
thing with which he may have to 
deal as an employe of the company, is 
cheerfully worked out to the com- 
pany’s interest in every instance. 

There is no occasion for an appeal 
to the legislature from his district, for 
relief from burden, the other kind of 
agent or employee invites through and 
by his indifference. 

There should be a keen sympathy 
between the employes, the officers of 
the company and its patrons, kept 
warmly alive at all times. Under its. 
influence all differences will disappear, 
and general and permanent good 
accrue to all through harmonious re- 
lations, thus established. 

The man who justifies himself to. 
himself, and renders excuses for mis- 
takes, instead of admitting them and 
profiting by overcoming them, is a 
failure unto himself. 
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Recently, when I was calling on the 
manufacturing interests at an impor- 
tant station, the manager at each of 
two of these concerns remarked that, 
“your agent seemingly has a pretty 
stiff job, and more than he can well 
take care of, as he does not get 
around to see us as did some of his 
predecessors, offering as a reason for 
his absence, that he was kept close to 
his office because of inexperienced 
clerks and other things.” 

The agent who foolishly allows him- 
self to be deluded into such a belief, 
should not carry his imaginary 
troubles to the company’s patrons, 
who cannot possibly, have any interest 
if, tiemi.eande in fact, has- ot the 
time to listen to them. Besides, such 


communications confirm the shipper’s 
conclusions, when matters he takes up 
with such an agent for adjustment, are 
not promptly attended to, that it. is 
due to his being over- -worked at the 
hands of a soulless corporation, there- 
by inviting unwarranted reproach 
upon the management. 

Moral: Keep your troubles to your- 
self. If they have to be ventilated, do 
it through our official family and not 
the public. What we wish at the 
hands of our patrons is, that if our 
service is good, tell others, if poor, 
forget it or tell us. 

Don’t forget the words Initiative, 
Dispatch, Resourcefulness, Enthusi- 
asm and Determination, and the main- 
tenance of a cheerful and courteous 
disposition.

ERIE CARRIES DISTINGUISHED PARTY FROM CHINA. 


ERMAN Red Cross Doctors and 
Nurses, with Mrs. Meyer Waldeck, 
wife of Governor-General, Kiaut- 

shau, China, left Tientsin, China, May 
25th, via Pekin, to Shanghai. 

They left Shanghai, May 29th, on 
Pacific Mail Steamship “Korea,” ar- 
riving San Francisco, June 21st. 

Party left San Francisco, evening of 
June 21st, via Santa Fe R. R., arriv- 
ing at Chicago, June 25th, 9 A. M, 

They were met at Chicago by rep- 
resentatives of Red Cross, and left 
Chicago, 11 M., June 25th, via 
Erie R. R., arriving at Jersey City, 
3:50 P. M., June 26th. 

Party, which was in charge of Dr. 
Huss, Chief Surgeon-Doctor, consisted 
of ten doctors, 58 male nurses, Mrs. 
Meyer Waldeck, Hans Waldeck, 12 
years, Pettee, 9 years, Dagmar, 7 
years, nurse and Mrs. Von Pappen- 
heim. 

Doctors and nurses were placed 
aboard the steamship “President Lin- 
coln”’ at Hoboken and sailed with 
steamship “Frederick VIII,” June 
30th. 

The party were members of the 
garrison at Kiautschau, China, which 
surrendered to Japanese investing ar- 
my of 50,000. 

German garrison of 4,000, surrend- 
ered November 7th. 

Garrison, with officers and Governor 
Meyer Waldeck, are interned in 
Japan. 

This party was kept in Kiautchau, 
from November to May. and after 
strict examination they were released 
and allowed safe transit to the Unit- 
ed States by the Japanese. 


To New York the party has traveled 
12,500 miles. 

Miss Dagmar Meyer Waldeck, 
seven years old and youngest child 
of Governor Meyer Waldeck, spent 
her birthday aboard the Erie Special, 
Friday, June 25th.

A MODEL CLASS K-4 ERIE LOCOMOTIVE. 
Built by the Boys of the Dunmore, Pa., Apprentice School. 


UNMORE has been placed on 

the map, for something more than 
anthracite coal. 

The apprentices of the Erie Rail- 
road shops at Dunmore, have just 
completed, what is, no doubt, the most 
complete running model of a class-K- 
4, Pacific type, Erie locomtive, ever 
built in a railroad apprentice school. 


is, if it was found to be perfect in 
every detail, the model was to be 
placed in the window of the up-cown 
ticket office of the Erie Railroad on 
Broadway (Herald Square), New 
Neorke City. 

In order to make this piece of 
watch-work (which measures but fift- 
seven inches over all), it was first

The management of the Erie Rail- 
road, issued an order on the Dunmore 
apprentice school, to build an exact 
model (three quarters of an inch to 
the foot), of a class-K-4 locomotive. 
The entire work, from print to paint, 
to be done in the school. 

It was understood if this work was 
passed by the mechanical superinten- 
dent as creditable to the school; that 


necessary to design and build a small 
pattern shop, foundry, and machine 
shop in the school, due to the fact, 
that many of the fifteen hundred 
parts were so small, that it was out of 
the question to do this miniature work 
in the shop. 

The most apt boy in the shop, was 
selected by the instructor, as foreman 
and the prints, as furnished by the 
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company, were turned over to him, 
with orders to “get busy.” 

This boy selected two other ap- 
prentices, as assistants, and the three 
boys held a staff meeting, to talk it 
over, fifteen boys were selected from 
the fifty-seven varieties of apprentice 
in the shop, to work in gangs of five 
boys each, under one of the foreman 
of apprentices. 

One foreman and five boys worked 
up the prints to scale; the next fore- 
man started five boys on designing a 
lathe, shaper, drill press, and a motor, 
to drive same. The third foreman 
worked five boys on building:a small 
cupola, and a forge, so as to cast parts 
wanted for the model, as well as a 
forge in the school. Two pattern 
maker apprentices made up patterns, 
as fast as the drawings were finished. 
When the patterns were completed, 
the foundry apprentices made cores 
and castings from same in the school. 
Good team work allowed the boys 
that made the drawings, to make the 
patterns and castings, as well as the 
machine work, from their own draw- 
ings; in fact no apprentice was for- 
gotten, of the lucky fifteen employed 
on the model. 

The tool room apprentice was 
started making small taps and dies, as 
ie inch bolts were a common thing 
-for general use, while the Baker valve 
gear prints called for hardened pins, 
1-64 inch in diam. To be up to the 
print, sewing needles were used. 

In one hundred and fifty working 
days, the various parts were ready to 
be assembled, and in two hundred 
working days, the model was com- 
pleted, from print to paint, and ready 
for shipment and still we find “mul- 


ish” foremen, who. say the modern, 


apprenticeship system is a failure. 
These same foremen also said _ it 
could not be done by boys, when the 
order was received. 

The fact is, ten years°ago, a boy 
who could dig up ten dollars for a 
telegraph set, so he could communi- 
cate with his chum across the street, 
was considered a wonder; today, any 
bright boy can make a radio outfit, 
just for pastime during his evening 
hours, that will bring in stations five 
hundred miles away. This is possible 
now, because, all the dope that was 
formerly locked up in some wise per- 
son’s head, is now to be found in any 
text book, at a reasonable price. 

The building of this small locomo- 
tive develops the point, as to whether 
an apprentice school pays. It all de- 
pends upon the teacher (that is if he 
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is not handicapped) in selecting the 
right kind of boys, for, if the railroad 
company wishes mechanics, the teach- 
er cannot pick out candy makers and 
shoemakers, just because they are 
friends of his friends. As a rule good 
looking boys, and good looking blue 
prints, soon cause the scrap heap to 
grow. All that is needed in a railroad 
shop, is a boy who can make a work- 
ing print, and then to know where the 
part he sketches goes on the locomo- 
tive, and what office it fills. If any 
boy has any doubt as to whether his 
sketch is workable or not, just let a 
pattern maker check it up, or place™ . 
himself in the pattern maker’s place. 
Mathematics pure and simple, as 
applied to the work in the Erie ap- 
prentice school course, is all that is 
needed, and it is a valuable lever in 
working out the apprentice’s salvation. 
Some instructors indulge in a lot 
of “hot air,’ about giving a boy 80 
per cent. on his record sheet, just be- 


cause he is a good boy, outside of a 


broken leg, but, when you go down 
into the shop you find him spoiling 
80 bolts out of every hundred that he 
turns. The fact is you cannot make 
mechanics on paper; it must be done 
by the good old way of letting the 
right kind of a boy build something of 
value to the company he is working 
for, and of some value to himself. This 
boy does not need to be informed that 
a sledge is not to be used in placing 
thumb tacks in the drawing board. 
The kind of a boy who does this, is 
generally a friend of a friend’s friend, 
who is only fit for the blueing works. 

It is an easy task to do almost any 
thing mechanical, with a boy who has 
any mechanical sand in his head, and 
if you ever wander along broadway, 
in the vicinity of Thirty-third Street, . 
take a look at this model of a class- 
K-4 locomotive, which was built by 
the apprentice boys of Dunmore 
Shop, who are worth while; boys who 
will later ‘on, make: good.~ Ite1sea 
grand sight for the mechanics of the 
old school, to see the boys of today 
coming into their own. 


ERIE GETS BIG WAR SHIPMENT 

As long as the great war in Europe 
keeps moving along, someone must 
furnish munitions of war. We are 
told that the United States is doing 
quite some business in this direction, 
and, of course, the material, thus man- 
ufactured, has to be shipped over the 
railroads. 

The Erie has received a share ‘of 
war material, destined to Europe, and

S OME of you may think that a cent 


its terminal and at some station they . 


cut off a long string of cars and back 
into the switch. Perhaps the switch is 
not lined up right or the brakeman is 
busily engaged in telling his partner 
what a wonderful game “Christy” 
Mathewson pitched the day before, 
and when the engineman is swung up 
they expect him to stop on a ten-cent 
piece, but it is too late and what is the 
result? -A broken -drawhead and 
smashed timbers. After that drawhead 
has been replaced and the repairs made 
in the shop, the man responsible can 
lay his spoon aside for three years at 
least. The same applies to engineers 
pulling out drawheads by the rough 
handling of cars in switching, or trying 
to start the rear end of a long train 
first. The way-freight crew: by the 
rough handling of freight or improper 
loading, may do damage, sufficient to 
make the average for the whole crew 
for many months, so the various 
items could be enumerated, indefinitely 
that contribute to the continual drain 
on the Company’s treasury. 

There are many other ways in 
which economies can be affected, oth- 
er than through the Mechanical De- 
partment; however, they are brought 
about in a somewhat different man- 
ner. The transportation end of the 
business makes its-greatest saving by 
keeping down overhead charges, the 
elimination of overtime, empty mile- 
age and the quick disposal of foreign 
equipment. As you are aware, a vig- 
orous campaign has been conducted on 
this railroad during the past year or 
so, in the handling of cars, the prime 
object of which has been to expedite 
the movement of foreign equipment. 
The success attained has been gratify- 
ing, and simply goes to show what 
can be accomplished by a little effort 
and the co-operation of all concerned. 
To our car distributor, agents, yard- 
masters and way-freight conductors, 
much credit is due. 


Their interest, 


and zeal-is certainly commendable, 
and it is to be hoped that no one will 
allow his enthusiasm to wane_ until 


‘the Rochester Division in this par- 


ticular and in all other economic prac- 
tices, stands at a one hundred per cent. 
basis. 

Efficiency. 

There is another phase of railroad- 
ing that is analogous to economy, and 
that is efficiency. The man who is 
economical with his material and sup- 
plies, exhibits through his willingness 
to co-operate, a certain degree of ef- 
ficiency, while to the highly efficient 
man, economy is a natural sequence in 
his daily routine, and to him is the 
channel of least resistance. 

If a railroad ran along in the same 
even tenor, day after day, week after 
week, trains always on time, no snow 
storms, wrecks or other interruptions 
to traffic, this requisite qualification . 
would not be of such vital importance. 
It is the unusual and extraordinary 
emergency that forces a man to show 
his hand, and his efficiency is meas- 
ured by his ability to cope with the 
situation. There are a few little in- 
cidents that I recall to mind, that may 
be mentioned, as they are more or less 
relevant to the topic in question: 

A short time ago train 189 came to 
Bath with eighty-five cars. Thirty 
or forty minutes behind them, out of 
Painted Post, was an extra with eighty 
more. In doing switching at the west 
end of Bath Yard they derailed a car 
on the frog blocking the main track. 
After several unsuccessful attempts to 
clear the main track, their engine was 
found to be so low in water that they 
had to practically dump her. I think 
you will agree with me that this was 
not a promising outlook for crew or 
dispatcher. With a mental picture of 
160 cars and a dead engine occupying 
the main track; and that blocked by a 
derailment. On the arrival of this 
extra, however, these two conductors 
conferred and they co-operated, with 
the result that the car was soon re- 
tracked. Then 189’s head end was 
drawn back to the water crane, This 
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engineer and fireman were endowed 
with a “never-say-die-spirit” and with 
this end in view they saved a mere 
handful of live fire in the rear end of 
their fire box, in order that they would 
be able to cope with the situation. 


The engineer and fireman gathered up * 


all the combustible material they 
could find and started to build her 
over. Ina few minutes the conductor 
came and asked the engineer “how he 
was coming.” His reply was char- 
acteristic. He said: “We will be 
ready when you are.” And he was 
ready and the train was brought safely 
to its terminal. The lesson to be 
learned from the above is, that no 
emergency, however serious at the 
first, but can be remedied by co-oper- 
ation and team work. 

Another case is of an engineer who 
plugged a leak in the boiler of his 
engine, using an old file for the pur- 
pose, thus avoiding an engine failure 
and subsequent delay to his train. 

Another of our engineers exchanged 
his freight engine with a passenger 
train and the passenger engine that he 
received in return, had a broken bolt. 
This engineer did not throw up his 
hands in despair and call for another 
engine. He was resourceful and ef- 
ficient. He took the broken bolt to a 
blacksmith shop and had it welded, 
‘thence to a machine shop and had 
threads cut and made his own repairs. 
His train proceeded doing all its work 
and arrived at his terminal with very 
little over time. 

More recently an engine on one of 
our important passenger trains, burst 
a flue, and as you all know, this is a 
severe handicap to an engine crew. 
This engineer and fireman, however, 
by working in harmony and unison, 
brought their train to its terminal very 
nearly on time, which was rather re- 
markable, owing to the fact that this 
particular flue was leaking badly. 

These are the things that I call ef- 
ficiency of a high order. These 
emergencies demand quick action and 
resourcefulness and the men were 
equal to the task. I do not want any 
of you to feel that any particular mo- 
tive prompted me to mention these 
specific cases. I did so merely be- 
cause I am more or less familiar with 
the circumstances and wished by an 
object lesson, to make clear mv in- 
terpretation of the word efficiency. I 
am sure that all of your have at some- 
time or another, during your railroad 
careers, done something that merited 
commendation, but even if the time 
permitted, it would be impossible to 
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enumerate them all, as I am not con- 
versant with their history. Opportuni- 
ties are many and varied on a rail- 
road, in which a man may show his 
ability to cope with unusual emergen- 
cies. For instance, we will suppose 
that train 471 tonight, when at a point 
a quarter of a mile east of the long 
siding at Wayland, the engine burst 
a flue and the fireman reports that 
another engine willbe required. Train 
134 is standing in the east end waiting 
to go as soon as you are clear. Now 
then, I wonder how many engineers 
in this case would stop their train and 
say to the crew of 134 “Our engine is 
crippled and we will require your 
engine to take our train to Avon.” and 
I also wonder how many engineers 
and conductors in this case, if on 
train 134, would immediately, without 
any “ragchewine” or argument, turn 
their engine on the “Wye” and couple 
in and come to the station ready to 
proceed. I venture to say that some of - 
you would do just this, but many 
would do just the opposite; keep mov- 
ing as long as possible and crawl up 
to the station and ask for another 
engine. In the meantime 134 has de- 
parted and before their engine can be 
returned your train is an hour late. 
While a case of this kind probably 
does not often happen, where an en- 
gine will fail and another engine will 
be available at that station, however, 
I know of a case that did happen, and 
owing to the failure of the engineman 
to give prompt notice to the dis- 
patcher, the only available engine on 
the Division pulled out and resulted 
in a serious delay. Remember, thaf 
the dispatcher is the “Captain on the 
bridge,” and the only one who is able 
to send an engine to your assistance 
when you are in trouble. This fact 
should not, however, prevent you from 
helping yourselves when _ possible. 
You are expected to exercise good 
judgment at all times and not wait to 
be led around by the hand. In this 
connection, whenever you have an en- | 
gine that is not able to deliver 100% 
efficiency, due to leaky flues or other 
causes, you should give the dispatcher 
a friendly tip, which will often enable 
him to hold a light engine at some 
point, in reserve, if needed. I remem- 
ber train 471 coming to Bath one night 
five or six minutes late and when 
asked if the engine was leaky, the en- 
gineer replied “she is holding her 
own.” Unfortunately she did not hold 
it long, before they got to Wayland 
they were not making ten miles per 
hour and 134’s pusher, which could 
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have been held at Wayland had to be 
returned from down the line to couple 
in with them. It was only necessary 
on arrival at Rochester, to administer 
a mild doze of the third, to develop 
the fact, that this engine had been 
leaking all the way from Elmira. You 
may not realize what a tip means 
sometime, so I will just quote two 
or three incidents that happened re- 
cently: No. 463 came to Avoca one 
morning a short time ago and stopped 
at the west end of the switch and 
stood there twenty-five or thirty 
minutes, with the driver-breaks locked. 
Waiter they had-<stood «here Sten. or 
fifteen minutes, the agent called up 
and told me about it, and this tip, 
coming from the agent, who is not 
even a competent operator, enabled 
me*to catch) 13/-at “Painted Post, by 
a bare margin of two minutes. Also, 
to hold 142’s crew on duty at Corning 
Shop. In this case another engine 
was not needed. However, if an en- 
gine had been required and the crew 
failed to give prompt notice, train 137 
would have been out of Painted Post 
and it would have cost at least one 
hour’s delay before they could have 
been notified at Campbell and their 
engine dispatched to relieve train 463. 

A short time ago two of our import- 
ant passenger trains held a meet-order 
at a blind siding. One of the coaches 
in. one of the trains developed a hot 
journal. The conductor of this train 
notified the car repairers at Avon, to 
be on hand to replace the brass. He 
failed, however, to notify the dispatch- 
er, with the result that the passenger 
train at the blind siding was delayed 
fifteen minutes. Had the conductor 
given prompt notice of the probable 
delay, due to journal being packed or 
brass applied, this delay would have 
been avoided. 

Another case similar to the above, 
occurred when two of our electric 
trains held a meet-order at one ot 
our intermediate block towers. Fail- 
ure on part of the crew to give prompt 
notice of trouble on their car, result- 
ed in a delay to the train at the block 
station getting orders over telephone. 
Delay would have been avoided if 
notice had been given in time to put 
out orders at preceding station. There 
should be no failure of conductors or 
enginemen, to make report of anything 
that is liable to delay their trains, 
whether due to engine failures, hot 
journals, unusually heavy runs of ex- 
press or baggage, or any other cause. 
This will often permit trains to be ad- 
vanced another station and delays 
avoided, 


I just desire to say a few more 
words in conclusion. It will be noted 
that the keynote of my rather discon- 
nected remarks have been “Economy 
and Efficiency,” and if we all strive to 
qualify in these important eSsentials, 
the prosperous future of this railroad 
is assured. We are all units in this 
great system and we should, by the 
study of economy and efficiency, en- 
deavor to be real live ones. Analyze 
yourselves and if you find an inherent 
weakness in any particular, you should 
call on those in authority who are 
ready and willing to give you all the 
information in their possession. A 
prominent man was asked one time to 
what he attributed his marvelous suc- 
cegs, / He replied: 4. "Fore the. reason 
that I have always kept my eyes open 
and never been afraid to ask ques- 
tions.” This is an excellent maxim for 
railroad men. Keep your eyes open and 
there should be no hesitation or em- 
barrassment in asking our division of 
ficers for any information on any 
topic, that you do not thoroughly un- 
derstand. 

You have all noted that this road, 
during the past few years, has under- 
gone an evolution, in many respects. 
We only need to look back a few 
years ago to the little foot board en- 
gines, light cars, light rails, frequent 
engine failures, obsolete equipment 
and extravagant methods of operation 
and a roadbed beside which the 
“Rocky Road to Dublin,” would have 
been a macadam boulevard, to make 
this evolution apparent. Today we 
have good power, good rails, good 
road bed, economic and efficient op- 
eration and pretty fair equipment, even 
including, as a part of Division, a 
modern electric train service. Of 
course the Erie Company is far from 
financial independence, yet there was 
expended last year $100,000,000 in im- 
provements, and we who are here ten 
years hence, will witness a greater 
evolution than in the past. No novel 
of fiction has more melodramatic 
thrills, disappointments and difficul- 
ties, than is contained in the history 
of this road. Each succeeding man- 
agement, from the day of its incor- 
poration, has been given a heritage in 
the shape of a stupendous bonded in- 
debtedness and when a railroad Presi- 
dent and his staff, can accomplish 
such an evolution as this over the en- 
tire system, in the face of such over- 
whelming odds, to them no greater 
tribute can be paid. To this man and 
to our Division officers and their 
staffs, we owe our unswerving allegi- 
ance and loyalty. The time is: oppor- 


tune and I can, with all truthfulness 
say to you, that the star of the Erie 
Railroad is on the ascendant; tenipor- 
arily it is obscured by the clouds of 
business stagnation and depression, 
but there is a time coming in the not 
far distant future, when those clouds 
will be pushed aside and her star will 
rise and take its place in the solar 
system of railroads, amid the other 
railroad stars of the first magniture. 
And then we, who have been faithful 
and by our zeal and loyalty, efficiency, 
economy and co-operation, have as- 
sisted to give to her that which is her 
birthright, may well feel proud and 
we will have the feeling of men who 
have done our whole duty, to our- 
selves, our superiors and our ‘'em- 
ployer.

N?2-H.-& HR: Ril that-the 
best. men ‘to. run’ and repair: elec- 
trical locomotives, are ordinary rail- 
road men and mechanics, and not, as 
might be supposed, graduates of the 
electrical schools and colleges. 

In connection with this, it has been 
the aim of the Erie Railroad, to train 
boys to do work as they want it per- 
formed, by having an instructor teach 
the boy theory for four hours each 
week. For the balance of the time 
the instructor is on the job with the 
boy in a practical way in the shop. 
Naturally, the apprentices are im- 
pressed with the necessity of giving 
close application to their work, as only 
those who show a willingness and a 
desire to learn, are retained.

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THE INSPECTOR IN AN ENTIRELY NEW LIGHT. 
By W. W. Wagoner, Agent, Akron, O. 


HE following paper was read at a 

recent meeting of the Freight 

Agent’s Association, held at .Ak- 
ron, O., by Mr. W. W. Wagoner, and 
was listened to with great interest. As 
it places the generally misrepresented 
Inspector in a new and more favorable 
light, general interest is attached to 
the paper. 

Railroading, as it is conducted to- 
day, is essentially different in its oper- 
ation from a few years ago. The nu- 
merous State and Federal regulations 
which are in force and which provide 
fines and other penalties for non-ob- 
servance, are so numerous and varied, 
that it is necessary for railway com- 
panies, in order to protect their inter- 
ests, to have inspectors constantly on 
the alert, to see that rules are thor- 
oughly understood and observed. 

These inspectors, specializing as 
they do in a specific branch of the ser- 
vice, are able to study the general sys- 
tems employed in carrying out their 
branch of the work, and covering a 
wide territory, and in exchanging ideas 
with the numerous stations they visit, 
they become familiar with the difficul- 
ties encountered and methods employ- 
ed in overcoming them. By analyzing 
these methods they are able to re- 
tain the best and discard those of lit- 
tle or no value, which places them in 
a position when visiting a station, to 
call the agent’s attention to any anti- 
quated ideas or systems he may be 
using, or any irregularities or laxities 
that may exist, and to suggest a way 
to overcome them. 

If the Agent thinks the suggestions 
are not practical, he should state the 
reason for present method of hand- 
ling. This exchange of ideas between 
inspector and agent should usually re- 
sult in the best methods being- em- 
ployed. It must, however, be borne in 
mind that an agent in charge of a sta- 
tion is familiar with local conditions, 
which an inspector in a few hours of 
observation could not be aware of, 
and certain methods of handling work 
which are of advantage at one station, 
might not be practical at another. 

The agent, however, should afford 
the inspector every means to facilitate 
his investigations, and not disregard 
his suggestions, simply because they 
do not happen to coincide with his 
ideas, as it is only by the inspector and 
agent working in harmony, that the 
best interests of the company they 
represent can be obtained. 


An inspector can be of assistance to 
an agent in checking his work through 
to destination, especially the check- 
ing and stowing of his freight, fre- 
quently developing that errors charged 
to him are not due to inefficiency of 
his force at all. On the other hand, 
he may show his stowers by concrete 
examples, the damage caused by faulty 
stowing of freight, and his checkers 
the delay and loss due to wrong load- 
ing. He can also be of help in the in- 
terpretation of tariffs, rules, instruc- 
tions, etc. 

The moral effect of an inspector on 
an agent’s force is good. His ac- 
countant does more accurate and effi- 
cient work, knowing it will be inspect- 
ed by the traveling auditor. The same 
is true of his car demurrage, over and 
short, and claim clerks, all of whom 
are more careful to close their records 
in good shape and avoid errors, than 
they would be, were it not for the fact 
that they know they will be inspected 
by experts in their line. 

Inspectors, in making reports to 
their superiors, should at all times be 
considerate and not exaggerate any 
bad conditions they may note, ex- 
plaining that, while the methods were 
irregular, or that certain rules were 
not observed, the agent’s attention 
was called to the matter and proper 
correction made. 

We do not believe that the em- 
ployment of inspectors is in any way 
a reflection on the ability of an agent, 
to properly conduct his station, but is 
made necessary, as stated before, to 
keep various officials in touch with all 
units. Viewed in this light the rela- 
tion between an inspector and agent 
cannot be otherwise than harmoni- 
ous, if the best interest of their com- 
pany are to be considered. 

There is, therefore, but one conclu- 
sion to be arrived at, and that is, that 
the relation that should exist between 
the agent and the inspector, must be 
one of harmony and co-operation. | 

In connection with the above, it 1s 
generally understood, that inspectors, 
finding errors at stations, should call 
the attention of same to the agents 
in writing, before they leave those 
stations. This gives agents the neces- 
sary data, on which to defend them- 
selves.

SPLENDID ENGINE RECORD. 


Seventy-five (75) days without a 
passenger engine failure, during which 
time, approximately, two hundred 
thousand (200,000) passenger engine 
miles were made, is the record made 
on the Susquehanna Division from 
April 18th, 1915, to July 3rd, 1915. 

This record has never been equalled 
on the Erie R. R. Appreciate ye, Rail- 
road Men, what has been accomplish- 
ed 200, 000 miles without one minute’s 
delay, due to the motive power on 
the most difficult division on the sys- 
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tem. The best previous record on the 
Susquehanna Division, which, by the 
way, was no small accomplishment, 
was 49 days without an engine failure 
in passenger service, from March 21, 
1914, to May 9, 1914. 

In the freight engine department 
was also made a most remarkable 
showing, there being only one engine 
failure: in that service during the 
month of June, making the total num- 
ber of failures for that month, one in 
all classes of service, beating the best 
previous total failures of 10, made in 
October, 1914. 

The record made on engine failures, 
in both passenger and freight service, 
on the Susquehanna Division, speaks 
volumes for the painstaking and eff- 
cient efforts of the Engineers and 
Firemen of the Roundhouse and Shop 
Supervision, Inspectors and Workmen. 


Another feature, it may be mention- 
ed, is the mileage made by engines in 
passenger and freight service on the 
Susquehanna division, notably engine 
No. 2565, running trains Nos. | and 6, 
in charge of Engineers J. A. Hammond 
and James Richardson. This engine, 
out of shop last T.B.M.F. repairs, Aug- 
ust, 1913, and up to June 30, 1915, has. 
made over 167,000 miles and is still in 
good condition and running trains 
Nos. 1 and 6 in its old-time form, This 
is the greatest showing ever occurring 
on the Erie Railroad, in regard to 
mileage made between  shoppings 
where engine was not given T.B.M. re- 
pairs, in the meantime.

OCEAN CABLES. 

The diameter of the Atlantic cable 
varies according to the depth of the 
water, the character of the bottom on 
which it lies and the probabilities of 
interference from anchors.

OBITUARY. 
Abram I. Auryansen. 


On Friday, July 23rd, Abram Aury- 
ansen, one of the Erie’s oldest, if not 
the very oldest engineer on the retired 
list, died at his home in Hackensack, 
N. J. in the 94th year of his age. 

Mr. Auryansen was born in Closter, 
N. J., April 5, 1822, and at the age of 
17 took up the trade of Blacksmith. 
At the age of 29, on Christmas Day, 
1850, he entered the service of the 
Erie as fireman and fired for his 
Brother in Law, Garrett Iseman. In 
1852 he was promoted to engineer and 
was in charge of engine 18, the “Alle- 
gheny,” which hauled the New York 
express to Piermont, which was then 
the eastern terminus. 


While so employed a disastrous 
strike occurred on the road and he 
with others quit. He worked on the 
Harlem road for a while and returned 
to New Jersey, when he went to work 
for the Hackensack road, now the 
New Jersey & New York Railroad. 
He ran a train between Hackensack 
and Hillsdale, which was conducted 
by Henry F. (‘Hanky’) Bristol, later 
Chief Dispatcher of the Eastern (New 
- York) Division. He afterwards, previ-

Safety Secures Surety—Efficiency Enlarges Effect—Proficiency Produces Performance 


ERIE RAILROAD COMPANY’S FREIGHT TRAFFIC AGENCY. AT 
JAMESTOWN, N. Y. 
By E. W. Batchelder, General Agent. 


AMESTOWN, N. Y., was founded 
in 1806 by James Prendergast, 
after whom it was named. It is 

located in Chautaugua County, in the 
Southwestern corner of the State, on 
the Chadakoin River, the outlet of 
Chautauqua Lake, 70 miles south of 
Buffalo, 440 miles from New York 
and 550 miles from Chicago, on the 
main line of the Erie Railroad, the 
Erie being the only railroad entering 
the city. The road was built into 
Jamestown in 1860, the first train ar- 
riving here in August of that year. 
it may not be generally known, that 
the first movement towards building 
the Erie Railroad, originated in the 
village of Jamestown in 1831, through 
the efforts of the late Judge Richard 
P. Marvin. 

The population 
1870 was 5,337; in 1880, 9,357; in 1890, 
16,038, and in 1900, 22,892. The state 
census completed in May 1915 shows 
a population of 36,234, considerably 
more than doubling its population in 
a quarter of a century, while the in- 
crease since the Federal census in 
1900, amounts to 60 per cent. At this 
rate Jamestown should have a popu- 
lation of 50,000 in 1924, and will then 
go into tthe second class of cities of 
the State. 

There is manufactured in and 
around Jamestown, wood and metal 
furniture, voting machines, washing 
machines, pianos, paving bricks, cot- 
ton warps and batting, woolen dress 
goods and suitings, towels, window 
screens and blinds, tools, rubbing, 
carving and sanding machines, mir- 


of Jamestown in 


rors, automobile running gears com- 
plete, veneer for furniture and panels, 


beehives, etc., which products are 
shipped to every state in the Union, 
with a fair percentage exported. 


Something over 200 factories and 10,- 
000 wage earners are required to pro- 
duce these goods. This diversity of 
industry enables Jamestown to suc- 
cessfully resist financial depression. 
Failures are rare, indeed, and a bank 
failure has never been experienced. 
The leading industry is the manu- 
facture of wood furniture, 60 factories 
being engaged in this line, employing 
over 4,000 skilled mechanics. James- 
town ranks second in the United 
States (Grand Rapids, Michigan, is 
first) in the manufacture of wood 
furniture. The Jamestown Shale 
Paving Brick Company, has a capa- 
city of 100,000 bricks per day. The 
superiority of this brick enables the 
manufacturers to successfuly com- 
pete with other brick products, with- 
in a radius of 450 miles, the James- 
town brick having been selected for 
paving purposes in Brooklyn and 
cities in New Jersey; also for use tn 
the tunnels of New York. One of 
the leading industries of Jamestown, 
is the manufacture of metal products, 
of which there are six factories, mak- 
ing office desks, tables, railings, filing 
cases, steel trimmings and mouldings, 
doors and vaults for banks, public and 
office buildings, interior and exterior 
trimmings for cars, etc. 2,500 metal 
workers are employed in the metal 
products factories.

It has. two .Grammar 
Schools, two Parochial Schools, and 
Public Night and Summer Schools. 
Its altitude is about 1,500 feet above 
sea level, an ideal residence city and 
one of.the healthiest in the State. 
It is fortunate in having a modern up- 
to-date hotel, which will accommodate 
250 guests and where most excellent 
service and attention is assured.

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MAKING BRAKE SHOE KEYS AT GALION SHOP. 


NYONE unacquainted with the 

anatomy of a freight car, would 

likely say that the Brake Shoe 
Key was one of the most insignificant 
parts of a car’s make-up. Size does 
not always determine value, and even 
though these keys are comparatively 
small, they are important factors in 
the present car-braking arrangement, 
serving to fasten the brake shoe se- 
cure to the brake beam head. 

Although small and inexpensive, 
there are many thousands of these 
keys required, to meet the annual de- 
mands of a large railroad. 

Some months ago, the officials in 
charge of the Mechanical Department, 
conceived the idea of manufacturing 
all brake shoe keys for the Erie Sys- 
tem, in one of our own shops, and it 
was thought that Galion would be the 
logical point to handle the proposition. 
Mr. H. G. Mitchel, Tool Room Fore-

man at this place, was selected to de- 
sign and build the required machinery, 
and under the direction of Shop Super- 
intendent, G. T. Depue, it was worked 
out and perfected, so that the idea 
was carried to a successful comple- 
tion, 


A photograph of Mr. Mitchel, stand- 
ing beside his brake shoe machine, is 
shown in the accompanying picture. 

During the year 1914, the Erie Rail- 
road purchased 40,765 new keys, at an 
average cost of .021 each, or a total 
of $856.06. 

These keys are now made in Galion 
shop from scrap ladder rounds and 
grab handles, removed from con- 
demned and torn-down cars. 

The total cost to produce, for both 
labor and material, is but .0055 each. 
The cost of 40,765 keys at .0055 each is 
$224.20, which represents an annual 
saving of $631.86, as against purchas- 
ing outside. 

This only goes to show, that the 
small items cannot be overlooked in 
the economic operation of a large cor- 
poration, and the above is but one of 
many instances where second hand or 
scrap material, is being worked over 


in such a way, as to make it meet every 


requirement of the new product. 


QUICK CAR UNLOADING. 


There were 12 cars of slag at Niobe 
Junction, which it was desired to re- 
lease on account of using the cars for 
handling coal on the Mahoning 
Division. 

A light crew, Extra 1723, was run 
out of Salamanca Aug. 13th, for the 
purpose of picking up cars between 
there and Meadville. On arrival at 
Niobe they took the 12 cars of gran- 
ulated slag and unloaded them bet- 
ween Watts Flats and Ashville on the 
eastbound track. From the time they 
started to unload the slag, with 18 
men, until they had it all unloaded 
and the hoppers wound up, it was 
just one hour. 

Train Master J. O’Laughlin, also 
Supervisor Chas. Pierson, were on 
the train. A great deal of the credit 
was given to Supervisor Chas. Pier- 
son, for the way in which he handled 
the men, as well as Train Master 
O’Laughlin, for the way in which he 
handled the other matters.

THE APPRENTICE INSTRUCTOR. 


HETHER a practical mechanic _ 

from the shop, with a _ small 

amount of drafting experience, 
or a man from college, with a large 
store of theoretical knowledge, is the 
more suitable for an instrucor of ap- 
prentices, all depends on the man him- 
self. As in most things, circumstances 
ster cases, 

The mere training in projection, 
does not mean that every man so 
trained, can or will ever design, or 
even make a print, that will check up 
in the shop. Unless he knows the 
location and working nature of a part, 
his theory is wasted. 

Mathematics, pure and simple, ap- 
plied to the work in. hand, is a most 
valuable lever, but a poor study, when 
not supplemented by more or less 
actual experience. All that is needed 
in a trade is a public school education. 
If the instructor is up on the higher 
~mathematics, so much the better for 
Himself, - But, why sling “trig,” “‘sin,” 
SOS). tat and . coty.on a. boy. who 
can’t even digest percentage? Why 
mark a special apprentice eighty per 
cent. efficient in the shop, when he is 
spoiling eight out of every hundred 
bolts that he turns? 

In fact, the making of an appren- 
tice instructor is a peculiar proposi- 
tion. Although he must be able to 
understand all the tricks of the trade, 
as well as the boys under his instruc- 
tion, he must also be possessed of the 
ability to make the boys satisfied with 
their work and to lead them into good 
habits and good morals. Such men 
are, unfortunately, few and far be- 
tween. 


There is only one way to teach. 
First. inid//a<boy sous are able: to 
teach, and then teach him something 
he likes. The old-time way is good. 
It consist of letting mechanical-mind- 
ed boys build worth-while mechanical 
things. 

In order to do this the instructor 
has to be somewhat of a psychologist, 
which means that when you are a 
hundred miles from college, you have 
to work the apprentices into such a 
state of interest in what they are do- 
ing, that for the time being, they for- 
get everything else. If you can do 
that, you are “some” instructor.

CHINA’S FIRST LOCOMOTIVE. 


There is a curious story concerning 
the first locomotive ever seen in 
China. Li Hung Chang was given 
permission to contruct a railway from 
the sea to his mines upon the con- 
dition that steam power should not. be 
used, and for several months the cars 
were hauled by mules. 

Then Mr. Kindler and some of the 
foreign machinists secretly contruct- 
ed-a_ locomotive out of such material 
as they.cotld find in China. It was a 


rude affair, and it was never able to 
make more than five or six miles an 
hour, but it was a great advantage 
over the mule teams, for it could 
haul seven or eight cars of coal at 
that speed, where it took four mules 
to haul one. 

But when the mandarins at Pekin 
learned that foreign devils were us- 
ing a fire eating monster on the rail- 
way they immediately made a ter- 
mendous fuss about it and called Li 
Hung Chang to account for violating 
his concession. 

The old gentleman took it. very 
coolly and pretended not to know 
anything about it, but he afterward 
restored himself in favor by issuing 
an order rebuking Mr. Kinder and his 
associates for their presumption and 
forbidding them to introduce any 
more new fangled foreign notions into 
China. Shortly after he secretly 
patted them on the back and raised 
their pay. 

The excitement quited down and 
was soon forgotten. Then Mr. Kinder 
sot up steam in his clumsy old engine 
again and was allowed to run it with- 
out interference. Later a couple of 
regularly made locomotives were im- 
ported from Europe and have since 
been hauling the coal trains on that 
road.

‘social and other meetings; educa- 
tional work among both children and 
adults; the care of the sick and the 
relief of distress of any character, 
with some attractive forms of enter- 
tainment connected therewith, such 
as bowling alleys, reading and card 
rooms, spacious rooms for weddings, 
dances, etc., and a very capable 
trained man and woman placed in 
charge thereof. So far the expense 
and trouble involved seems justified, 
even under the prevailing depression 
of business and labor, as measura- 


bly satisfactory results are being 
achieved.”

project which its friends, the business 
producers along its line, promote, 
and the Welfare Work that the Am- 
erican Brake Shoe & Foundry Com- 
pany has under way, is particularly 


appealing, on account of the great 
good it is sure to do. 

In fact, when the plan was outlined 
to the Editor of this Magazine, its 
value was so apparent, that a good 
writeup was at once decided on, same 
to be accompanied by illustrations.

The Brake Shoe Company pur- 
chased a farm of 45 acres a year or 
two ago, upon which was a substan- 
tial brick house, barns and other out- 
buildings. The house was converted 
into a welfare house. ‘ The cellar was 
turned into a bowling alley, toilets, 
locker rooms, shower baths and 
furnace room. The first floor was 
made into one large room, about 40 
feet by 40 feet, which is used for 
social purposes, motion pictures, 
dancing, pool table, cards, games, etc.

In connection with the buildings is a 
Company's store, where meat and 
groceries are sold to the employes 
at cost price, plus the cost of manage- 
ment.

It 
is one of the very finest photographs 
that have been received by this maga- 
zine, as the reproauction on opposite 
page will show. : 

As it was impossible to obtain a 
photograph of the Loving Cup of- 
fered by the City of Salamanca at the 
time of the contest, its presentation 
was necessarily deferred until this 
month. It is a very beautiful trophy 
and is highly appreciated by the 
Marion, O., Machine Shop Team, to 
whom it was awarded for showing the 
second highest efficiency. | 

The cup bears the following inscrip- 
tion: 

“City of Salamanca; 1915, 2nd* prize 
for efficiency, won by Marion Machine 
Shop Team, at the 9th Annual Tourn- 
ament of the Erie Fire Brigade, Sala- 
manca, N. Y., Aug. 3-4, 1915.” 

It is interesting to know what a 
great hit these annual affairs are mak- 
ing in the Erie Railroad towns where 
they are held; in fact they have creat- 
ed so much enthusiasm, that other 
towns that have not had the pleasure 


of holding a contest, are fairly hustl- 
ing and using every possible effort to 
secure the event for next year. 

Huntington has had one contest and 
took care of everybody nicely. The 
race track, not far from © the city, 
proved an excellent place for the runs, 
having a large covered grand stand 
and judges’ stand. The facilities for 
reaching it were adequate and all 
arrangements made by the Board of 
Trade, both for the contests and night 
parade following, were as perfect as 
could be. Huntington is a strong bid- 
der for next year’s events. 

It is understood that Meadville, 
Hornell and Port Jervis, are flirting 
with the affair. Each has had the 
compliment paid it. 

Stroudsburg is very hot on _ the 
trail, too, and offers the plea, that 
that city has never been recognized. 
His Honor, Mayor C. L. Edinger of 
Stroudsburg, who is captain of the 
local Shop Team and foreman of the 
paint shop, is an Erie rooter, who 
fairly turns up the soil. At the Sala- 
manca meet he had green pasteboard 
badges printed and distributed all 
over town, booming Stroudsburg for 
1916. The badges. read: “We’re for 
Stroudsburg (ERIE), 1916.” His 
Honor writes that Stroudsburg has a 
dozen or more hotels to take ca.e of 
visitors, fine streets, an excellent track 
close to town, a warm and hearty 
welcome for all friends and strangers 
and a guarantee that a perfect system 
will be maintained throughout. This 
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he says over his own Official signa- 
ture, after conferring with the Board 
of Aldermen, other city officials and 
the local press. The pretty Pennsyl- 
vania city on the banks of the Dela- 
ware, where the N. Y. S. & W. has 
its shops, contains a live bunch of 
hustlers, that’s certain. 

What is wanted at these annual 
events, more than anything else. is a 
little less rain, and it is hoped that 
Jupiter Pluvius will be more consid- 
erate in future, than in the past, Port 
Jervis and Salamanca, still being sad 
weather memories.

BRITISH NORTH BORNEO. 


The State of British North Borneo 
is governed by the British North 
Borneo Company, a chartered com- 
pany, the only one remaining under 
the British flag. The Governor is 
appointed by the company with the 
approval of the British Secretary of 
State for the Colonies. The popu- 
lation is estimated at 500,000, there 
being less than 400 whites. United 
States Consul Hanson, at Sandakan, 
states that he is informed that within 
twenty miles of that place are na- 
tives who have never seen a white 
man, and who live by the spear and

they are a nuisance to owners of 
rubber and cocoanut estates by de- 
stroying young trees, and that “the 
telegraph line across the country is 
out of commission a third of the 


time because the elephants rub 
against the posts and push them 
down.” 


PRIDE OF THE JAPANESE. 


The Japs are a jolly people and 
fond of a joke, and they are generous 
and trustful to a marked degree. 
They also have a strong sense of 
pride, and travelers relate a peculiar 
instance of this trait. If a traveler is 
annoyed by being followed by a crowd 
which, however, is always quiet and re- 
spectful—he can cause it to melt away 
like snow-flakes on a hot stove by 
simply halting and holding out a coin. 
The Japs feel hurt at being taken for 
mendicants.

DISCOURTESY AS A REDUCER OF BUSINESS DIVIDENDS 


Impoliteness of Employes Costs American Railroads, Department Stores, 
and other Enterprises, Many Thousands Yearly—Chesterfieldian Civil- 
ities, however, declared to be on increase, of late. 


HE most difficult and dangerous 

suits that,-a railroad has ‘to de- 

fend are those where the special 
grievance of the plaintiff is that his 
feelings have been hurt. Bodily in- 
jury cases present something tangible 
that can be grasped by almost any 
jury. But when the gravamen of the 
suit is mental anguish or the incon- 
venience that has been caused by 
some of the company’s. employes the 
jury usually gives the plaintiff the 
benefit of the doubt and the railroad 
loses. The steady growth in the 
number of these cases and the in- 
creasing sums that railroads are com- 
pelled to pay on account of alleged 
discourtesy and inattention on the 
part of their employes have brought 
about the “campaign for courtesy” 
that many lines have instituted within 


~ the last few years. 


The bill that railroads have to pay 
for swear words is a big one. Here 
are a few instances that were brought 
out recently by Blewett Lee, General 
Solicitor of the Illinois Central Rail- 
road Company, in the course of an ad- 
dress to the Mississippi Bar Assoctia- 
tion. 

Several years ago a suit was 
brought for $10,000 against a railroad 
company on the ground that the 
plaintiff had been abused by the 
agent at the Union Station, Memphis, 
Tenn., when she went to buy a ticket 
to a station in Mississipp1. The 
plaintiff was a negro woman, and it 
was ailleged that she conducted a 
“blind tiger” in a small town in which 
she lived. Sheclaimed that the ticket 


agent had used abusive language 
to her and had wound up by calling 
heres. danitt liar.’ 

It was shown in the course of the 
trial that the ticket agent in question 
was a man of excellent reputation 
and standing in his community. The 
agent and all the clerks and em- 
ployes in the ticket office who were 
called as witnesses testified that the 
woman’s charge was without any 
foundation whatever and that the oc- 
currence which she complained of 
never had taken place. 

When the evidence was all in, the 
woman’s attorney approached the at- 
torney for the railroad and offered 
to settle the case for $100. The legal 
representative of the railroad felt so 
sure of the verdict that he refused 
absolutely to adjust it out of court on 
any terms, and insisted that it be left 
with the jury. 

The railroad attorney's confidence 
in the jury, however, was misplaced. 
The jury brought in a verdict for 
$3,000. Of course, the case was ap- 
pealed, but the railroad ultimately 
had to pay the $3,000. 

There was another case, similar in 
many respects, which cost the rail- 
road nearly as much. A passenger 
had a dispute with a train auditor 
over a matter of 15 cents. The train 
auditor claimed that the passenger 
was traveling beyond the station to 
which he bought the ticket. The 
passenger denied this, and a wordy 
dipute arose, the train auditor in- 
sisting upon gettine the 15 cents and 
the passenger refusing to pay it. It 
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was one of those cases where any 
man would be likely to lose his tem- 
per. At any rate, the passenger 
claimed that the train auditor had 
called him a “damn liar,” and that 
was the basis of his grievance. It 
was not alleged that the railroad em- 
pli ye had laid hands on the passenger 
at all. 

The jury apparently took the view 
that “damn” was a good round oath 
and that the plaintiff's feelings had 
been seriously hurt by the manner in 
which the railroad company’s repre- 
sentative had disputed his veracity. 
At any rate, the passenger obtained a 
verdict of $2,500, and the railroad 
“company ultimately was compelled to 
pay that sum to him. 

Moral: Don’t Swear. 


Even if a man is not a passenger 
on a railway train, the courts have 
held that a railway employe who 
swears at him makes- his company 
liable. - In a recent case, the plaintiff 
was a hackman whose stand was in 
the street outside the entrance to the 
railway station. He brought suit 
against the railway, claiming that he 
had been abused and insulted by the 
station master while the latter was 
ordering him away from the entrance 
to the station building. It does not 
appear that the station master used 
extraordinarily vituperative language. 
In fact, his remarks were mild com- 
pared with the profane pleasantries 
that are interchanged every day be- 
tween the motormen on the surface 
cars in the city and truck drivers 
who get in their way. But the jury 
considered that the hackman’s feel- 
ings had been hurt $1,000 worth, and 
brought in a verdict in his favor to 
that effect. The railroad had to pay 
it, too. 

When the case finally was affirmed 
by the higher court, and the railroad 
“took its medicine,” it was noticed 
that the hackman in question was 
blocking the entrance to the station 
again. So far as is known, he is still 
doing so, seemingly waiting for an- 
other fuss with the station master. In 
his case, at least, being insulted -was 
considerably more profitable than 
hack driving. 

There are many such cases. They 
are much more common in some 
States than others, but everywhere 
the railroads’ attorneys fear such 
suits on account of the difficulty in 
defending them and the possibility of 
heavy damages having to be paid in 
the end. 

As an instance of “punitive dam- 


ages,” a typical case is one in which 
a woman who was riding on a rail- 
road in the Middle West was carried 
a few miles beyond her station. As 
soon as the oversight was discovered 
she was sent back by the next train 
free of charge, with profuse apologies 


from. the railroad employes, who 
were responsible for the error. All 
this happened in the daytime, and 


the woman rode in a parlor car both 
ways. It did not appear that she 
suffered any monetary loss by the 
delay, but she brought suit and ob- 
tained a verdict for $5,000, based on 
instructions for “punitive damages.” 
The railroad appealed the case, and 
the judgnient was reversed ina higher 
court on the ground that such in- 
structions were not properly given 
under the evidence. A retrial of the 
case was ordered. ‘This resulted in 
the plaintiff getting a verdict for 
$5,000 as actual damages. 

Because it was thought by the jury 
that a station agent did not keep the 
waiting room warm enough in Win- 
ter, the railroad company employing 
him had to pay enough damages in 
two suits to heat twenty such places 
for a year. 

The odd part about the first of these 
suits was that one of the railroad’s 
witnesses testified that he was in the 
depot at the time in question and did 
not notice that it was particularly cold, 
and that he did not suffer in the least 
from the temperature of the room. 
This railroad witness had a change of 
heart, however, when the Supreme 
Court affirmed a judgment in favor of 
the plaintiff against whom he had been 
testifying. He saw that the complain- 
ant had been so successful that he de- 
cided he, too, would make a try for 
some of the railroad’s money. There- 
upon he also brought suit against the 
company for not heating its depot 
properly, alleging that the place was 
cold and that he suffered extraordinary 
discomfort thereby, at the same time 
as the plaintiff in the first action. He 
was confronted with his own. testi- 
mony in the previous case, but, appar- 
ently, the jury did not consider this 
a serious drawback, and he obtained a 
judgment of $750 


The Case of “Fluffy.” 


Now and then there is a lighter side 
to the railroad’s troubles. The other 
day a dog, traveling in a baggage car, 
was lost by the Southern Pacific some- 
where in Oregon, while the family to 
which the dog belonged were going 
from Seattle to San Francisco. The 
dog’s name was “Fluffy” and its in- 
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trinsic value was not great, although 
the children, whose playmate it was, 
held Fluffy above all price. The eldest 
of these children was a boy of 1l. He 
was inconsolable when he found that 
Fluffy had escaped from the train. 
Forthwith he sat down and wrote a 
letter to the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany’s officers telling them what he 
thought of them, and winding up with 
the threat that if Southern Pacific did 
not find Fluffy at once he was going to 
“lick” the railroad. 

Probably this eleven - year - old’s 
threat did not disturb the Southern 
Pacific as much as the fact that the 
lost dog might be a Russian Spitz or a 
Spanish terrier or a Siberian spaniel, 
and that the railroad little knew what 
valuation a jury might put on it. 
Therefore, it sent out telegraphic in- 
quiries all along the line for a dog of 
Fluffy’s description. She was found 
at Ashland, Oregon, and when located 
was in such a condition that her iden- 
tification was difficult. The railroad 
thereupon furnished the eleven-year- 
old’s father with a round trip ticket to 
Ashland, Oregon, and he returned with 
the dog. 

After Fluffy had been given a bath, 
an alcohol rub, and other things to 
get rid of the “woodticks” which the 
children thought she might have ac- 
cumulated in her brake-beaming ex- 
periences her eleven-year-old master 
wrote another letter tg the Southern 
Pacific telling the railroad that it 
need no longer fear a “licking” now 
that Fluffy had been returned. 


It is safe to say that there is not a_ 


railroad in America that is not gen- 
uinely sincere in its avowed purpose 
of showing every possible courtesy 
and accommodation to its passengers. 
The suits for damages for discourtesy 
or inattention are initiated, as a gen- 
eral thing, by two classes of its patrons 
—those who are sticklers for their 
“rights,” and those who are looking 
for a chance to “beat the company.” 
To protect themselves from the latter 
class the railroads have been forced to 
adopt many restrictions and to be con- 
tinually on guard. 

The average passenger may com- 
plain loudly of being delayed, even 
though the causes of delay may be 
beyond the railroad’s control, but he 
is likely to forget his annoyance ina 
few hours after having reached his 
destination in safety. Some years ago 
a long passenger train pulled out_of 
El Paso bound for Denver and Chi- 
cago. It was a season of disastrous 
floods throughout the Southwest. A 
night’s ride out of El Paso a river was 
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reached. The bridge had gone out 
ten minutes before, and the train re- 
turned to its starting point. As quick- 
ly as possible it began its journey 
again, traveling by an entirely dit- 
ferent railroad from that over which 
the tickets read. Day after day, tor 
nearly a week, it dodged about Texas 
and Oklahoma, trying to find bridges 
that it could get over. 

Meanwhile the passengers were fed 
regularly on the best that the railroad 
eating stations could furnish, entirely 
at the railroad’s expense. Although 
the Pullman berths ‘were occupied 
nearly seven days instead of two, no 
extra charge was asked. The train 
became a special and was in motion 
continually. The train crew was ef- 
ficient and polite and did everything 
possible. More than one-fourth of the 
passengers finally formed a committee 
to wait upon the conductor of the train 
to protest against the delay and 
threaten to sue for damages the rail- 
road selling the tickets. The con- 
ductor listened to them and saia: 

“It the bridge over the South Fork 
of the Canadian is safe when we get 
to it, I think your troubles will be 
over. We are doing our very best. I 
am as anxious to get home as any of 
you gentlemen. You can’t start any 
suits until you get home. If you wish 
to then, that is a matter for your in- 
dividual judgment.” 

The passengers retired, they crossed 
the bridge safely, they reached their 
homes many days late, but not a sin- 
gle suit was brought for damages on 
account of the delay. 

The Pullman conductor has more 
troubles than any other man who 
works on a passenger train. He has 
cases to settle that would puzzle the 
most learned Judge on the bench. 
Having two passengers present tickets 
for the same berth is not an uncom- 
mon occurrence, and there is always a 
row. If the conductor is of the right 
sort, however, it is smoothed over and 
it is soon forgotten. 

A train that had just pulled out of 
Chicago had two men aboard, each of 
whom held a ticket for lower 6 in the 
same sleeper. The car was not full. 
The conductor looked at the tickets, 
then turned’ his back, pretending to 
look out of the car window. This 
gave him a chance to glance at his 
diagram. He saw that lower 8 was 
not taken. He made a hasty mark 
with his. pencil and confronted the 
two men, who were glaring at each 
other. 

“It’s all right,” he said 


cheerily. 
“just. a clerical error® that

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mean anything. The clerk wrote down 
‘6’ on your ticket instead of °8. Your 
berth’s ‘8,’ See, it’s marked here on 
the diagram.” 

On a crowded train Heatsoued from 
New York there were two tempestu- 
ous souls. Each had a red ticket 
that icalled \forslower -seqihe strst 
one in had gone to bed. The second 
had caught the train at the last mo- 
ment. He refused to be pacified 
with an upper berth and a refund of 
the difference in price. The conduc- 
tor offered him a lower in another 
car,’ but; that), was: snot jsatisiactory. 
The irate passenger started to say 
so in a voice that could be heard 
above the roar of the train from one 
end of the car to the other. He claimed 
to be the heaviest freight shipper on 
the line and to know every official 
from the President down. 

The conductor did some quick 
thinking. The drawing room was not 
likely to be sold, and he put the en- 
raged passenger in that. When he 
reported the duplicate sale and his ac- 
tion to the Superintendent that of- 
ficial commended him for his good 
judgment. “Make your passengers 
comfortable and keep them happy.” 
said the official’s letter. “Don’t be 
afraid to take responsibility. We 
want to attract business, not to drive 
it. {ff Om. OUR Cars, 

But transportation companies are 
not the only ones which suffer be- 
cause of discourtesy and inattention 
on the part of their employes. The 
big department stores feel it in no 
small measure, 


When the Worm Turned. 


“Do we suffer from discourtesy and 
inattention?” said the manager of one, 
repeating the question. “We do, both 
directly and indirectly, though prob- 
ably more indirectly than we know; 
but it is hard to control and’ direct 
an army of employes every minute 
of ‘the day vand in “every - detail’ J 
could give you a number of examples 
of how we suffer directly, but one 
should be enough. 

“A “man approached one -of -our 
floorwalkers a few weeks ago and 
said: ‘Sir, you seem to have a wrong 
idea in this store.. You appear to 
think that people are obliged to come 
here to spend their money. I want to 
assure you to the contrary; at least 
Iam not. I shall--transter-my “ac- 
count to another store.’ The floor- 
walker managed to detain him long 
enough to learn that he had stood at 
a counter about five minutes without 
receiving attention from the salesgirl, 
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who, he said, was talking to another 
salesgirl. ‘What counter it was he 
would not say, telling the floorwalker 
that he was not our policeman, that 
it was our business to see that such 
a thing could not occur, and thar he 
would not be the cause of the girl’s 
losing her place, even if she had 
neglected him. He gave his name, 
however, and when we ascertained 
that he had carried an account with 
us for twenty years we went to see 
him. He said he had found the same 
condition a number of times, that his 
family had complained about it, and 
that he was through trying. He with- 
drew his account, which was quite 
large and had always been paid 
promptly. That is a direct loss. 

“Indirectly, we lose a great deal 
from discourtesy and inattention. But 
it is difficult, in our business, to dis- 
tinguish between the two. There is 
very little real imnudence, but there 
is a great deal of inattention. I have 
seen a customer turn away and, pre- 
sumably, walk out of the store because 
a girl slammed down a bolt of goods 
in front of her instead of laying it 
down properly. Some girls will give 
information grudgingly, and so lose a 
customer; some will show impatienee 
while displaying goods; some will as- 
sume a superior attitude, especially 
when the customer does not appear to 
be affluent. There are a hundred ways 
of overt action. They. all costs 
money.’ 

Even in the small neighborhood 
stores there is the same loss. In one 
of these the salesgirl, after having re- 
moved four or five pieces of goods 
from the shelves to the counter be- 
cause the customer was not quite cer- 
tain what she wanted, said: ~“It is 
pretty hot work to handle these heavy 
things this weather.” 


If she had said this with a smile 
probably no offense would have been 
taken; she scowled instead and meant 
it. “Well, you need not bother to 
handle any more,” remarked the cus- 
tomer, and walked out, thereby remov- 
ing her own trade and that of a sister. 

A drummer who “makes” Boston 
five or six times a year and always 
patronized the same hotel was paged 
one evening while sitting in the lobby. 
It was a telephone call from Albany, 
whither he was bound ultimately, on 
trade matters, and the call was to be 
reversed—that is, he was to meet the 
expense.

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The operator told him she could not 
do that, and he stepped to the desk 
and asked why. “It is a rule of the 
house,” he was told, “not to charge 
any calls unless they are received in 
the rooms.’

A man walked up to the desk of one 
of the big hotels in New York, not far 
from the Grand Central Station, and 
asked the clerk if Mr. R. of Buffalo 
was a guest. The clerk looked at him 
vacantly and continued what he was 
doing. The gentleman spoke again 
and got no answer. Once more he per- 
sisted, saying that he had an appoint- 
ment with the man for whom he was 
asking and was fifteen minutes late. 
Finally the clerk said that Mr. R. had 
arrived that morning and was, he 
thought, in his room. 

No response being made to the tele- 
phone call to the room, the clerk 
thought Mr. R. was taking breakfast; 
he would page him. The page started 
in the direction away from the dining 
room. The questioning man started for 
the dining room. In fifteen seconds, 
perhaps, Mr. R. stopped at the desk, 
told the clerk to inform any inquirer 
that he was called away, but would 
return at 11 o’clock, and left the hotel. 

The seeker eventually returned to 
the desk and was told that Mr. R. had 
just passed out, but not that the clerk 
had not told Mr. R. that he was being 
sought. The seeker, one of the biggest 
men in his line of business, was putting 
through a large combination in which 
Mr. R. was to participate. Mirae 


~ never could explain satisfactorily and 


he was left out of the combination al- 
together, which cost him thousands of 
dollars. It would have been difficult, 
at least, to sue the hotel, but it was 
not at all difficult for Mr. R. to re- 
move his custom, which was consider- 
able during a year. Doubtless a num- 
ber of his friends followed his ex- 
ample. 
Politeness Reqinee Here. 


There is a man who owns several 
hotels that are called by his name, 
and he has built up a large business 
because he. appreciates the value of 
courtesy and attention, and insists 
upon it from his employes to his 


guests. It is a pleasure to stop at one 
of his houses. In every room in his 
hotel, and everywhere else they can 
find a resting place, copies of a small 
folder are placed. Every worker 
about the hotel is made to read it, or 
it is read to him or her, and every 
guest gets one. I cannot reproduce at 
this moment the language of the cir- 
cular, but it is in effect this: 

“This is a hotel; a place of public 
entertainment. Every guest admitted 
to this hotel becomes at once our em- 
ployer. He pays for our services and 
is entitled to them. He is entitled to 
more than merely that. This hotel 
furnishes not only rooms and meals 
and ordinary services, but courtesy 
and attention as well. They are 
charged for in the bill, and our guest 
must receive what he pays; tories lt 
we do not furnish them we break our 
contract, and the guest has a right to 
repudiate his part of it. The manage- 
ment is responsible for the actions of 
the employes, and insists upon kind 
words and full attention.” 

If you talk with a man who travels 
for business you will get the idea 
that railroads, hotels, business houses, 
restaurants and stores abound in in- 
civility; that the further West you go 
the less of this you find. If you talk 
with men who spend their time in the 
East they will tell you of a distinct 
improvement during the last decade. 
If you talk with managers of large 
enterprises, especially public service 
corporations, they will tell you that 
they are striving to eliminate dis- 
courtesy and inattention because they 
are too costly. And all will urge that 
the public, either careless of its dig- 
nity, unwilling to spend the time to 
make proper complaint, or itself im- 
pudent and discourteous, is to blame. 


A QUAINT POLITICIAN. 


Lord Sherbrooke was physically one 
of the quaintest men who ever rose to 
eminence in English politics. Mr. H. 
Preston-Thomas, who served under 
Sherbrooke in the education depart- 
ment, describes him as “half blind and 
almost an albino. His appearance, 
with his white hair, massive white eye- 
brows and pink complexion, was re- 
markable. He was known in the 
house of commons as the Whitehead 
torpedo. He generally rode a white 
horse of uncertain temper, but he was 
also one of the earliest men of note to 
use a bicycle, and I often saw him 
careering about London on this, 
despite his defective eyesight.’ bres po 
don Chronicle.

CURIOSITIES OF FLAT FISH. 


Flat fish are very peculiar creatures 
in many ways.

When young, these - 
fishes are quite symmetrical, but as 
they grow older one of the eyes per- 
forms a most remarkable feat; it be- 
gins to travel from one side of the 
head to the other until it joins its fel-— 
low eye. Then it is possible for the 
fish to lie down On one side at the 
bottom of the sea for the rest of its 
life. On a flat fish which is not too 
old it is easy to trace the channel 
along which the eye has_ passed. 
Among these curious fishes are the 
flounder, plaice, sole, turbot and dab. 


CONCERNING THE CIPHER. 


How strange it would seem to be 
without a cipher in our notation, yet 
there was a time when this useful 
sign was wanting. The Roman sys- 
tem had no zero, nor did the Arabic, 
until the year 813. It was not untyjl 
the fifteenth century that the Arabic 
numerals came into general use in 
Europe, and, like all innovations, it 
was resisted. Another strange thing 
is that while the 1, 3, 5, 6, 8, 9 and 0 
are about the same now as in the thir- 
teenth century, the 2and 7 have under- 
gone great. changes.
